INTRODUCTION. 



Having long laboured under wafting 
ficknefs, which obliged me for z time to rclin* 
quifli the duties of my miniftry ; my mind^ 
naturally feeble and timid, funk under its de- 
preflions and yielded to defpondency. To di* 
vert its attention, by direfting its regards to 
objcfts remote from its corroding cares, and 
to benefit my bodily health by means of cxer* 
cife and change of climate, my phyficians urg* 
ed my taking a journey. 

A MUCH eftcemed neighbour, Mn Seth 
Adams, was about making an excurfion into 
the Territory Northwest of the Ohio, 
and propofcd my accompanying him thither. 
My brother in law, Mn John Dix, kindly 
offered to be my attendant, and afiifted me in 
fummoning rcfolution for the undertaldng. 

On the fQth of March, 1803, we fet out on 
the tour. We took the pod roid from Bofton, 
through New- York and Pliiladclphia, to Lan- 
cafter ; and thence, through Carlifle and Ship* 
penfburgh, to'Straiburgh at the foot of the 
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iUIeghany Mountains. Here commence the 
atra&s from my journal. 

For the gratification of my £imily and a few 
friends, I kept a record of the occurrences each 
day afibrdcd, and fome particulars of the fev* 
eral towns through which we pafled. I was 
advrfcd, on my return, to communicate the 
Geographical articles to the public ; and I have 
confented, from a wiUingne6 to contribute my 
mite, however infignificant, to the common 
fiock ot the topographical knowledge of our 
country. 

I AM aware that many of the remarks and 
obfcrvations may appear defultory or trivial : 
but fome indulgence is due to them from the 
circumftances under which they were made* 
They were firft (kctchcd down, as opportunity 
prefented, in a pocket-book with a lead pencil ; 
and at evening tranfcribed into my diar)'. 
lliey confiftof fiich reflexions as were made 
upon the places and the profpcds immediately 
under my eye, and of fuch information as 
could be collected from intelligent individuals 
with whom 1 had the opportunity of converf- 
ing. The whole is the fruit of thofe moments 
of lofure, (refcued from a fatiguing journey) 
which the languor and pain of a miserable fiate 
of health would permit me to employ. 

I HOP£ the freedom with which 1 have expa« 
tiated on the defcription of foreft and mountain 
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ftenerf will not be unpleafing to thofe who 
have never had the privilege of beholding the 
grand and prominent features of nature, or of 
penetrating its fequeftered glooms. For my* 
fclfy I have always been an admirer of the fub- 
lime and beautiful in creation ; and the imme* 
diate cflfcft upon my feelings, produced by urn* 
bragcous forefts, and by contemplating extend* 
ed profpc^s from lofty mountains, was of fo 
pleafurable and exalted a kind, that I wiflicd to 
retain the impreflion to myfclf, and, as well as 
1 could, communicate it to others, by a de* 
faiption taken on the fpot.

JOURNAL. 



Thursday, jlpril 7, 1803. 

Having ridden this morning 
from Shippeniburgh, a diftance of eleven 
miles, we flopped at Strasburo to break- 
faft 

As we approached the Alleghany Moun« 
tains, their form and magnificence became 
more and more diftindk. We had, for fev* 
cral days pad, fccn their blue tops tower- 
ing into the iky, alternately hidden and 
difplaycd by rolling and (hifting clouds. 
Now, we afcertained that fomc of them 
were quite covered with trees; but that 
the rocky and bleak tops of others were 
naked, or fcantily fringed with low 
favins. 

These ftupendous mountains feemed to 
ftretch before us an impaflable barrier; but, 
at times, we could fee the narrow winding 
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road by which we were to afcend, though . 
it apprized us of the fatigue and difficulty 
to be encountered in the undertaking. 
Our apprehendonsy however, were fome« 
what abated by information that, the way, 
though more deep, was not fo rough, nor 
much more difficult than the Connewago 
Hills we had already paffi^d. 

Strasduro is a plcafant pod-town in 
Franklin County, Pcnnfyl vania. It is fitu- 
ated at the foot of the Hi.uR Mountain, 
the firftof the great range of the Allegha* 
nics. It contains about eighty houfcs, prin- 
cipally built of hewn logs, with the inter- 
fticcs between them filled with flat (lories and 
mortan Tlicy (land on a main (Ircct, which 
runs from north to fouth. On the eafterly 
fide of the ftrcct, a little back of the houfcs, 
is a fine fpring of excellent water, iffuing 
from fcveral fountains, over which are 
fmall buildings erected for the purpofe of 
preferving milk^ butter, and provifions^ 
during the heats of fummcn So copious 
18 the ilTue of water, that it fooh forms a 
confidcrable and never failing brook, 
which, within the diftance of half a mile, 
carries a mill. This (Iream is the wefterly 
branch of Coneddgwinnct Creek, which 
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falb into the Sufquehannah oppofite to 
Harrifburgh. 

The inhabitants of this village are fub« 
jcd \o fevere rheumatic complaints, in con« 
fcquence of the fudden changes of the 
weather in this vicinity to the mountain* 

Near this place is (hewn a large (iflurc in 
the (ide of the mountainyOccafioncd by the 
burfting of a watcr-fpout. The excavation 
is deep* TrccB^ and even rocks, were di(« 
lodged in its courfc. 

The firft mountain, which is three miles 
over, was not fo difKcult to pafs as we had 
apprehended* It is ftcep, but there are 
fome convenient refting places ; and the 
wcfterly fide is rendered eafy of defcent by 
very judicious improvements in the condi« 
tion and turnings of the road. The fur* 
face is very rocky ; and the trees towards 
the top are fmall, and but thinly fcattered. 
The (lone which moftly prevails on its fur- 
face is granite, more or Icfs perfect At 
the foot is a beautiful and fertile vallqy, 
about half a mile wide, and fifteen miles 
long } irrigated by (ine fprings, whofc 
ftrcams uniting form the pretty brook that 
meanders through the fields and meadows 
of this enchanting place* 
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Wb ftopped here awhile, to let our 
horfes reft, and to baik in the pleafant fun« 
ihinet Having been chilled with the air 
on the fummit of the mountaiiit we were 
pleafed with inhaling the warm breeze of 
the valley. 

The contrafty between the verdant meads 
and fertile arable ground of this fecluded 
fpoty and the rugged mountains and frown- 
ing precipices by which it is environed, 
gives the profpe^ we have contemplated a 
mixture of romantic wildnefs and cultivate 
ed beauty which is really delightfuK 

Hence we crofled the fecond mountain^ 
four miles over, and (lopped to dine at 
Fannetsbu RG, a little village on a graceful 
eminence fwelling from the bofom of the 
vale# The houfcs are all built of wood, 
mofUy of he\vn logs, except our Inn, which 
is a handfome edifice of lime-done. 

In the afternoon we crofled the third 
rf^r, which is three miles and an half over ; 
in fome places deep and difficult of afcent ; 
and, paffing part of the valley below, reach* 
ed a place called. Burnt Cabins to lodge. 
The fettlement in this place is named from 
the definition of the fird buildings erc£t« 
ftd here, at the time of the defeat of CoL 
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Waflungtoot at the Little Meadows m 

Thb temporary buildings of the firft fet- 
tiers in the vrilds are called Cabins. They 
are built with unhewn logs, the interftices 
between which are (lopped with rails, callc« 
ed with mofs or draw, and daubed with 
mud. The roof is covered with a fort of 
thin (laves fplit out of oak or aih, about 
four feet long and five inches wide, faflen- 
ed on by heavy poles being laid upon them. 
^^ If the logs be hewed ; if the interftices 
be ftoppcd with (lone, and neatly plafter* 
ed ; and the roof compofed of (hingles 
nicely laid on, it is called a log^bonfc.^^ A 
log-houfe lias glafs windows and a chim* 
ney $ a cabin has commonly no window 
at all, and only a hole at the top for the 
fmoke to cfcape. After faw-mills are ere£l« 
ed, and boards can be procured, the fcttlers 
provide themfclves more decent houfes, 
with neat floors and ceiling. 

Friday, -/^/r/7 8. 
A RIDE of thirteen miles this morning 
brought us to the foot of another moun* 
tain, called Sideling Hills, eight miles 
oven This is not like the others, a diftind 
ridge, but a fuccefTion of ridges, with long 
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afcent and defcent on the main fides^ and 
intermediate rifmgs and (hort vallies be- 
tween* 

It was a fine clear morning when we 
began to afcend. As we advanced^ the 
profpeA widened and became very inter- 
efting« The deep and gloomy valley be- 
low was a vaft wildemefs, (kirtcd by moun- 
tains of every hue and form ; Tome craggy 
and bare, and others wooded to the top : 
but even this extenfive wild pleafcd me» 
and gave fcope to boundlefs reflection. 

Quitting the elevated region to which 
we had reached, we defcended about half 
a mile, and then rofc another and more 
lofty gradation. Hence the view was ftill 
more divcrnficd and magnificent, crowded 
with mountains upon mountains in every 
direction ; between and beyond which 
were feen the blue tops of others more dif^ 
tant, mellowed down to^the fofteft fhades, 
till all was loft in unifon with the clouds. 

As we defcended, we beheld the mifts 
fifing from the deep vallies, and the clouds 
thickening around. It was cold and bluf« 
tering, and we expeded an immediate tem« 
pcft and rain : but, as we mounted the 
third ridge^ the clouds broke away over 
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our heads ; and, as they difperfed^ the fun 
would (hine between and give a gliding 
radiance to the opening fcene. We foon 
got beyond the clouded region^ and faw 
the mifty volumes floatihg.down to the vaU 
lies and encircling the lower hills ; fo that^ 
before we reached the fummit, we had the 
pleafure of looking abroad in an unclouded 
iky. 

" Here coulJ we funrej 
The gathered tempefts rolling ftf beneatbt 
And ftand above the dorm.** 

The whole horizon was fringed with 
piles of diftant mountains. The interme« 
diatc vallies were filled with clouds, or ob« 
icurcd with thick mifts and (hade : but the 
lofty fummits, gilded with the blaze of day^ 
lighted up under an azure heaven, gave a 
furprizing grandeur and brillianty to the 
whole fcene. 

The defcent is in many places prcci* 
pitous and rocky. At the bottom we crolTcd 
the Juniata in a ferry^boat^ Climbing the 
deep banks of the river, our rout was along ^ 
a range of hills exhibiting a fucceffion of 
interefting laiidfcape. In many parts we 
were immerfed in woods ; then again we 
came into open ground, and faw the wind- 
c 
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ifig river joft below lis ^^^^ the (ides and 
tops of the mountains foaring above. 
Sometimes we rode, for a confiderable dif« 
tance, on the banks of the river ; then we 
quitted it to mount a hill, and here again^ 

^ The bordering lawn, the gailjr flowered Tale^ 
The river's crjftal, and the meadow's green. 
Grateful diverfity, allure the eye.** 

Such tranfitions yield fome of the fweet- 
eft recreations which the varied profpeft of 
nature can afford. 

An accident iii breaking our carriage, 
delayed us fo long, that it was evening be« 
fore we arrived at our IniL We rode 
thirty miles this day« 

Saturday, April 9. 
Whilb our carriage is repairing we reft 
at Capt. Qraham^s, who refides in a delight* 
ful valley, belonging to Providence town- 
fliip, in Briftol County, His neat and 
commodious dwelling is principally built 
with lime«ftone, laid in mortan The 
rooms and chambers are fnug, and hand- 
fomely fumUhed ; and the accommodations 
and entertainment he provides are the beft 
to be met with between Philadelphia and 
Pittfburgh. 
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A PINE lawn fpreadi before die houfe^ 
bordered on one part by a meandering 
brook^ and on the other by the Juniata 
river, from the margin c^ which rife the 
deep fides of Mount Dallas. The trees 
of other times add hoary greatnefs to its 
Iirow, and the clouds which reft in mifty 
fliadcs upon its head give it a frowning and 
gloomy pre-eminence. 

Tii£ Juniata rifes from two principal 
fprings on the Alleghany mountains ; one 
of which is very near the top, and pours a 
copious ftream. It receives, alfo, fuppUes 
from many fmall rills in its courfe, and 
working out a bed between the mountains, 
pafles through a gap in the Blue ridge, and 
empties into the Sufquehannah, fifteen miles 
above Harrifburg. 

Back of us the woods with which one 
of the mountains was clothed wwon fire. 
During the darknefs of the night, the aw* 
fulnefs and fublimity of this fpedacle were 
beyond defcription ; terror mingled withit, 
for, as we were at no great diftance^ we 
feared that the (hifting of the wind would 
drive the flames upon us. 
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Monday, Jpril i !• 
We refume our journey ; crofs the two 
branches of the Juniata, and arrive at Bed* 
FORD, the chief town of Bedford County 
in Pcnnfylvania, to brcakfaft« It is regu- 
larly laid out, and there are fcveral houfes 
on the main (Ireet built with bricks ; even 
the others, which are of hewn logs, have 
a diftinguifliing neatncfs in their appear*- 
dnce. The Court Houfc, Market Houfe, 
and Record OfHcc, are brick ; the Gaol is 
built of ft one. The inhabitants are fupplied 
with water brought in pipes to a large 
refervoir in the middle of the town* On 
the northerly ikirt of the town flows Rayf- 
ton creek, a confidcrable branch of the Ju- 
niata. 

Bedford was made an incorporate town 
in 1 795. The oilicers of police are two 
Burgefles, a Conftable, a Town Clerk, and 
three Afliflants. Their power is limited to 
prcferve the peace and order of the place. 

Upon quitting the plain, we left a fcrtila 
foil clothed with verdure, and a warm and 
pleafmg climate ; but, as we afccnded the 
mountain, the foil appeared more barren, 
and the weather became colder. Yet here 
and there we met with a little verdant fpot 
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around a fpring, or at the bottom of a fmall 
indenture in the fides of the mountain. 
Climbing hence, the prbfped widened* 
Deep valliesi embowered with woods, ab- 
rupt precipices, and cloud-capt hills, on 
all fides met the view. 

In thefe mountainous fcenes nature ex« 
hibits her boldcft features. Every objed is 
extended upon a vaft fcale ; and the whole 
aflTeniblage imprefles the fpe£tator with awe 
as well as admiration. 

After many a wearifome afcent, we ar- 
rived at Scybour*s^ on the top of the Al- 
LEGHANY ; and, having ridden thirty-one 
miles, were AiIBcicntly tired to accept even 
of the miferable accommodations this Inn 
afforded for the night. 

Tuesday, jfptU it. 

On leaving our lodging on ** the high- 
eft of hills,** we had to defcend through 
fix miles of rugged paths, over precipices, 
and among rocks, and then along a miry 
valley, with formidable afcents in view. 

The Alleghany, which we had now 
croflfed, is about firtccn miles over. 

We dcfcried at a diftance the towering 
ridges of mountains, beyond many an in- 
termediate height ; fome encircled with 
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wreaths of clouds^ and others pointed witfi 
fire kindled by the hunters, or involved in 
curling volumes of fmokc. 

W£ were the principal part of the day 
pafling the valley, and mounting Laurel 
HiLL| which is about three miles in direft 
afcent, and lodged at Bcbmcr^s near the 
top, after a journey of twenty-four miles. 

As tlie woods were on fire all around us, 
and the fnioke filled the air, we feemed to 
have ridden all day in a chimney, and to 
flcep all night in an oven. 

AVednesday, -^//vV 13. 

This mountain has its name from the 
various fpccics of Liiurtl with which it is 
clothed ; (Rhododendron Maximunty Kal* 
tnia LatifoUa^ Hzc.J llierc were fcvcral va- 
rieties now in flower, which made a mod 
elegant ai>|)carance« 

Our road, which at bed nitid be rugged 
and dreary, was now much obftruAed by 
the trec*s which had fallen acrofs it ; and 
our journey rendered hazardous by thofe 
on each fide which trembled to their fall. 
We remarked, with regret and indignation, 
the wanton deflrudion of thefc noble for- 
efts. For more than fifty miles, to the well 
and north, the mountains were burning. 
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Thb 18 done by the huntera, who fet fire to 
the dry leaves and decayed fallen timber in 
the vallies, in order to thin the under* 
growth, that they may traverfc the wooda 
with more cafe in purfuit of game. But 
they defeat their own olijedt ; for the fires 
drive the moofe, deer, and wild animals 
into the more northerly and wefterly 
parts, and deftroy the turkies, partridges, 
and quails, at this fcafon on their nefts, or 
juft leading out their broods. An incalcu- 
lable injury, too, is done to the woods, by 
preventing entirely the growth of the trees, 
many of which being on the acclivities and 
rocky fides of the mountains, leave only the 
mod dreary and irrecoverable barrennefs in 
their place* 

We took breakfaft at Jones* mill, fix miles 
from the top of Laurel Hill } dined at 
Mount Pleasant, eleven miles farther ; 
and riding five miles in the afternoon, 
reached M^Kean*s to lodge. 

We left Fort Lioonier, built by Gem 
Forbes in 1758, to our right, and croflcd 
the Chesnut RiDOE, a very rough and 
rocky mountain, the laft of the great range, 
on the Glade road. In dry feafons this is 
confidered as much better than what is call* 
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ed *^ Braddock's road ;** but^ after heavj 
rains, it is almoft impaflable. 

By the rout we took over the mountains 
(he whole diftanee from Strafburg is one 
hundred and eighteen miles. 

The road is very rugged and difficult 
over the mountains ; and we were often 
led to comment upon the arduous enter- 
prize of the unfortunate General Braddock, 
by whom it was cut. Obliged to make a 
pafs for his army and waggons, " through 
unfrequented woods and dangerous defiles 
over mountains deemed impaflfable/*^ the 
toil and fatigue of his pioneers and foldiers 
mud have been indefcribably great. But it 
was here that his precurfor, the youthful 
Wash i n cton, gathered fomc of bis carlU 
c/l laurels. 

During the whole of this journey there 
are but a few fcattered habitations, of a very 
ordinary appearance. The lands, except in 
the vallies, are of an indifferent quality, 
and offer but little encouragement to the 
cultivator. 

The Alleghany mountains, which we 
had now paffed, confift of feveral nearly 
parallel ridges, rifing in remote parts of

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New*Tork and New-Jerfeyt and running a 
fouthwefterly courfe till they are loft in the 
flat lands of Weft-Eorida. They have not 
a continued top, but are rather a row or 
chain of diftind hills. There are frequent 
and large vallies disjoining the feveral emi- 
nences ; fome of them fo deep as to admit 
apaflage for the rivers which empty them- 
felves into the Atlantic Ocean on the £aft» 
and into the Gulph of Mexico on the 
South* It is only in particular places that 
thcfc ridges can be crofled. Generally the 
road leads through gaps, and winds around 
the fides of the mountains ; and, even at 
thcfe places, is deep and difEcult. 

Tub rocks and cliffs of the mountains 
are principally grit, or free«(lone ; but in 
feveral places, particularly towards the foOt^ 
the (late and lime-done predominate. 
Through the Glades, the flaty fchift and 
lime-ftone is abundant. On Laurel Hill, 
and the mountains wcdward of that, the 
foffil coal (Utbantbrax) abounds, and lies 
fo near the furface that it is difcoverable in 
the gullies of the road, and among the roots 
of trees that have been overthrown by the 
wind* 

D 
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Thursday, April 14. 
Now that wc have croflTcd all the moun^ 
tains, the gradual and ealy dope of the 
ground indicates to us that we are ap- 
proaching thofe vaft favannas through 
which flow " the Wcftem waters.** The 
plain expands on all (ides* The country 
alTumes a difTerent afpcd ; and even its 
decorations are changed. The woods are 
thick, lofty, and extremely beautiful, and 
prove a rich foil. A rcfrefliing verdure 
clothes the open meadows. The banks 
of the brooks and river are enamelled with 
flowers of various forms and hues. The 
air, which before was cold and raw, is now 
mild and warm. Every breeze wafts a 
thoufand perfumes, and fwells with the gay 
warblings of feathered choriflers.

The painted birds that haunt the golden tide* 
And flutter round the banks on ever/ fidet 
Along the groves in pleafing triumph play. 
And with folt mulic hail the vernal day. 

The long and tedious journey we had 
pafled, through lonefome woods and over 
nigged ways, contributed not a little, per- 
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hapst to enhance the agreeablenefs of the 
profped now before us. Certainly there 
is fomething very animating to the feelings^ 
when a traveller^ after traverfmg a region 
without culture) emerges from the depths 
of folitudC) and comes out upon an opcn^ 
pleafant) and cultivated count ly. For my- 
felf I mud obfcrvC) that the novelty and 
beauty of the romantic profpedts, together 
with the genial inflticnce of the vernal fca- 
fon, were peculiarly reviving to my bodily 
frame for a long time weakened by ficknefs, 
and exhilarating to my mind worn down 
by anxiety and care. 

We were now upon the banks of the 
YoniOGANY River, which wc crofled at 
Dudd*8 ferry. 

The name of this river is fpc1t,by fomc 
writers Tohogany^ and by others Toxbso^ 
gcni ; by General Braddock it was written 
Tatigbyatigbanc i"^ btit the common pro- 
nunciation is Yokagany^ and the inhabit- 
ants in thefe parts call it ^^tbe Yok rlver^^ 
It rifes from fprings in the Alleghany 
mountain, which foon unite their Areams 
in the valley, or, as it is called, "the great 
meadows/* below. The point where the

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north branch from the northward9 the little 
eroding from the foutheaft, and the great 
fouth branch, form a jundion, three miles 
above Laurel Hill, is called ^ the Turkey 
foot/* With the acceflion of (bme fmaller 
runs, it becomes a very confiderable and 
beautiful riven Purfuing a northwellerly 
courfe, as it pafles through a gap in Laurel 
Hill, it precipitates itfelf over a ledge of 
rocks which lie nearly at right angles to 
the courfe of the ftrcam,and forms a noble 
cafcade, called ** the Ohiopyle Falls.** Dn 
Rittenhoufc, who has publiflicd a defcrip- 
tion of thefe falls, accompanied with an 
engraving, found the perpendicular height 
of the catara£t to be ** about twenty feet, 
and the breadth of the river two hundred 
and forty feet. For a confiderable diftance 
below the falls, the river is very rapid, and 
boils and foams vehemently, occaiioning a 
continual mid to arife from it. The river 
at this place runs to the fouth weft, but pre- 
fently winds round to the northweft, and, 
continuing this general courfe for thirty or 
forty miles, it lofcs its name by uniting 
with the Monongahela, which comes from 
the fouthward^ and contains perhaps twice 
as much water.** 
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The navigation of this river it obftruded 
by the falls and the rapids below for ten 
miles ; but theAce to the Monongahela^ 
boats that draw but three feet of water maj 
pafs freely, except in dry feafons. 

The land in the vicinity of the river is 
uneven ; but in the vallies the foil b ex* 
tremcly rich. The whole region abounds 
with coal, which lies almoft on the furface. 

V/e garniflicd our bouquet to day with 
the beautiful white flowers of the Blood 
root, (Sanguwaria Canadenfis) called by 
the Indians ^ Puccoon :** they fomewhat 
refemble thofe of the Nltrciflus. This plant 
grows in mellow high land. The root 
yields a bright red tindhire, with which 
the Indians ufed to paint themfelves, and 
to colour fome of their manufactures, par- 
ticularly their cane balkets. — ^The root 
pofleflfes emetic qualities.-~Tranfplanted in« 
to our gardens, this would be admired as an 
ornamental flower, while the roots would 
furnifh artifts with a brilliant paint or dye, 
and perhaps be adopted into the Materia 
Medica as a valuable drug. 

At Elizabethtown, about eighteen miles 
from Pittflburg, we croflfed the Mononga*- 
hela« Having coUeded particular informa* 
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tion refpeding this river and the Alleghany, 
and an account of the fettlements upon 
their banks, I infert it in this place.^ 

The Momomgauela takes its rife at 
the foot of Laurel Hill in Virginia, about 
Lat. 38* 30' N. Thence meandering in a 
•north by caft dire£tion it pafles into Penn« 
fylvania, and at lad, uniting its waters with 
thofe of the Alleghany at Pittlburg, forms 
the noble Ohio, 

The fettlements on both fides of this river 
are fine and extenfive, and the land is good 
and well cultivated. Numerous trading 
and family boats pafs continually. In the 
fpring and fall the river fcems covered with 
them. The former, laden with flour, whif- 
key, peach-brandy, cider, bacon, iron, pot- 
ters* ware, cabinet work, &c. all the produce 
or manufacture of the country, are deftined 
for Kentucky and New Orleans, or the 
towns on the Spaniih fide of the Miffifippi. 
The latter convey the families of emigrantSi 
with their funiiiure, farming iitenfils, &c. 
to the new fettlements they have in view. 
Thcfc boats are generally called " Arks ;** 
and arc faid to have been invented by Mr. 

• ftirlly from a little pamphlet, puMiflicJ at Piufbitr;;, 
tailed •• The Ohio Navigator/' wUli fiich other remark', 
as my own okfervation and inqniiics cotiU rtipply. 
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Kradger, on the Juniata, about ten yean 
ago« They are fquare, and flat-bottomed ; 
about forty feet by fifteen, with fides fix 
feet deep ; covered with a roof of thin 
boards, and accommodated with a fire-piace. 
They will hold from 200 to 500 barrels of 
flour. They require but four hands to nav« 
tgatc them ; carry no fail, and are wafted 
down by the current. 

The banks of the river oppofite to Pittf- 
burg, and on each fide for fome diftance, 
or rather the high hills whofe feet it laves, 
appear to be one entire body of coaL This 
is of great advantage to that flourilhing 
town ; for it fupplics all their fires, and • 
enables them to refcrve their timber and 
wood for (hip building and the ufe of mc- 
chanicks. 

MoROANtowN, which is one hundred 
and fcvcn miles from Pittfburg, may be con« 
fidercd as the head of navigation on the 
Monongahela. 

This is a flourifliing town, pleafantly 
fituated on the eaft fide of the river. It 
contains about fixty dwelling^houfes, a 
Court-houfc, and a ftone Gaol. It is the 
fliirc town for the counties of Harrifon, 
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Monongalia, Ohio, and Randolph, in Vh» 
l^nia. 

EiOHT miles below this town theCuK AT 
River enters ; three or four miles within 
the PennTylvanta line. ** It is aoo yards 
wide at its mouth, and loo yards at the 
Dunkard*s fcttlement 6fty miles higher; 
and b navigable for boats except in dry fea- 
fons* I'here is a portage of thirty-fcvcn 
miles from this river to the Potomac at the 
mouth of Savage river."* 

Two miles lower down it receives the 
waters of DufdnrJ*/ Creek on the well fide } 
and ten miles lowcf George* s Creek joins it 
on the ea(t Juft below the mouth of tint 
creek is fttuated New Cenuva, a thriving 
pod-town, a place of much bufincfx, and 
rendered famous by the gbfsoworks in its 
vicinity, which not only fupply the neigh- 
bourhood with window-glals, bottles, &c. 
but fend large quantities down the river. 
There is alfo a paper-mill, and a manufac- 
tory for muikets, in the place. Arks, and 
other boats are built here. 

A LITTLE below, and on the other fide 
of the river, lies Greensouroh, fo called 
in honor of the late General Greene. It 
is a neat litde village. 

* JciTcrfun'i ffotd on Virgtniit. 
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Within the diftance of twenty-three 
miles from this enter Big Wbitely CreeJt^ 
Little Wbitely^ Browtfs run^ Middle rua^ 
CaCs run^ Muddy Creek^ and Ten mile run. 
Near the latter is Fredericktown, a 
pretty village on the weft fide of the riven 

Seven miles lower down, immediately' 
above the mouth of Dunlafs Creek^ on the 
eaft fidef is Bridgeport, a fmall thriving 
town, connected with Drownrville by a 
neat bridge 160 feet long. 

Brownsville, formerly called ^Red« 
ftone old fort/* in a poft-town, belonging to 
Fayette County in I'ehnfylvania. Though 
extremely plcafant, and commanding a moft 
extcnfivc and intcrcfling profpc^t of the 
river, the creeks, and the fine country 
around, it fcems rather difadvantageoufly 
fituatcd on account of the fteep declivity of 
the hill on which it is principally built. It 
contains about one hundred and fifty houfcS| 
and five hundred inhabitants. There is a 
Roman Catholic church here, and four 
Friends* mecting-houfes in the vicinity. 

An extenfive paper-mill on Redflone 

Creek ^ a rope-walk, a brewery, feveral valu« 

able manufactories, and within a few miles 

. of the town twenty-four faw, grift, oil, and 
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fulling mills, render this a plaee of mueh 
bufinefs. The trade and emigration down 
the river employ boat^builders very profita« 
bly. About one hundred boats of twenty 
tons each are faid to be built here annually. 
On the fouth fide of Redftone Creek 
formerly ftood Byrd^s Fort. 

About nineteen miles below is Wil« 
LiAMSPORT, a growing fettlement, on the 
dired road from Philadelphia to Wheeling. 
Tw£LV£ miles lower is Elizabeth* 
TOWN, on the foutheaft fide of the river^ 
containing about fixty houfcs. At this 
place much bufinefs is done in boat and 
fliip building. The " Monongahela Farm- 
er/* and other vefTels of confiderable bur« 
den, were built here, and, laden with the 
produce of the adjacent country, were fent 
to the Weft-India iflands. 

Eight miles farther is McKeesport, 
(ituated juft below the jundlion of the Yo- 
hiogany with the Monongahela. Many 
boats are built here for tranfportation and 
the ufc of thofe who emigrate to the wef* 
tern country. The place is growing in 
bufmcfs, and moft probably will rife iiito 
confidcrable importance. 



UmM 
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Havinc received the Yohiogany^ and 
waters from fevend creeks, the river winds 
its courfe, with replenifhed dream, till it 
unites with the Alleghany below Pittfburg, 
where it is about four hundred yards wide. 

Braddock^s Field is at the head of 
Turtle Crcek^ fcven miles from Pittfburg. 
Here that brave, but unfortunatie General 
engaged a party of Indians, was repulfed, 
himfelf mortally wounded, and his army 
put to flight, July 9, 1755. 

The Alleghany River, by the Dela- 
ware Indians called " Alligewifipo,*'* rifes 
on the weftern fide of the mountain from 
which it derives its name. Its head is near 
Sinemahoning Creek, a boatable dream that 
falls into the Sufquehannah ; to which there 
is a portage of twenty-two miles. Another 
branch tends towards Le Boeuf, whence is 
a portage of only fifteen miles to Prcfq* Ifle, 
one of the fined harbours on Lake Erie. 
This didance is a continued chefiiut-bot* 
tom fwamp, except about one knile from 
Le Boeuf, and two miles from Prefq* Ifle ; 
and the road between thcfe two places, fomc 
years ago, for nine milcSi was made by a 
kind of caufeway of logs. There has been

PR£sq1 Isle, which owed its name to the 
form of a large point of land jutting into 
the Lake, and by its curvature making a 
very commodious harbour capable of ad- 
mitting veflels drawing nine feet pf water, 
is now called Erie ; having been laid out 
a few years fince by the Lcgiflature of the 
State upon a large fcale, and made the (hire 
town of Erie county. Commanding an 
extenfivc trade through the Lakes, and then 
down the Alleghany, Ohio, and Miflrifippi, 
the (ituation of this place was confidered as 
very important, and great encouragement 
was given to fettlcrs. But a prevailing 
fever for fome time retarded the fettlemcnt. 
It is faid, however, that this obftade is now 
nearly, if not entirely removed ; and that 
the place rapidly incieaTcs in population 
and importance^ 

A POST-OFFICE is eftablifhed here, 
which receives the mail from Philadelphia 
once every fecond week. 

Le Boeuf, now cialled Waterford, 
is a growing iettlement at the head of the 
north branch of French Creek. A poIU 
office is, alfo, kept here. 
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Tub old French fort Le Bocuf, was about 
two miles eaft from Small Lake. This was 
formerly one of the wcftcm poftsi but is 
now evacuated. 

Forty-eight miles lower down on 
French Creek is Meadville, a thriving 
poft-town, and the feat of juftice for the 
counties of Warren and Crawford^ to the 
latter of which it belongs. It contains about 
one hundred houfes, and fevcral llores ; and 
is a place of confiderable buHncfs. 

Immediately below the mouth of 
French Creek, at tlic place where it imites 
with the northcafterly branch of the Alle- 
ghany river, is Franklin, a poft-iown, 
containing about fifty houfes, and fevcral 
(lores. It is the ihire town for Venango 
county. The river is here two hundred 
yards wide. 

Near this was the antient poft Venango, 
and on the fcite of this towii was eredled 
Fort Franklin in the year 1787, to defend 
the frontiers of Pennfylvania from the dep* 
redations of the neighbouring Indians. 

About one hundred miles lower down, 
as the river runs, or one hundred and 
ninety-eight from Erie, is Free port, on 
the mouth of Buffalo Creek, and oppofitc 
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to KiSRtMBNBTAs, a confiderablc branch 
of the Alleghany river. The head waters 
of this branch are Little Conemaugb and 
Stone Creek^ which rife from the foot of the 
Alleghany mountain, and pafs in a N.N.W. 
direction through gaps in the Laurel Hill 
and Chefnut Ridge. After their junction 
the principal dream is called Co ne m A uo 11 
River. But, having received Black Uck 
from the N. £• and, feventeen miles from 
its mouth, Loyalbannon Creek from the 
S. S. £• it is called the Kiskimenetas 
River. It is navigable for batteaux forty 
or fifty miles, and good portages are found 
between it and the Juniata and Potomac 
rivers. A batteau is a flat-bottomed boat, 
wideft in the middle, and tapering to a point 
at each end, of about 1500 weight burden ; 
and is managed by two men with paddles 
and fetting-poles. " 

At the mouth of Sandy Creek^ a veflTel of 
160 tons burden was lately launched, took 
in her cargo, and failed for the Weft-Indies. 

The principal creeks and tributary 
ftreams with which the Alleghany river is 
replenifhed, are delineated on the Map, I 
believe with a good degree of accuracy; but 
a particular account of each it was not in 
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m7 power to obtain. The jundion of this 
river witli the Monongahela at Pitlfburg 
ha8 been already mentioned. 

Thb Alleghany is remarkable for the 
cleamefs of its waters and the rapidity of 
its current ; and the frefhcts in it are great* 
tr and more fudden than thofe of its connu« 
bial ftream.^ It feldom happens that it 
does not mark its courfe acrofs the mouth 
of the Monongahela, with whofe turbid and 
fluggifli waters it forms a very obfcrvable 
contraft. It is curious, alfo, in the time of 
the fpring floods to fee the Alleghany full 
of ice, and the Monongahela entirely free.*^ 
Thefe floods are occafioned by the dlflblu- 
tion of the immenfe bodies of ice and fnow 
accumulated during winter in thofe north** 
em regions through which the river paflfes^ 
and by the heavy falls of rain at the fetting 
in and breaking up of winter. 

Friday, jlpril 15. 
We this morning arrived at Pittsburg, 
a po(l*town in Pennfylvania, and the capi-

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tal of Alleghany County. It is buUt at the 
point of land formed by the jundlion of the 
two rivers j and is in N. Lat. 40* a6' lf\ 
and Longitude (in time) 5 hours, 1 9 min- 
utes, and 53 feconds W. of Greenwich. 

Immediately on the point was ereded 
the old French garrifon Du ^efnc^ built by 
M. dc la Joncjuier at the command of the 
Marquis du Qucfnc, Governor of Canada, 
in 1754. General Forbes, who took it 
Nov. ij, 1758, built a new fort, which he 
called "Fort Pitt,'' in honor of the Earl of 
Chatham ; adjacent to the former, but higher 
up the Monofigalicla. It was formerly a 
place of fame confcqucncc in the annals of 
frontier fcttlcmcnts j but fell into decay 
upon its being given up by its founders. 
Being included in one of tlu: manors of the 
IVnn fatjiily, it was fold by the propricla- 
rica, and is now laid out in houfe-lots as a 
part of the town of KufLurg, which was 
built in the year 1765. 

The local fituation of this place is fo 
commanding that it has been emphatically 
called « the key to the VVeftern Territory ;''^ 
and it has rapidly increalcd in population, 
bufincfs, and profpcrity within a few years 
paiL It contains upwards of four hundred 
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fides on his own farm, and has ndther 
opportunity nor convenience for vifiting a 
market, thefe trading boats contribute very 
much to the accommodation of life, by 
bringing to every man's houfe thofe little 
neceflaries which it would be very trouble- 
fome to go a great diftance to procure. 

At and near this place, (hip-building is 
an objeA of great attention* Several vef- 
fcls arc now on the (locks ; and three have 
been launched this fpring, from 160 to 275 
tons burden. 

The principal navigation of the Ohio 
river is during the floods of the fpring and 
autumn. The fpring fcafon commences at 
the breaking up of the ice in the Allegha- 
ny, which generally happens about the mid- 
dle of February, and continues for eight or 
ten weeks. The fall feafon is occafioned 
by the autumnal rains in Odober, and lads 
till about the beginning of December, when 
the ice begins to form. But the times of 
high-water can fcarcdy be called periodical; 
for they vary confidcrably as the feafon is 
dry or rainy, and with the later fctting in 
or breaking up of winter. Sometimes* 
alfo, the falling of heavy (liowcrs on the 
mountains, during the fummcr, will fa 
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fwell the fource8 of the Monongahela at to 
fupply a temporary fufficiency of water for 
the purpofe of navigation. 

In the time of the frefhets the Ohio rifes 
from fifteen to thirty feet, and fometimes 
even higher; overflowing its banks to a 
very confiderablc diftance. The rife is gen- 
erally fudden, often ten feet in twenty-four 
hours. The incrcafe is not regular. At 
times the water will fall four or live feet, 
and then rife again. The flood maintains 
Its greatcft height about a week or ten days, 
and then gradually fubfides, till the river is 
reduced to its ufual depth. By fpreading 
over the flat lands a rich coating of leaves, 
decayed vegetables^ and loam, waflied down 
by the rain from the fides of the hills, thefe 
inundations greatly promote the fertility of 
the foil. 

Fort Fayette, built a few years fince, 
is within the limits of the town of Pittfburg. 
It is eredled on the banks of the Alleghany. 
At prefent a garrifon is kept there, which, 
for the moft part, is made head-quarters of 
the United States army. 

The liigh ground back of the fort, called 
" Grant's hill," commands a moft extenfive 
profpcA, talcing in a view of the two riv- 
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ers for feveral miles above and bdow their 
jun£tioiu 

Th£ inhabitants ufe the water of the 
river here and down the Ohio for drink and 
cookery, even in preference to the fpring 
water from the hills ; for as yet they have 
not pradifed the digging of wells. At (irft 
we were furprifcd at this preference \ but 
they aflured us that the river water was 
more wholefome and generally much more 
palatable. We were foon convinced that 
thiJi muft be the cafe : for, though the river 
water receives a great deal of decayed wood, 
leaves, &c. from the creeks and runs that 
empty into it, they are (bon depofitcd on 
the (hallows, and the deeper places are very 
clear and fine. Even the turbid water of 
the margin of the ftream becomes pellu- 
cid by Handing in an open veflel' over 
night, dq)oftting its feculencies at the 
bottom. But the fpring water, ifluing 
through fiflfures in the hills, which are only 
malfes of coal, is fo impregnated with bitu« 
minous and fulphurcous particles as to be 
frequently naufeous to the tafte and preju- 
dicial to the health. 

We obfervcd feveral people near Pittf- 
bur^ a0cded with a tumour on the throat

like a wen« Inquiring into the caufe of it, 
Hire were informed that they imputed it to 
fome effeft of the climate under the bcowt 
of the high mountains where they refide, 
and added that even dogs and fome other 
animals were fubjed to it. Indeed we faw 
a couple of goats who had this uncomfort* 
able appendage to their necks. 

The Seneca Indian OH in fo much repute 
here is Petroleum ; a liquid bitumen, which 
oozes through fiffures of the rocks and coal 
in the mountains, and is found floating on 
the furface of the waters of fcvcral fprings 
in this part of the countr)% whence it is 
Odmmed off, and kept for ufe. From a 
ftrong vapour which arifcs from it when 
firfl coUc^ed, it appears to combine with it 
fulphureous particles. It is very inflamma^^ 
ble. In thcfe parts it is ufcd as a medicine ; 
and, probably, in external applications with 
confiderable fuccefs. For chilblains and 
rheumatifm it is confidered as an infallible 
fpecific. I fuppofe it to be the bitumen 
which Pliny dcfcribes under the name of 
Naptha, Lib. II. ch. 105. 
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Tuesday, jtpHl 19. 

Crossbd the ferry over the Mononga* 
hda, oppofite the glafs-houfcs, and purfued . 
our journey. 

The country 18 very mountainous and 
broken, and the road extremely rough and 
difRcuh. We were told that our^s was the 
firft private carriage that had ever pafled it, 
having been but lately opened, and ufed 
only by ftrong waggons and carts. 

We dined at Cannonsburg, a po(l- 
town, pleafantly fituated on rifmg ground 
near the north fide of the weft branch of 
ChartierV Creek; It is 18 miles S.W. from 
Pittfburg, and 9 miles N. £. from Wafli* 
ington. It contains about 100 houfes, and 
has two congregations and meeting^houfcs ; 
a Pfeibyterian and a Seccden It has been 
fettled but twelve years, and already puts 
on the appearance of a long cultivated re- 
gion. There is an Academy here in a very 
flourifhing ftate ; and the laft feflton of the 
Aftembly a charter was granted for a Col- 
lege. 

At Washington, the chief town of a 
county of the fame name in Pennfylvania, 
fituated on another branch of Chartier^s 
Creek, we ftopped to lodge. 
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A COURT-ROUSB and a large building 
for public offices, of brick $ and a Gaol and 
an Academy, of (lone, with a large number 
of handfomely built dwcUing-houfes, give 
this town a very rcfpeftable appearance. 
It feems to be a place of confiderable bufi- 
nefs, and of thriving manufadories and 
trade. 

Wednesday, -/^/r// ao. 

Passed through Alexandria, a fmall 

town in Wafhington County, Pennfylvania, 

on the Virginia line. It contains between 

fifty and fixty dwelling-houfcs, and has a 

large and decent houfc for public worfliip. 

It is fixtcen miles S. W. from AVaihington, 

and the fame didance N. E« from Wheeling. 

We dined at Shepherd's Mills on Wheel- 

ing Creek, having winded along a mod ro<i 

mantic valley between high mountains, and 

repeatedly croflfed [fevcntcen times in about 

five miles] the beautiful flream running 

through it.* 

The proprietor of thefe mills refides In 
one of the bed built and handfomeft (lone 
houfes we faw on this fide of the mountains. 

Quitting this fecluded vale, we pafled 
over a high chain of mountains, whence we 

• Little Wheeling Creek. 
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overlooked the town of Wheeling, and en^ 
joyed 6ne and extenfive views of a hilly 
and welUwooded country, interfered by 
the river Ohio*— We then dcfccnded into 
the town. 

Wheeling is a poft-town, in Ohio 
County, Virginia, healthily and pleafantly 
fituated on the floping fides of a hill grace* 
fully rifing fcom the banks of the Ohio. 
It is laid out principally on one ftreet ; and 
mod of the houfcs arc handfome, feveral 
being built with brick, and fome with faced 
ftonc. 

It is twelve miles S. W. of Weft Liberty, 
and fifty *four miles from Pittfburg ; three 
hundred and thirty*two miles from Phila« 
delphia, and twelve miles above Grave 
Creek. 

It is increafing very rapidly in popular 
tion and in profperous trade ; and is, next 
to Pittfburg, the moft conftdcrable place of 
embarkation to traders and emigrants, any 
where on the weftern waters. During the 
dry fcafon great quantities of merchandize 
# are brought hither, defigned to fupply the 
inhabitants on the Ohio river and the wa« 
ters that flow into it ; as boats can go from 
o 
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hence9 when they eannot from places higher 
lip the riven 

BoAT-BUiLDiNO is Carried on at this 
place to a great extent ; and revera! large 
keel boats and fome veflcls have been built. 
Opposite the town is a moft beautiful 
illand in the river^ containing about four 
hundred acres. Intcrfpcrfcd with buildings^ 
highly cultivated ficldH, fome fine orchards^ 
and copies of wood^ it appears to great ad- 
vantage from the town^ and forms a very 
intercfting part of the profpedk. After the 
eyes have been ftrained in viewing the vaft 
amphitheatre of country all around^ or daz^ 
/led with tracing the windings of the rivcrt 
they are agreeably reded and refreflied by 
the verdure and beauty of Wheeling Ifland. 
At Wheeling we left our carriagCy and 
took paflage down the river in a keel boat. 
Just below the town ftands an old Fort^ 
at the point of land formed by the junAion 
of Big Wheeling Creek and the Ohio riven 
The paflage down the river was ex« 
tremcly entertaining^ exhibiting at every 
bend a change of fcenery. Sometimes we 
were in the vicinity of dark forefts^ which 
threw a folemn iliade over us as we glided 
by ; fometimes we pafTed along overhang- 
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ing banks^ decorated with blooming Ihrubi 
which timidly bent their light boughs to 
fweep the pafling ftrcam ; and fometimoi 
around the fliore of an ifland which tinged 
the water whh a reflcdcd landfcapc. The 
lively carols of the birds^ which ^fung 
among the branches/* entertained us ex* 
ceedinglyi and gave life and pleafurc to the 
woodland fccne. The flocks of wild gccfc 
and ducks which fwam upon the (Iream^ 
the vaft number of turkies^ partridges^ and 
quails we faw upon the (horc^ and the herds 
of deer or fome other animals of the forcft 
darting through the thickets^ afibrdcd 11^ 
conRaiU uinulcmcnt. 

From V\i\\ Crcck^ on the Virginia (liorct 
the country is flat on the banks of the river ; 
and| on the oppofite fide, generally broken 
and roughi without much bottom-land ; the 
mountains and hills moftly riflng conttp;u« 
ous to the edge of the riven Ihiti below 
the iflands called ♦• Tlie Three IJrotliers;* 
the bottom-lands on the N. \V. Iidc are ex« 
tenfive and rich. 

Here fine cultivated plains and rifing 
fettlements charm the eye amiddt he bound- 
Icfs profpedl of dcfolate wilds. When we 
fee the land cleared of thofc enormous trees 
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with which it was overgrown^ and the clifTs 
and quarries converted into . materials for 
buildings we cannot help dwelling upon the 
indufby and art of man^ which by dint of 
toil and perfeverance can change the defert 
into a fruitfiil field, and fhape the rough 
rock to ufe and elegance. When the foli* 
tary wafte is peopled^and convenient habi- 
tations arife amidft the former retreats of 
wild beads ; when the filcnce of nature is 
fuccceded by the buzz of employment, the 
congratulations of focicty, and the voice of 
joy ; in fnie, when we behold competence 
and plenty fpringing from the bofom of 
dreary forefts,— what a leflon is afforded of 
the benevolent intentions of Providence ! 
Having been part of three days upon 
the river, we arrived at Marietta, in 
the State of Ohio, on Saturday morning, 
April 23d, 

Th£ fccond week after our arrival, in 
confcqucnce of three or four rainy days, 
the water in thd Ohio rofe fifteen feel, and 
gave opportunity for feveral veflcls, which 
wxre waiting for a flood, to fet fail. Ac- 
cordingly on May 4th the fchooner " Dor« 
cas and Sally,** of 70 tons, built at Wheeling 
and rigged at Marietta, dropped down the 
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riven The following day there paflcd 
down the fchooncr ** Amity»** of 103 ton% 
from Pittlburg^ and the (hip •* Pittlbutg,** 
of 275 tons burden, from the fame place, 
laden with fcvcnteen hundred barrels of 
flour, with the reft of her cargo in flat- 
bottomed boats. In the evening the brig 
** Mary Avery,'* of 130 tons, built at Ma- 
rietta, fet fail. 

These afforded an interefting fpe£lacle 
to the inhabitants of this place, who faluted 
the vcflfcls as they paflfcd with three cheers, 
and by firing a fmall piece of ordnance 
from the banks. 

While at this place I coUeded fevend 
particulars rcfpc£ling the Hiftory and Ge6« 
graphy of the State of Ohio, from General 
Putnam, Judge Oilman, Judge Wood- 
bridge, and others, who obligingly an- 
fweredffty many inquiries. The informa- 
tion thus obtained, together with that which 
refulted from various viflts to neighbour- 
ing towns and excurftons into the interior 
country, I have arranged by itfelf* 
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MARIETTA. 

I SOON found that the genial in- 
fluences of a mild and falubrious climate^' 
aided by habitual exercife9 daily improved 
my bodily (Irength ; while my mind^ relieve 
ed of its carcS|Was conftantly occupied and 
amufed with the new and interefting fcen^ 
ery and the wonderful antiquities in this 
neighbourhood ; and my fpirits were footh* 
ed and cheered by the kind attentions of 
horpitality and friendship. 

Thus led to indulge fome encouraging 
profpeds of reftofation to health, my 
thoughts turned towards my diftant home, 
which I had never expe^ed to rcvifit. 
Taking an afTcdtionate leave of my brother, 
who inclined to fettle in the State of Ohio, 
and of my much efteemed friends at Mari- 
etta, accompanied by Mn Adams, I fet out 
homewards on Monday morning, June 6th* 
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I oyitTED with regret a plaee where I 
liad pafled a few weeks To pleafantly. I 
fhall ever retain a grateful fenfe of the hof* 
pitality with which I was received^ and of 
the re(pe£t and attention with which I was 
honored by the inhabitants of Marietta 
and Belle pre. 

As we preferred traverfing the woods to 
afcending the river in a boat, we returned 
to Wheeling on horfeback. 

The induftrious habits and neat im« 
provements of the people on the weft 
Hde of the river, are flrikingly contrafted 
with thofe on the eaft. Here^ in Ohio, 
they are intelligent, induftrious, and thriv* 
ing ; tbere^ on the back fkirts of Vir- 
ginia, ignorant, lazy, and poon Here the 
buildings are neat, though fmall, and fur« 
nifhed in many inftances with brick chim- 
nics and gtafs windows ; there the hab* 
itations are mifcrabtc cabins. Here the 
grounds are laid out in a regular manner, 
and indofcd by ftrong pofts and rails ; there 
the fields are furrounded by a rough zig« 
zag log fence. Here arc thrifty young ap- 
ple orchards ; there the only fruit that is 
raifed is the peach, from which a good 
Irandy t$d\llilled I 
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I II AD often heard a degrading charaAer 
of the Back settlers ; and had how an 
opportunity of feeing it exhibited. The 
abundance of wild game allures them to be 
huntfmen. They not only find fport in 
this purfuit, but fupply of provinons9 to- 
gether with confiderable profit from the pel* 
try. They neglcft, of courfc, the cultiva* 
tion of the land. They acquire rough and 
favage manners. Sloth and independence 
are prominent traits in their character ; to 
indulge the former is their principal enjoy- 
mentyand to protc^ th^ latter their chief 
ambition. 

Another caufc of the difference may 
be thatt in the back counties of Vir- 
ginia, every planter depends upon his ne- 
groes for the cultivation of his lands ; but 
in the State of OWxOy where JIavery is not 
aiioweJ^ cycry hrmcr tills his ground him- 
self. To all this may be added, that mod 
of the ^ Back-wood*s men,** as they are 
called^ are emigrants from foreign countries^ 
but the State of Ohio was fettled by people 
from New-£nolakd, the region op 
Industry, Economy, and steady 

HABITS. 
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The wildemefs through which we tode 
often prefented ihoft delightful profpeds^ 
particularly as we approached the bank of 
the rirer^ which opened and enlarged the 
view. 

We frequently remarked that the banks 
are higher at the margiui than at a little 
diftance back. I account for it in this 
manner. Large trees, which are brought 
down the river by the inundationSi arc lodg« 
ed upon the borders of the bank ; but can- 
not be floated far upon the champaigni be« 
caufe obftru^ted by the growth of wood. 
^Retaining their (ituation when the waters 
fubfide, they obftrud and detain the leaves 
and mud, which would elfc recoil into the 
ftream, and thus, in procefs of timci form 
a bank higher than the interior flats. 

Tuesday, J//;/^ 7. 

There is fomething which imprcflcs the 
mind with awe in the (hade and filence of 
thcfe vaft foreflis. In deep folitudc, alone 
with nature, we converfc with God. 

Our courfc through the woods was di« 
reded by marked trees. As yet there is no 
road cut. 

There is but little underwood ; but on 
the fides of the creeks, and near the river. 
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the papaw (jtnnona glabra^) the fpice bufli^ 
or wild pimento (Laurus benzoin^) and the 
dogbeny (cornus Florida^) grow in the 
greateft abundance. 

We often (lopped to admire the grape- 
vines in thefe foreftSf which twine among 
and fprcad a canopy over the fammits 
of the htghcft trees* Some are nine 
inches in diameter. They (Iretch from the 
rooti which is often thirty and forty feet 
from the trunk of the treci and afcend in 
a ftraight line to the ftrll high limb^ thirty 
and even fixty feet from the ground. How 
they have reached fuch an height, without 
the help of intermediate branches, is unac* 
countable. 

On the upper beach of one of the iflands 
we faw a large flock of Turkey Buzzards^ 
attracted there by a dead carcafs that had 
floated down the riveri and lodged upon 
the bar. Thcfe birds did not fly upon our 
approach. 

We reached Tomlinson, a fmall fettle- 
ment near Grave Creek, to lodge. We 
propofc fpcnding tomorrow here in view- 
ing the furpri/ing forts and the ^^ Dig 
Mound/* in this vichiity. 
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Wednesday, yir/»r 8. 

« Bdif nd me riies huge a reverend pQe 
Sole on this defert heath* a place of tombsy 
WaRc, dcfolate ; where Ruin dreary dwellst 
Brooding o'crfightlcfs Ikulls and crumbling bonet.^ 

We went out this morning to examine 
the anticnt monuments about Grave Creek. 
The town of Tomlinfon is partly built upon 
one of the fquare forts. Several mounds are 
to be feen. I think there are nine within a 
mile. Three of them, which ftand adjoin- 
ing each other, are of fuperior height and 
magnitude to thofe which are mod com* 
monly to be met with. In digging away 
tlie fide of one of thefe, in order to build a, 
ftable, many curious (lone implements were 
found ; one rcfembled a fyringc ; there 
were, alfo^ a pcdlc, fome copper beads of 
an oval fliapc, and fevcral other articles. 
One of the mounds in Col. Bygg^s garden 
was excavated in order to make an icc-houfc. 
It contained a vaft number of human bones, 
a variety of (lone tools, and a kind of 
(lone fignct of an oval (hape, two inches in 
length, with a figure in relievo refembling 
a note of admiration, furrounded by two 
raifed rims. Capt. Wilfon, who prcfcnted 
the (lone to my companion Mr. Adams, 
obferved that it was cxaAly the (igure of 
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the brand with which the Mexican hodcs 
were marked.^ One of the mounds was 
furrounded by a regular ditch and parapet, 
with only one entrance* The tumulus was 
about twelve feet high, and the parapet 
five. 

The ** Big graved* as it is called, is a 
mod aftonifhing mound. We meafured 
the perpendicular height, and it was (ixty* 
feven feet and a half. By the mcafurement 
of George Millar, Efq. of Wheeling, it b 
(txty«eight feet Its fides are quite fteep. 
The diameter of the top is fifty-five feet : but 
the apex feems to have caved in; for the pref- 
ent fummit forms a bafon, three or four feet 
in depth. Not having a furveyor*s chain, 
we could not take the circumference, but 
judged that its bafe covered more than half 
an acre. It is overgrown with large trees on 
all fides. Near the top is a white oak of 
three feet diameter; one (lill larger grows on 
the eaftem fide about half way down. The 
mound founds hollow. Undoubtedly its 
contents will be numerous, curious, and cal- 
culated to develop in a farther degree the 
hiftory of the antiquities which abound in 
this part of our country. 

^ This fingular matking-ftone is now Jepofitcil ia 
Mr. TurelPs Cabiiitrt of Curic^Stivs in Bofton. 
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As there are no excavations near the 
mound, and no hills or banks of earth, 
we infer that it muft have been principally 
formed of fods (kimmed from the furface, 
or of earth brought from a great diftance* 
The labour of colleding fuch a prodigious 
quantity muft have been inconceivably 
great. And v^hen vre confider the multi- 
tude of workmen, the length of time, and 
the expenfe, requifite to form fuch a flu- 
pcndous mound ; when we refled upon 
the fpirit of ambition which fuggeftcd the 
idea of this monument, of great but fimple 
magnificence, to the memory of fome re* 
howned prince or warrior, we cannot but 
regret that the name and the glory it was 
deOgncd to perpetuate are gone— -lost in 

Tli^ DARKNESS OF THE CRAVE ! 

Thursday, y//;/^ 9. 
The route from Tomlinfon to Wheeling 
was very romantic. Sometimes we pafTed 
through (haded vales of towering trees, and 
fomctimcH on a winding road along the 
ftccp fides of a precipice, at the bottom of 
%vhich flowed the beautiful Ohio. The 
paflage is circuitous and narrow, and 
guarded from the fteep defcent to the river 
by a flight parapet of logs or ftones. If

you look below, you fear that the (tumbling 
horfe will precipitate you among crags 
and trees to the river's edge ; while from 
abovet loofencd rocks fecm to threaten to ; 
cru(h you by a falK 

On thefe declivities grow the mountain 
rafpberry (Rnbus montanns Jlorldus^) in 
great plenty. It is a handfomc bu(h ; and 
the flower, which is of a pale pink colour, 
and of the fize and appearance of that of 
the fwcct-briar, or hedge rofe, gives it a 
very ornamental appearance. We were 
told that the fruit is large, and exceedingly 
delicious. 

Friday, June lo. 
Leave Wheeling, and proceed horne^ 
wards in our carriage. Lodge at Done- 
gal A, in Walhington County, PennfyU 
vania. 

Saturday, y/i»r ii. 
Pass through Wafliington and arrived 
at Browmsville to fpcnd the Sabbath. 
Tlie remarks I made upon the fituation of 
this place have been transferred to the pre- 
ceding account of the fettlementt on the 
Monongahela river. 
I 
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MoNOAYt Jtme 13. 

DiNEB, and fpent the afternoon at 
UNiONTOWNyin company with the vrorthj 
Judge Addison, Judge RoBEftTSi and the 
Judges, lawyers, and gentlemen of the cir- 
cuit Court of Fayette G)unty. 

Uniontown is the (hire town of the 
(lounty. It is a very plcafant and thriving 
place, Atuated near Redftone Creek, and 
principally built upon one ftraight ftreet, 
the (ide walks of which are neatly paved 
with large flat ftones. It contains about 
one hundred and twenty houfes, many of 
them well built, and fome quite handfome. 
The public buildings are a meeting-houfe, 
and a (lone Gaol. Tliere is a printing- 
office in the town which iflfues a weekly 
news-papcn Several manufadures are car- 
ried on in the place, and much bufmefs 
done in the mercantile line to very great 
advantage. Though the town has been fet- 
tled but fifteen years, it is, next toPittfburg 
and Wheeling, the mod flourifhing town 
through which we paffed on the wcftem 
(ide of the mountains. Near it are fome 
valuable merchant-mills ; and in the county 
are eighteen furnaces and iron works, and 
feveral diftitleries. 
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Tow Anos evening we purfued our jour- 
ney as far as Connelsville, where we 
(lept« This town has been fettled eight 
years. It is pleafantly fituated on the Yo» 
hiogany ; and contains about eighty houfes, 
and four hundred inhabitants. 

Tuesday, y/i//r 14. 

Through woody and rugged ways we 
palTcd the Chesnut RiooE^and Laurel 
HiLL| and reached Somerset to lodge: 
a diftance of thirty-three miles. This is a 
pretty placet ^^ ^i^^ town of the County 
of the fame name. It has been fettled eight 
years ; contains about fifty houfes, feveral 
of them well buih ; fome merchants* ftores^ 
(hops of artifts, a meeting-houfe, and a hand« 
fome Court-houfe and Gaol built with 
(lone. 

Finding the afternoon too far fpentto 
admit of another ftage, we concluded to pafs 
the night here. After a repaft at the inn, 
we walked out to view the place, and inhale 
the cool breezes of declining day. The fun 
was juft (inking below the weftcrn moun- 
tains, and fringed their tops with a rich va* 
riety of (iery hues, which died away into 
the moft delicate tints of purple. W^ 
(lood contemplating this fcene of admirable 
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beauty, till the grey (hades of evening (hut 
it out from the view. 

Wednesday, June 15. 

Beginn 1 NO now to afccnd the deep lidet 
of the Alleghany, the road is rough and 
tirefome, and the profpcd aflfumes a wilder 
and more romantic appearance at every (lep 
wc advance. 

We crofled a confidcrahle dream which 
dafhes over tlie rocks from the declivity of 
the mountain, and makes the fouth fork 
of Biiffalo4kk Creek ; one of the principal 
branches of the Yohiogany river. It iflues 
from afpring near the top of the mountain. 
The indidind echoes of the didant water- 
fall, and the plaintive murmurs of the 
breeze breaking in upon the dillnefs of the 
dcfcrt region, conditutc an accompaniment 
corrcfponding with the folcmnity and gran« 
dcur of the whole fcciic* 

Wi; dined at Seybour^s on the top of the 
mountaiih Wc then vifited the beautiful 
fpring, iicr.r the houfe, on the eadcrly brow 
of the niouiuatn, which is the fource of 
Caiculnd'^ or //V//V Creel: ^ whofc waters en- 
ter the I'otomack at Fort Cumbcrbnd, an 
outer pod built by General Braddock in 
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Next wc walked up to the higher 
ground, to enjoy the profpcd afibrded by 
this (lupcndous elevation. 

From this fummit a fwcep of hundreds 
of miles is vifiblc, except where remote in- 
tervening mountains break the line of the 
horizon, which in other parts is loft in the 
intcrmhiablc a/urc wherewith the heaven 
and the earth are blended. Ideas of im« 
mcnfuy Iwcllcd and exalted our minds as 
we contemplated a profpefk partaking fo 
much of inlinitude ; and we felt fome 
wonderful relations to an univerfc without 
boundary or end. 

Descending the mountain, wc reached 
Mctzkcr\ an obfcurc inn, to lodge. 

Thursday, y///f^ 16. 
' We rofe early in the morning, and pur« 
fued our journey. For fcveral miles we 
had an excellent road on the top of Dry 
RiDOc* The iky was clean The ftars 
flionc brightly. All was folemn and ftill, 
as if ** nature felt a paufe.** For fome time 
wc but dimly difcerncd our way j but, as 
tlic twilight became brighter, the profpcA 
opened before us. The incrcafmg light of 
dawning day extended the ftretch of pic- 
tur^fqite fccnery. The horizon aflumcd a 
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hue of tawny rcd| which gradually height- 
ened into ruddy tints, and formed a glow* 
ing tiara to encircle the fplendors of the 
riling fun* The orb of day rofe with un- 
common grandeur among clouds of purple^ 
red, and gold, which mingling with the 
ferene azure of the upper fky, compofcd a 
richnefs and harmony of colouring which 
wc never Hiw furj^alTcd. The vapours of 
the night reded in the vallies below, and 
fecmed to the view one vaft ocean, through 
which the projefting peaks and fummits of 
mountains looked like clufters of iflands. 
The whole fccne was novel and intcrefting 
m the higheft degree. But we Toon had to 
defcend, and were immerfed in fog and va- 
pour, and (hut out from the picafant light 
of the fun for nearly half the day. Tlic 
next mountain, however, raifcd us above 
thefe low clouds, and prefentcd us with a 
idew of the clear and unveiled (ky. 

Making a journey of twenty-eght 
miles this day, wc arrived at Martinis! by 
the croflings of the Juniata, and put upj for 
the night. 

Friday, ^////r 17. 
Passing the Sideling Hills, we 
reach McConnel^s town, a delightful, 
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welUwatered village in Bedford County^ 
Pennfylvania, to dine. It is Atuated in the 
vidley, or, as it is called **the Cove/* be* 
tween Sideling and North Mountain. 
It has been built eight years ; contains about 
eighty houfcs, fcveral of them handfomely 
buih with brick or (lone, a number of (lores 
and iliops, and a fmall Dutch meeting- 
houfe. 

QuiTTiNO this fequeftered place, we al^ 
cended the North Mountain, and en- 
joyed from its top a variegated and mag« 
nificent profpe£l. Deep below we faw the 
town and beautiful vale we liad paflcd, with 
the meandering IVream which runs through 
it. Scattered houfcs, and rich cultivated 
farms, formed an interefting contraft with 
the rugged mountains with which they 
were environed. On the north and weft 
the profped is circumfcribcd by ranges of 
mountains ; but on the eaft and fouth a 
prodigious expanfe of country is laid open 
to the eye, and the fcnfes are almoft bewil- 
dered in contemplating the vaflnefs of the 
fcene. 

To wander through the fliady grove, to 
contemplate the verdant pafture artd the 
field of ripening grain, or to admire the 
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flowery beauties of the garden, may afibrd 
a pleafant recreation ; but the majeflic fea« 
tures of the uncultivated wildernefs, and the 
extenfive views of nature gained from the 
brows of a lofty mountain, produce an 
expanfion of fancy and an elevation of 
thought more dignified and noble. When 
thefc great fcencs of creation open upon 
the view, they roufe an admiration cx:ilung 
as it is delightful : and while the eye fui- 
veys at a glance the immcnfity of heaven 
and earth, the mind is rendered conicious 
of its innate dignity, and rccogniics thofc 
great and comprchenfivc powers witli which 
it is endowed. Tiik Sublime in Na- 
ture, which, in Us cflcdl is equally folemn 
and plcafmg, captivates while it awes, and 
charms while it elevates and expands the 
foul. 

Saturday, y///itf 1 8. 
\V£ tarried lad night at Campbelfs at 
the Cold Sprhtgs^ where we met with the 
moft excellent accommodations, and lodg- 
ing peculiarly refrefliing to weary way- 
worn travellers ; and rofe this morning 
with renovated ftrength and fpirits to re- 
fume our journey. 
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We (topped at CHAMBERSBUItG to 

breakfaft. This is a fine town, fituated on 
Conogoeheaguc Creek, through which 
might be opened an eafy communication 
with the Potomack. It is a pod-town, and 
the capital of Franklin County, in PennfyU 
vania ; and is principally built on two targe 
ftreets which interfed each other at right 
angles, leaving a public fquare in the cen- 
tre. It contains about two hundred and 
fifty houfes, handfoinely built of ^iick or 
done; two Prefbyterian churches; aCourt- 
houfe of brick, and a (lone Gaol. There b 
a printing-office in the place, and a paper- 
mill in the vicinity. It is a (ituation favour- 
able to trade and manufactures, and every 
thing looks lively and thriving. The land 
in the neighbourhood appears rich and fer- 
tile, and is highly cultivated. 

We dined at Homers on the top of the 
South MouMTAi)i,and flept at Oxford, 
a fmall town which has been built nine 
years, but does not appear to much advan- 
tage. 

Lord's day, June 19. 
Wishing to attend public worfliip at 
Yorktown, we rofe early this morning and 
arrived there by nine o'clock ; having paflcd 
It

through Abbot's town, a pretty flourifli- 
ing village, the chief town of AdamsCounty. 

Monday, June 20. 
YoRKTOWN is a fine place, in plcafant- 
nefs vying with Lancafter, in neatnefs ex« 
cceding it. It is a poll-town, and capital 
of the county of York, It is fituatcd on 
the cafl: fide of Codonis Creek, which emp- 
ties into the Sufciuchannah. It is regularly 
laid out, principally on two main ftreets 
which crofs each otlier at right angles* It 
contains more than five hundred houfes, 
fcvcral of which are handfomcly built of 
brick, and fome of (lone. The public 
buildings are a German Lutheran, a Ger- 
man CaKnnift, a Prefbytcrian, a Roman 
Catholic, and a Moravian Church ; a Qua*^ 
ker meeting-houfe ; aCourthoufe; a (lone 
Gaol; a Record oflice, and an Academy. 
Hence our journey was through Lan» 
tajler^ Reaiiing^ and Bctblebew^ in Pennfyl- 
vania ; Warwick Sind FJ/biili^ in New York ; 
and Farmhigton and Hartford in Connec- 
ticut. 

We reached home the beginning of July.

hill and dale ; and, except where the axe 
and the plough have been employed, is cov- 
ered with vaft and majcftic forefts. Rivers 
and crocks interfcd the region in every di« 
rcdion. The intervales are very fertile j 
and, on the borders of the rivers and creeks, 
the bottom-lands arc from half a mile to a 
mile and a half, and fomctimes more, in 
width, with 'great depth of foil. Thefe arc 
capable of being made into extenfive and 
luxuriant meadow grounds. 

There is very obfcrvablc a double bank 
to the river ; the firft a fine level, here call- 
ed ** river bottom ;'* the I'ccond, with an 
abrupt face like a glacis, about four or five 
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feet high, running parallel with the courfe 
of the riven This fecond bank is never 
overflowed! and is the moft eligible for 
building fpots. 

In fcveral parts are large level plains, 
called Prarlcs^ or natural meadows, covered 
with wild grafs and cane, but dcftitute of 
trees or (hrubbery. Thefc are paftures for 
large herds of buffalos, who fatten on the 
herbage. 

The foreft trees are thofe common to 
Virginia and the Carolinas, as defcribed by 
Bartram and Catcfby. There are ftill re- 
maining fome immcnfely large trees of the 
Sycamore kind. One, in the neighbour- 
hood of Marietta, meafures Axty feet in cir« 
cumfercnce ; and, being hollow, will con- 
tain eighteen or twenty perfons. 

The wild fruit-trees are 
Black mulberry, - Morns Rubra. 

White mulberry, - Morus Mba. 

Pcrfimmon, or Indian Date, by the French 

called Placminier, Dio/porus Vlrgimana. 
Cheny-trce, Prunus Ccrafus Vlrgimana. 
Large yellow fwcet plum, Prunus Americana. 
Chicafaw plum, Prunus anguJUfoUa. 

Pawpaw, or Cuftard apple, Annona glabra. 
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The May apple (podophyllum pcltatum) 
18 an annual plants fpringing up very early 
in the Tpring, and growing about a foot 
high. It bears a fruit rcfcmbling in (hape 
that of the egg-plant (folannm melongena^) 
but more oblong and not quite fo large. 
When ripe, it is of a pale orange colour ; 
and the pulp, which is fucculcnt, of a pleaf« 
ant fubacid taftc. The leaves of the plant 
are thought to be poifonous, and the root 
is a violent cathartic. 

Th£ ifland grape is a very delicious fruit; 
growing low upon the rocky points of the 
ihore. Judge Fearing, of Marietta, is try- 
ing them in a cultivated (late in his garden* 

The Jcrufalem grape is the fruit of an 
annual plant, which grows about ten or 
twelve inches highu Below the broad 
rough leaves are fmall bags or pods, in each 
of which is a round fruit of the fize of a 
fmall cranberry, of a Avhitifli green colour. 
It is ripe at the latter end of Augufl, and 
has a pleafant acid tafte. 

The orchard and garden fruit trees thrive 
fuq^rizingly. The peach trees bear abun- 
dantly, and the fruit is fupcrior in fize, 
beauty, and flavour to any we can raifc in 
the northern States. 
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TiiiB produdions of the fields are wheats 
oat8, barley^ rye, Indian com, hemp, flax, 
and cotton. 

The gardens yield all the culinary plants 
in pcrfedtion. Melons grow to a large 
fizc, and in this fine climate ripen into de* 
licioufncis. 

Hops (bumulus cupulas) grow fponta^ 
neoufly, and are found in great (>lcnty on 
mofl of the iflands. 

Over the furface of the ground in thefe 
extended forefts grows a natural herbage, in 
great abundance, on which cattle are found 
to thrive remarkably wclK Here is, alfo, 
an unexplored and highly gratifying field 
for the rcfcarchcs of the Botanift, who will 
find many new and curious plants, which, 
on the borders of the creeks and in the re- 
mote vallics, are ** formed to blufli unfeQn, 
and waftc their fragrance in the dcfert air/* 

«« Another Flora here, of bolder hues 
And richer Tweets, beyond our garden's pride. 
Plays o*cr the fields, and Ihowers witli fudJcn I.anJ 
Exuberant fpring."* 

Clima/c.] On this fubjcd it is impofliblc 
to fpeak with philofophical accuracy, as 
there have been no meteorological obferva*

tions^ for a regular feriM even of three or 
four years* In general it may be remark- 
ed that the elimate is exceedingly mild and 
agreeable* 

Thb winter commences at the folfticct 

and lads about two months. It is diftin- 

guifhcd by the decay of vegetation, frolls 

in the night, with harfti and cold winds, 

and flight falls of fnow ; but this feafon is 

ufually fo mild that it is a very rare circum* 

(lance for the fnow to lie for three days to« 

gether upon the ground. It is feldom fo 

cold as to freeze for more than five or fix 

days in fucceflion ; and at thefe times the 

furface of the ftill waters, and of fomc of 

the fmallcr dreams is congealed. The 

winds ate extremely variable during the 

winter feafon, feldom blowing three days 

in fucceflion from the fame point. The 

fevered cold attends the northwcd wind. 

In January arc many flnc days, a pure and 

fcrene air, and clear funfliine ; with fduth« 

crly and fouthwederly winds. 

The fpring is attended with rains and 
cloudy weather, with fouth and foutherly 
winds. By the latter part of April the fca- 
fon is in the flowery prime. 
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DuniNO the fummer the heats incKafet 
tempered at night by refrefliing breezes up 
the riven The winds blow chiefly from 
between S.E. and S.W. ivith variations from 
all points of the compafs.— -There are fre- 
quent fliowers with thunder. 

The autumn is diftinguiihcd by ferene 
and Ane weather : but at the autumnal equi* 
nox the rains begins with cold winds from 
the northcafl round to the northwcft* 

Tub falubrity of the climate is equal to 
that of any part of the United States; 
though on Tome of the low and wet grounds 
the fever and ague is prevalent. 

The following obfervations on the 
weather, from Lofkiers hiftory of the 
Moravian miflions, may help to fupply the 
deficienicy of this feAion. 

** Even in autumn, and as late or later 
than Chriftmas, but little frofl is fecn, and 
if even in a clear night the ground (hould 
freeze, it thaws foon after funrirc. In gen« 
eral the winter is mild, the weather being 
chiefly rainy, damp, and changeable. After 
a few clear days, rainy and foggy weather 
is furc to follow. The river Muflcingum, 
being a very flow current, freezes over once, 
or perhaps twice, in a feafon. The fnow 
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18 never deepi nor remains long on the 
ground The winter between 1779 and 
1780 was ealled remarkably feverei as the 
{how fell once two feet dcep« In eight 
days it was gone ; and the cold weather 
lafted only till February. 

**The diftance of one hundred miles 
north or fouth makes a great difference in 
the temperature of the ain Near the river 
Sandulky the cold is much fcvercri with a 
greater quantity of fnow, than on the Muf* 
kingum ; and, on the Scioto, fnow hardly 
ever remains on the ground. The weath- 
er, alfo, varies confidcrably on the cad and 
weft fide of the Alleghany mountains j for 
in Pennfylvania the eaft wind generally 
brings rain, but never on the Ohio, where 
the eaft wind fcldom blows, and never 
above twelve hours at a time : but the 
fouth and weft winds bring rain, and the 
rains from the weft generally fct in for a 
whole week. It even rains fometimes with 
a nortliwcft wind. All ftorms of thunder 
and lightning rife either with fouthwcft or 
noithwcft winds ; but in Pennfylvania the 
northweft wind brings fine and clear 
weather.*^

Minerati.] Op thcfc I can fay but littlct 
as the country has not been enough explor« 
ed to determine what treafures are below the 
furface. Iron, lead, and copper are found 
in fevcral places. I picked up native ful« 
phur on the fidc3 of one of the creeks. 
Nitre is found in the crevices of fome of 
the caves as I have been informed ; as b 
alfo vitriol and all urn. 

There is abundance of pit-coal (Dtban^ 
tbraxj in every part of the State. Quar- 
ries of lime-ftonc and frcc-ftone arc in moft 
of the hills. Boles and pigments arc found 
in the banks of the rivers; clay, fuitable 
for pottery and bricks abounds near the 
fmall runs, and I obfcrvcd ftrata of fine 
white marl at the bottom of fome of the 
creeks. 

On the banks of the Ohio we found 
fome fine Marcajptes^ fometimcs called 
"thunder ftoncs.** They arc black, Icfs 
ponderous than the coal ; and yet capable 
of giving fire when Aruck againft ftcel. 
Their ftrufturc is irregularly foliaceous. 
In the fire they yield a blue, fulphureous 
flame, and calcine into a purple powder. 
The natives make ufc of them in curing or 
rather blacking leather. 
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Rivers.*] Tne Ohio is the principal of 
thefe. It 18 formed by the confluence of 
the Alleghany and Monongabela below PittT- 
burg. 

Both the names^ Alleghany and Ohio 
have the fame meaning in different Indian 
languages; the former in the Delaware^ 
and the latter in the Senecai (ignifies the 
Jine^ or fair river ; and the whole ftream^ 
from its head to its junction with the Mif- 
fiffippi was fo denominated by thcfc rcfpcc- 
tivc nations, f Hence it was fir (I named 
by the French, La Belle Riviere. 

From Pittfburg it takes a nbrthweft 
courfe for about tweuty-^five miles, then turns 
gradually to wcft-fouthwcfl, and purfuing 
that courfe for about five hundred miles, 
winds to^the Ibuthweft for nearly one hun- 
dred and fixty miles, and at length empties 
into the Miflifippi in a fouthcaft direction,

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about eleven hundred miles below Plttiburg 
and nearly the fame diftance above New 
Orleans^ in Lat. 36* 43' North.* It is very 
crooked^but its general diredion is fouth 
60 degrees weft Its common width is 
from five hundred to fifteen hundred yards ; 
but at the rapids and near the mouth it is 
confiderably wider. 

The numerous iflands interfperfed in 
this river^ in many places add much to the 
beauty of the appearancCi but embarrafs the 
navigation, particularly in low water, as 
they occafion (hoals and fand bars. They 
are increafing in extent at the upper end, 
and lofing ground at the lower ; which has 
led to the remark that ^^the iflands are 
moving up the riven- * The extent of fome 
of them is confidcrable. . The foil of which 
they are formed is very rich, and they are 
covered with a fine growth of trees. 

In common winter and fprlngs floods 
the river aflbrds thirty or forty feet of water 
from the MiflTifippi to LouilVille ; twenty^ 
five or thirty feet to La Tarte's rapids ; 
forty above the mouth of the Great Ken^ 
hawa ; and a fuflliciency at all times for 
flat-bottomed boats and canoes, 
o 
* 37% cc', to\ J. J. dc F^rrtrt 
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Besides the waiters of many creeks^ the 
Ohio receives in its courfe feveral rivers ; 
viz. the Great and Little Kenhawa^ the 
Great and Little Guyandot^ the Great iind 
Little Sandy^ Lickings Salt, Cuniberland| 
and Tenuaflee, from the eaft and foutli ; 
and the Mufkingum, the Hockhocking, the 
Great and Little Scioto, the Great and Lit- 
tle Miami, and the Wabalh, from the nortlu 

The rapids in the Ohio arc fituated in 
38% 8' N. lat. according to Uutchins's fur- 
vey ;* fcven hundred and five miles below 
Pittiburg. They arc occafioned by a ledge 
of rocks which extends acrofs the bed of 
the river. AVhen the water is low, the 
greater part of the rocks become vifible, 
and \the navigation is difficult ; though 
there is a channel through which flat-bot« 
tomed boats can pafs in fafety, conduced 
by a fkilful pilot. But in the time of the 
frefhets, the rapids are hardly to be per- 
ceived by the navigator, except from the 
fuperior velochy of the veflbrs movement : 
and then a feventy-four gun fhip might 
defcend with the greatcd eafe. 

A PARTICULAR accouut of the rapids 
has been given by Mr. Hutchins, accom- 
panied with a drawing. 

• 37% 17'f I4*, according to ^L Jofc Joaquin dc Fcirer. 
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At low water the fpringt, which ooze 
through the banks at this place9 have fuch 
a petrifying property as to encafe in a 
cryllalline coat not only fticks, nuts, &c 
lodgetl in the crevices of the rocks, but 
even the dung dropped there by the flocks 
of geefe which frequent the place. 

Th£ Muskingum [an Indian name 
meaning tbe Elk's eye] is a large river, of 
moderate current, never faf overflowing 
its banks, which arc elevated without being 
fteep. It falls into the Ohio one hundred 
and eighty-one miles below Pittiburg as the 
river runs, and is two hundred and fifty 
yards wide at its mouth. 

Its principal fourcc is the Tufcarawa 
branch, which rifcs from a fmall lake near 
the head waters of the Cayahoga, a boat- 
able river emptying into Lake Erie, with \ 
portage of fcvcn and a half miles between 
the two rivers. Down the TuCcaraxyjt the 
rix'er admits of fmall boats to t^4e three forks^ 
about forty-five miles : thei\cc it ^ paffable 
with large batteaux and K>argC8, a fpace of 
one hundred and ten tr ales to its mouth ; 
with the interniption of \hc falls, at which 
IS a carrying place at l^\w water. 



* \k 
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Besides fmaller creeks^ thb river re« 
cetves fupplies from Killbucksi Mohigan 
Jahn\ Walhandink or Whitewoman's 
Creekf VVakatomaka^ and Licking Creeks^ 
which are confiderable dreams^ and when 
the waters are high extend the navigation 
in various directions into the interior of 
the country* 

The communication which this river 
forms with the Lakes, will in time become 
of the utmoft utility to the growing fettle* 
ments on its fertile banks. 

The plains and hills bordering on this 
river and its various branches are fpoken 
of as fupcrior in quality to any in the State# 

Near this river are fome valuable and 
productive falt-fprings. Its banks, at fbme 
places, contain immenfe beds of pit-coal^ 
and in other places a variety of ochres and 
pigments* 

Tins river abounds with fifh, of which 
the yellow cat and fturgeon are mod ef* 
teemed. 

At the time of the frc(hcts the water is 
turbid, owing to the mud and decayed veg« 
ctablcs waihed into it by the defcending 
currents ^nd rains from the fides of the 
hills; but becomes purified as the floods 
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fubfidci and by mtd-fummer It is fo pellu* 
cid that the pebbles at the bottom are quite 
difcernible^ and the fifli eafily di(linguiihed« 

Th£ Hockhockino enters the Ohio 
twenty-five miles below the Mufkingum^ 
which it refcmblesi but to which it is inferior 
in fize, being only eighty yards wide at its 
moutlu It is boatablc about fcvcnty-five 
miles. 

This river is (kirted by very fertile 
meadows, which fpread into rich uplands. 
Quarries of excellent frcc-ftone, beds of pit- 
coal, iron ore, lead, ftrata of white and blue 
clay of an excellent quality, red bole, and 
many other ufcful follils arc found in and 
near the banks. 

The Little Hockhocking is an in« 
confiderable river which flows into the Ohio 
near the lower fettlemcnt of Bellcprc, nine- 
teen miles below Marietta. 

TuE Scioto is a large river which 
holds its courfc almofl due fouth till it en« 
tcrs the Ohio nearly two hundred miles be* 
low Marietta, as the river runs. It is two 
hundred and fifty yards wide at its mouth, 
and one hundred yards wide at the falt-lick 
towns, two hundred miles above. From 
thefe towns it is navigable with loaded 
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boats; and its weftern branch admits of 
canoes almoft to its fource. 

It is bordered with rich flats which it 
overflows in the fpring ; and then its waters 
fprcad to above half a mile in breadths 
The land is fo level, that in the frcfhets of 
the Ohio the back water fpreads eight 
miles up. 

This river, throughout its courfe, fcrvcs 
to open an extenfive country, of extremely 
rich and fertile foil It is an unfavourable 
circumflance, however, that the low-lands 
retain fo much llagnant water that the fet- 
tlements near them have proved unheahhy ; 
being afili^ed with the fever and ague. 

There are feveral falt-fprings in the 
vicinity of this river, particularly on a 
branch which almoil interlocks with the 
head vratcrs of the Little Scioto and Indian 
Creek. Works arc erected on them which 
make confiderable quantities of excellent 
fait every yean Thefe falt-fprings^ and the 
townfhip of land which includes them, con- 
taining .23,040 acres belong to the State ; 
as do alfo the falt-fpringa near the Mufkin* 
gum and in l.hc Military Traft, and the 
fe£tion$ of land in which they are included, 
containing 640 acres each, making in all 
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24)320 acres of land This refenratioa 
was well judged ; for had thefe fprings be- 
come the property of an individual^ he 
would have had it in his power to create a 
monopoly of the article of fait, and been 
enabled to opprefs a great portion of the 
citizens of the State. 

In the banks of the river are found pig* 
ments of various cblourS) and fome very 
fine clay and murh^ 

The Little Scioto is too fmall for 
lioatS) except at the time of the floods. 

The Great MiAMif is a noble river^ 
entering the Ohio three hundred and thirty* 
three miles below Marietta, as the river 
winds. It is three hundred yards wide at 
its mouth. At the Pickawee towns, above 
fcvcnty miles higher, it is not above thirty 
yards wide, but is paflable for loaded boau 
fifty miles higher. Its ftream is rapid, but 
without catara^s. 

This river has fcveral boatable branches, 
one of which extends towards the San- 
dufky, with an intermediate portage of (ix 
or eight miles ; and another opens a com«

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munication with Au Glaze^ by a ihort 
portage. 

The channel of the river is ftony j 
hence it ift fomclimes eallcil JJfcremtt^ or 
Rocky river. 

Its waters are very clear and tranfparent. 
Indeed moil of the dreams from the north 
have that tranfparency, and the bottoms are 
generally gravel ; whiift thofe which run 
from the fouth arc turbid^ and the bottom 
muddy* 

On e of the principal branches of the 
Miami river is c^z^ Mad river y or Pick^ 
awce fork. It is a fine dream, and palTes 
through a pleafant level country of the 
grcateft fertility. 

The Little Miami empties into the 
Ohio, about three hundred miles below 
Marietta. It is not fupplied with depth of 
water fufHcient for loaded boats. Its banks 
are fo high as feldom to be overflowed ; 
and there is much good land on its borders. 

The Grand River runs a north weft 
courfe into Lake Erie. It is about fixty-fix 
yards wide. It has a bar at the mouth 
which Ihilb as the wind varies. It is from 
four to eight feet deep at the bar ; from 
that for three miles is Hill water, of fuf- 
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Aclent depth for vcflels of any fizet Ex^ 
ieq>t fome rapUlu, the river in navtgiblc for 
boats twenty miles, at any feafon i and in 
liigh water is good boating the whole dif« 
tanee. 

Tub Cayaiiooa empties into Lake Erie 
by a mouth eighty^tght yards wide, and is 
navigable for floops for fifteen miles without 
any falls or fwift water : But there is a bar 
at the mouth like that of Grand river. In 
high water it is boatable fixty miles to the 
portage, which is fevcn and an half miles^ 
to the head waters of the Tufcarawa bnuich 
of the Mufkingum. 

^^Here are fine uplands, extenfivc mea* 
ddws, oak and mulberry trees fit for (hip- 
building, and walnut, chcfnut, and poplar 
trees fuitable for domellic fervices**** 

** Near the mouth of this river arc the 
Celebrated rocks which project over the 
Lake. They are feveral miles in lengthy 
and rife forty or fifty feet perpendicular out 
of the water. Some parts of them confift 
of feveral ftrata of different colours, lying 
in a horizontal direction, and fo exadly 
parallel that they rcfemble the work of art. 
The view from the land is grand, but the 
P 

• HvtCNIIIf. 
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water prefents the mod magnificent profpe£t 
of this fublime work of nature : it is attend- 
ed however with great danger, for, if the 
feaft ftorm arifcs, the force of the furf is 
fuch that no vcfTel can cfcape being daihed 
to pieces againft the rocks* CoK Broads- 
liead fuffcrcd (hipwreck here in the late 
w^ar, and loft a number of his men, when 
a ftrong wind arofe fo that the laft canoe 
narrowly efcaped* The heathen Indians, 
when they pafs this impending danger, offer 
a facriilce of tobacco to the water.** 

The Suacuin River, emptying into 
Lake Eric, is a fmall, but remarkably clear, 
ilream ; boatable about ten miles, affording 
good mill feats, and abounding in excellent 
fifh. 

The Ashtabula andCoNNEAUT are 
fmall rivers, making good harbours for 
boats and fmall craft on the borders of 
Lake Erie. 

The Huron, Rocky River, and Ver* 
MILLION, are navigable for fmall boats, fur* 
nifli convenient harbours, and abound in 
fifli, any quantity of which may be taken 
at the proper fcafon with the greateft eafe. 

The Sandusky rifes near a branch of 
the Great Miami j and, purfuing a north- 
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otft courfe empties into a fmal! Lake of the 
fame name.* It is a confiderable river^ 
with fine level land on its banks. Its 
dream is gentle all the way to its mouth, 
where it is large enough to receive floops 
from the Lake. 

By the treaty at Greenville, Auguft 3, 
1795, the Iiulians ceded to the United 
States a tradt of land fix miles fcjuare upon 
Sandufky Lake, where a Fort formerly 
flood ; and two miles fquare at the lower 
rapids of Sandufky river. 

The Miami of the Lake^Uyxtioximt^ call- 
ed Omee^ and Maumkk^ is a coniiderable 
dream, navigable with canoes to t!\e port- 
ages which lead to the head of the Wabafh, 
and through Au Glaizc, one of its branches 
towards the head of Loromie^s Creek, a 
head water of the G rcat Miami. The port- 
age is three miles. 

It is faid that in the time of the fpring 
floods the waters of thcfe two rivers arc 
blended. 

There is a fmall village of Indians on 
this river of the Miami tribe. 

* SAnrvsKY Lake is fcventeen miles long. Itsgreateft 
breadth it feveii miles. 
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Fi/b.^ The fifh in the Ohio and the 
rivers that flow into it are numerous^ and 
all of them different from thofe which are 
found in the waters of the northern States. 
I am not enough acquainted with idhyol- 
ogy to dcfcribe them fcientifically, and can 
therefore only fet down the common names 
of fome of them. Thefe names were given 
them by the new fettlers, and were generally 
fuggefted by the refcmblance they bore to 
iiih they had been acqusdnted with before. 
The Black Cat^Fi/b are caught weighing 
from fix to one hundred and ten pounds ; 
the Yellow Cat^FiJb weigh from fix to fixty } 
and the Small Cat^Fi/b^ (which rcfemble the 
Pout) arc fometimes of five pounds weight ; 
Pike^ from eight to tliirty-five pounds 
weight ; Bafs ; Salmon^ very different from 
the fine fi(h of that name in the rivers 
of the northern States, but fomewhat re« 
fembling the falmon-trout J Percb ; Stur^ 
geon^ of two kinds; and Buffalo^FlJb^ So 
called by the Indians and Europeans, on 
account of its being heard fometimes to bel« 
low in the water.* There is alfo a curious 
fifti called x)MiSpade-Fl/b. It is furniflicd 
with a bony weapon projecting from the

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nofe from fix to ten inches in length, and 
from two to five in width ; thin and like a 
narrow (hovel. This appears defigned to 
enable its pofleflbr to dig up its prey irom 
the mud. The fifli have been caught with 
a feine, and fometimes they will bite at a 
hook. They are from five to twelve 
pounds weight. The body is long and 
(lender. 

On the banks of the rivers and creeks are 
a great many Cray-Fijb» This is a mifchiev- 
Ous little creature to dams and water cour^ 
<», by digging holes which let off the water. 
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COUNTIES AND TOWNS. 

THERE arc eighteen Counticft in this 
State. The following Table exhibits their 
mean extent in inllcs, the number of free 
white male inhabitants of twcnty«-onc years 
of age and upwards, &c. 
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If we admit this number of white males 
al>ove twenty-one years of age^ to be as i to 
5i we have 751895 inhabitants, exclufive of 
feveral hundreds of free Negroes and people 
of colour. From the n«\tural increafe of

It is laid out on the delightful plain 
made by the banks of the two rivers, into 
one thoufand houfe lots of 90 feet front by 
180 feet rear, with fuitable open fquares 
referved for public ufe,for pleafure grounds, 
and for ornament* Its fpacious (Ircets in« 
terfed each other at right angles, and add 
much to the airinefs and elegance, as well 
as to the convenience of the place. 

Part of the town is built on the fouth- 
wefterly bank of the Muflcingum, on the 
fcite of Fort Harmer. 

The name is formed iVom Afjr/V AntonU 
ette^ the late Queen of France, who was in- 
tended to be ** the nurfing mother** of the 
infant fettlcmcnt. It was laid out on the 
30th of Auguft, 1 787; and the fcttlement be- 
gan on the 7th of Aprils following. Only 
eight families then arrived. There arc now^ 
within the town-plat, five hundred and 
fifty inhabitants, and ninety-one dwelling- 
houfes, fixty-five of which are frame or 
plank, eleven of brick, and three of (lone. 
It contains, alfo, ciglit merchants* (lores ; 
nineteen buildings occupied by public oifi- 
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cerit and mcchanlclcs { three rope-walks^ 
eight hundred and fifty feet long ; a Gaol, 
and Court^houfe under the fame roof; and 
an* Academy, which is ufcd at prefcnt as 
the place of public worfliip* 

It was made an incorporate town De* 
cember 2, i8oo« 

Within the limits of the town are thofc 
Anticnt Fort Sy on the bank of the Mu(kin« 
gum, which have fo much attraded the ob- 
fcrvatton and confounded the inveftigation 
of inquirers into the firft peopling of Amer- 
ica. A particular furvey and dcfcription of 
thcfe is rcfcrvcd to another page. 

Marietta is a place of much buftnefs ; 
and is rapidly incrcafing in population, 
wealth, and elegance. Ship-building is 
already carried on to a confidcrable extents 
A fpirit of induftry and enterprize prevails. 
Add to all, the remarkable healthinefs of the 
place, the benefit it receives from the grow- 
ing fettlemcnts upon the Mufkingum, and 
the extenfivc navigation of that river ; and 
it is eafy to forefee that it will maintain a 
charader as the moft refpedable and thriv- 
ing town in the State. 

The fituation of this town is extremely 
well chofen, and is truly delightful. The 
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appearance of the rivers^ the bankst and the 
diftant hillsi is remarkably pidurefquet 
Trees of difierent form and foliage give a 
vaft variety to the beauty and colouring of 
the profped ; while the high hills that rife 
like a rampart all around, add magnificence 
and grandeur to the fccne. Back of the 
town is a ridge finely clothed with trees : 
fome parts of it rife with cafy afccnt ; 
others are precipitous and rocky ; but the 
crags, if they add no grace to the land- 
fcape, arc of great utility to the place, as 
they contain (Irata of frcc-ftone excellent 
for building. The vales and the bottom- 
grounds are extcnfivc, and exuberantly 
fertile. 

The Miniftcr fettled here is the Rev. 
Daniel Story, who firil came to this 
country in March, 1789 ; employed as 
a Preacher by the Ohio Company. A 
Church was organized in 1797, and gave 
him a call to fettle, which he accepted : but, 
not being able to obtain ordination for him, 
through the want of regular Clergymen on 
the wcftem fide of the Alleghany Moun* 
tains, the Church and Society appointed 
the Rev. Doftor Cutler of Hamilton, in 
Maflachufetts, to unite with Mr. Story 
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In convening a Council tben^ for that pur- 
pofe. Tliis was accordingly done, and he 
was ordained Auguft 15, 1798. 

Mr. Story is the firft ordained Minif* 
ter in all the Territory north weft of the 
Ohio river; and has the fatisfawlion of firft 
planting religion^ and adtniniftering Chrif* 
ttan ordinances in that extenflve region* 
**The wildcrnefs and the folitary place (hall 
be glad for them» and the delcrt rejoice and 
bloflbm as the rofe." 

Belle pre. The Middle fcttlement, 
fo called, is on the Ohio, feventecn miles 
below Marietta. The fettlement commenc- 
ed in 1789. It includes a number of Sur- 
vcy Tovvnihips, and is an eledion diftridk 
for certain purpofcs. 

The fituation of Bcllepre is pleafant and 
beautiful. The houfes are built upon the 
high bank of the river, which opens a fine 
profped. The Upper felllemcnt is oppo-^ 
fite the mouth of the Little Kenhaway, and 
a fmall town on the Virginia Ihore. The 
Middle fettlement commands a view of the 
elegant manfion and buildings of Mr. Blen* 
nerhaflet, on an ifland of more than one 
hundred acres, poflfefling all the beauties of 
a well-cuhivated garden. In the Upper 
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and Lower fettlements are fome of the larg- 
eft peach and apple orchards I faw in the 
country. They flouriih rurprifmgly, and 
arc already in bearing order. Interfperfed 
among the wclUinclofed and highly culti* 
vatcd plains back of this charming town^ 
they contribute to decorate and enrich the 
landfcapc. 

Waterforo is fituated on the Muf* 
kingum river, twenty-three miles by water 
from Marietta. It gives name to an e1ec« 
tion didrid. The fettlement commenced 
in 1789. 

The town of Adams, is alfo on the 
Mufkingum, twelve miles from Marietta. 
The fettlement began in 1795. It is an 
eledion diftridt. 

Salem on Duck Creek is an eledion 
diftrid ; the place of meeting is eight miles 
horthcaftvvardly from Marietta. The fet- 
tlement commenced in 1795* 

Athens, on the Great Hockhocking 
river, forty miles by water from the Ohio, 
lies in the election diftrid of Middletown. 
This ^fettlement commenced in the year 

1797- 
Th E town is regularly laid out on ele- 
vated ground, of eafy afcent, round which 
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the river forms a graceful bend The fltu* 
ation is healthy, and the profped delightful 
beyond dcfcription, prefenting a full view 
of the river in its various turns for nine or 
ten miles. The town is abundantly fup- 
plied with never-failing fprings of excellent 
water ; and the adjacent country is thought 
to be fuperior to any in the State for pleaf* 
antnefs and fertility. 

Th£ Ad cftablifhing an Univerfity in 
the town of Athens, pafled the 12th of 
December, i8oi« It now bears the 
name of •^Tlie Ohio Univerfity.** The 
Corporation is td confift of the Governor 
of the State, for the time being, the Prefi* 
dent, and not more than fifteen nor lefs 
than ten Truftecs. The Truftees appoint- 
ed by a late A£t, are Elijah Backus, Rufus 
Putnam, Dudley Woodbridge, Benjamin 
Tappan, Bezalecl Wells, Nathaniel Maflie, 
Daniel Symmes, Daniel Story, Samuel Car- 
pcnter, the Rev. James Kilboum, Griffin 
Greene, and Jofeph Darlington, Efquires. 
The prefent endowment of this Inflitu- 
tion confifts of two townfiiips of land, 
amounting to forty-fix thoufand and eighty 
acres, and within which the town of Athens 
is fituated. Q)ngrcfs in 1787 covenanted 
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vAxh the Ohio Company to give thefe 
lands ** perpetually for the purpofes of an 
Univcrfity :** therefore that Company con- 
fidcr themfclvcs as the virtual donors, and 
vrith the utmoft propriety, for this (lipula- 
lion made a part of the confideration for 
which they contributed to pay a certain 
price for the otlicr lands. 

About fifteen hundred acres of the land 
belonging to the Univerfity are cleared, and 
occupied by one lumdred families, who have 
applied to the Aficmbly of the State for a 

permanent Icafc a wife appropriation of 

the lands would endow this Inftitution with 
very handfome funds. 

Ames, part of the diftrid of Middletowh, 
is eight miles north of Athens. The fettle- 
mcnt began in 1 798 or 1 799. 

Newport, a pleafant little town on the 
Ohio, the feitlcnient of which commenced 
in 1797. It is an eledion didrid ; the 
place of meeting is thirty miles above Mari- 
etta.

Gallipolis, fituated on the high north 
Imnk of the Ohio^ ninety miles bdow Ma* 
rietta^ and three miles Im^Iow the mouth of 
the Great Kenhaway ; in N. lat. 38^ 49^ 
t %'\ The fituation is handfome and com* 
mandingi but faid to be unhealthy. It was 
built in 1 79 2, by nearly five hundred French 
emigrants! mo(l of them artizans, manufac- 
turers^ and tradefmen in eafy circumftances. 
They ercded about one hundred houfes^ 
compofed of two rows, on a flraight ftreet 
contiguous to each othen They laid out 
fome good gardens, and furrounded them 
with hedges ; and planted vineyards and 
orchards, which have thriven finely. 

Behind the plantation is a large brook, 
running almoft parallel with the river, and 
rendering the fcite of the village almoft a 
pcninfula. 

The firft fcttlcrs, finding themfclves de* 
ceived in their purchafc, vifited with defo- 
lating ficknefs from the unhealthinefs of the 
place, aiid endangered by the Indian war 
which prevailed in their vicinity, after a 
refidence of about four years, grew diflatis- 
fied, and chiefly difperfed, fome to other 
fetdemcnts and fome to Lbuifiana. Such 
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as remained obtained of Congreft a grant 
of 20|000 acres, as an indemnification for 
the deception which had been played upon 
them in the original purchafe of land fpec* 
ulators in France. This donation was lo« 
cated about twenty«-four miles lower down 
the river, oppofitc Little Sandy Creek ; and 
thither they removed. 

MoNs. Gervais had alfo, a grant of 
4,000 acres adjoining ;^ On which he laid 
out a town named Burrsburg. 

FaIirhaven is afmall town finely fitua* 
ted on the north bank of the Ohio, oppofite 
to the mouth of the Great Kenhaway.

The fcttlement commenced in 1789, and 
the town was incorporated January i, 1802* 
It is a conftdcrable place, and contains up* 
wards of three hundred dwellings ; having 
progreflcd much during the Indian war. 

A PRINTING-PRESS is eftabUflicd her^: 
which iflues a weekly paper. 

Cincinnati was for fcvcial years the 
feat of Government for the Northwcftcni 
Territory. It is the line of communication 
with the chain of forts which extends from 
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Fort Walhington, at the upficr end of the 
town, to tlic wcilwaril. 

Columbia, a pretty town, built at the 
confluence of the Little Miami whh the 
Ohio, fix milea abiive Cincinnati. The fct* 
tlcmcnt began in 1789. 

NcwTOWN, a fmall fcltlcmcnt, on the 
eall of the Little Miami, about fiK miles 
from Columl/hu 

Northi)i;nd, on the Ohio, fifteen miles 
below Cincinnati* The fettlement com* 
mcnced in the year 1789. 



COUNTY Of MUSKJXCUM. 
Bounded north on the Indian lioundary 
and Columbiana ; fouth on Wafliington ;

TOWNS. 

Springfield, a town hid out in iSoi, 
on the weft bank of the Mufkiuguni, nearly 
oppofite to Zancvillc. The great poiUroad 
from the eaftward to Kentucky, paflc$ 
through this town. The country in the 
vicinity is very inviting to fcttlerj, and the 
fails of the Mufkingum at this place afibrd 
the bert fcitc for mills and water-works of 
any in the State. There are now thirteen 
fjlimilics in the town plat. 
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Zaneville, on the caft bank of the 
lHuikinguiu river, about eighty^five miles 
by water from Marietta. 

This trad was granted by Congrefs to 
Ebenezer.Zane, May 17, 1796, in eompen* 
fation for opening a road, on the route 
from Wheeling to Limeftone, and eftablifh* 
ing and maintaining ferries over the rivers 
and creeks.*— -There are but ten families in 
the town-plat. 

SiiocNBRUN \\.c. the beautiful fpring.^ 
A Moravian fcttlement among the Indians, 
made by Mr. Zeilburger in March, 1772 ; 
when the Chiefs and Council of Mahikan 
tribe granted to the MifTibnary and convert- 
ed Indians the town and all the lands from 
the entrance of Gehclcmukpechuenk Creek 
into the Mulkingum river, to Tufcarawi. 
During the Indian wars the fettlcmcnt was 
broken up ; but re-commenced in 1799 or 
1 800. 

Gnadekhutten [i.e. tents of graee.] 
A Moravian fettlcment on the Mufkingum, 
ten miles below Shoenbrun ; built in the 
autumn of 1772. It is one hundred and 
fixty miles by water from Marietta. 

^ To Ifaac Zunc, a brother of the aboye, a naturalized 
Indian* Congrc^fs granted three feaions of land of ene 
fquarc mile cachj April 31 i8oJ. 
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SalbMi another Moravian fettlement on 
the Muiktngumi fix miles below Gnaden* 
hutten. It was formed in the fpring of 
1780, by Mr. Hcckenwaeldcn But in 
1782 it was plundered by the Indians who 
were allies of the Britifli army. For fev- 
eral years it was forfaken ; but about the 
year 1799 was re-fettled.* 

By an ordinance of Congrefs, paflcd May 
*o, 1785, the towns of Gnadcnhuttcn^ 
ShocnbruUi and Salcm^ containing 4^000 
acres each, were rcfcrvcd for the folc ufe of 
the chrifttanizcd Indians fettled in thofe 
places. This rcfcr\'e was confirmed by an 
Ad paflcd July 27, 1787, and the title veft* 
ed in the Moravian Brethren at Betlilehcm 
in Pennfylvania. 

TuscARAWi, a town laid out in I799» 
at the forks of the Mufkingum. Ther« 
are but few families in the place.

Navigation.'] Until quite lately the 
rivers had been navigated only with fmall 
boats ; the birch or log canoe^ or the peri* 
augre from Canada and the Lakes. But 
when our troops were to be conveyed to 
diflfercnt pofts on the weftem waters for 
the eredion of forts, they built keel-boats 
and barges ; and thefe have fince been fre- 
quently ufed, efpecially where the river was 
to be afcended. 

/ As fettlcments commenced, the tranT- 
portation of heavy and bulky articles down 
the Ohio required boats of a different con- 
ftrudton. This led to the building of 
thofe large flat-bottomed boats called Arks. 
They are made with plank, faflcned upon 
ribs, or knees^ by wooden bolts. TTicir 
form is that of a parrallelogram, from twelve 
to eighteen feet wide, and from forty to 
fixty long- Carrying commonly fixty or 
eighty tons burden, they float down the 
ftream with die current, and are not work- 
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ed with oars, excq>t to dired and prope) 
them to the Ihore, as occafion may require^ ^ 

These boats are conftaiuly ufed for the 
purpofe of trade down the river, or the 
tranfportation of variotis articles of produce, 
&c. to the place of dcpofit at New Orleans* 
After difcharging their cargo, they are tak« 
en apart, and fold for lumber with very 
little lofs. But the building and lading of 
Ships is now confidered as an enterprize 
of the greateft importance in this part of 
the country. The laft year (1802) there 
were launched from the ihip-yard of Cap- 
tain Devol, on the Mufkingum river, five 
miles above its mouth, the fliip "Muskin- 
gum/* of 204 tons, owned by Benjamin 
Ives Gilman, £fq. and the brigantin^ 
** Eliza Greene,'* of 115 tons, ow^ned 
by Charles Greene, Efq. merchants at Ma- 
rietta, 

At the fpring flood of the prefent year, 
the fchooner "Indiana,'* of joo tons, the 
brig ** Marietta,*' of 130 tons, and another 
of 150 tons^ alfo built here, were launched 
?ind defcended the river for New Orleans 
and the trade to the Weft Indies. 

Good judges of naval architecture have 
pronounced thefe vcflels equal, in point ojf 
workmanfhip and materials, to the bcft that 
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have been built in America. The firmnefs 
and great length of their pbnks, and the 
excellency of their timberst (their frames 
being almoft wholly compofed of black wal* 
nut, a wood which, if properly fclefted^ 
has nearly the ftrcngth of white oak, and 
the durability of the live oak of the fouth 
without its weight) it is believed wilt give 
thefe velfels the preference over any built 
of the timber commonly made ufe of, in 
any market where there are competent 
judges. 

This part of the country owes much to 
thofe gentlemen, who, in a new and cxperi* 
mental line, have fet this example of ienter* 
prize and perfeverance ; an example which 
has had its efTcdt, for feveral more veflfels 
are on the ftocks ; and which has fuccecd« 
ed thus far beyond the mod fanguine ex- 
pectations, indeed, we may conndently 
look forward to a time when a great pro- 
portion of the (hipping ufed in the United 
States will be built on the wxftcm waters. 
The materials for this purpofe are very 
abundant and excellent. Of the timber^ 
and that the bed kind, fuch as black wal- 
nut, white oak, and locuft, there are incx- 
JiaitlViblc qniniitics. The immeufe height 
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of Uie forefls, enables the warkmen to get 
timber and plank of any length they wifli ; 
and no part of the Union can furni(h bet« 
ter mads and fpars than are here made of 
the yellow pine* No country can produce 
the article of hemp in greater abundance, or 
at a more moderate price* Even in this 
early (lage of agriculture in this new region, 
its price has not commonly exceeded one 
hundrc^l dollars a ton. Already have two 
rope- walks been ict up on an extenfive 
fcalc in the town of Marietta j and a 
manufactory of fail-cloth is propofed«^ A 
few years fmce ^^r iron cod at the rate of 
three hundred dollars a ton ; but fuch ad» 
vaAccs have been made in the manufacture 
as to fupply all the demand at lefs thaii

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half thit price. It wiU foon be m cheap at 
it U to be procured in any part of the 
United Sutes. Tar in plenty is brought 
down the Allcghanyi and fold here at a 
reafonable rate. The abundance of coal 
(litbantbrax) for the fupply of the forget 
and the worklhops of artizans and its vi- 
cinity to the towni to which it may be 
brought by water-carriage ; together with 
the cheapnefs of provifionsi are additional 
circumftanccs in favour of this undertalcing. 
Befides, difficulties apprehended in floating 
veflfels of burden to the ocean, experiment 
has proved not to exift The height of the 
freihets in fpringi which commonly rife 
from thirty to forty feet perpendicular alti« 
tudci affords a fufficicncy of water for large 
(hips/if the owners will have the precaution 
to be ready in fcafon to. take advantage of 
it ; and, fo uniform and unbroken is the 
current, that no rifle is found in navigating 
it. 

To this narrative of the advantages pof« 
feflfed by the inhabitants of this interior re« 
gion in tliefe rcfpeAs, let it be added that 
from the low price of lands, the number 
and extent of navigable rivers,^ and the ex« 
treme exuberance of the foil, they will for 
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a long tinlc be able to fumifli for esiporU'' 
tion provifions and lumber at a lower rate 
than any other part of the continent I am 
perfuadcd that the towns on the borders of 
this river, and the navigable waters flowing 
into it, may in a few years fupply the fea- 
ports of the other States, and the Weft In- 
dia iflands, with the articles of flour, beef, 
pork, lard, tallow, bees-wax^ butter, hemp, 
flax, (laves, hard wood for cabinet work, 
lumber, &c. to almoft any demand. And, 
while there is the lead difficulty with regard 
to a place of depofit at the mouth of the 
Miflifippi, the having (hips ready rigged, 
laden, and manned for fea, is an advantage 
of incalculable importance to thcfe interior 
fettlements. At the fame time it is ex- 
tremely defirable for them to have fuch a 
place of depofit, bccaufe flat-bottomed boats 
of great burden can <;o to New Orleans at 
any time of the year, but no farther, and 
muft leave or lofe their cargoes. When^ 
therefore, it is confidered what a vaft num- 
ber of navigable rivers empty into the Mif- 
fifippi, interfering every part of the weftem 
territory of America, the importance of the 
free navigation of that river, and the ufc of 
a port at the mouth of it, will abundantly 
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appear. All tlic exports of that immenfe 
region mud have vent through this chan- 
nel.*. 

Before I quit this Aibjed, it may be 
well to obferve, that the river is not to be 
afcended by (hips farther than the Natchez^ 
(three hundred and eighty miles from the 
mouth of the Miflifippi) and even to that 
place with difRculty. The vcflels, there- 
fore, from any of the Atlantic ports in the 
United States which come to trade at New 
Orleans, and to receive the produce of the 
Wellern Territory there depofitcd, muft 
come empty ; except in thofe few articles 
which may be wanted in the ifland and its 
immediate vicinity ; for, as it is very diffi- 
cult and expcnfive to afcend the river, even 
with fmall boats, and as the demand for 
foreign articles is not equal to one twentieth 
part of the quantity of exports, the people 
of the upper country will always procure 
their goods either at Waftiington, Baltimore, 
or Philadelphia, and have them brought 
thence in waggons. So circumftanced, they

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will be provident in their ufe of foreign ar« 
ttcles, they will prevent their need of many 
of them by fetting up various manufadories, 
the raw materials of which they fo abund- 
antly poflcfs ; and thus fupply other places^ 
without needing or being able to receive 
any returns but fpecie. The confequcnce 
will be that this interior country mud every 
year become more independent upon other 
countries, more profpcrous, and more happy. 
Exports.'] Flour, corn, hemp, flax, cot- 
ton, &c. raifed for exportation, are carried 
down the Ohio and Mifllfippi, to New Or- 
leans, and thence to the Weft Indies, or any 
part of the world : alio, beef, pork,fmoked 
hams of venifon, whiikey, peach-brandy, 
oak ftaves, lumber, &c. 

The great heaps of aflies made in burn- 
ing the piles of logs to clear the land would 
fupply pot-^Jb works with no other expenfe 
than that of colleding, which would be 
%'ery fmall. The foil is fo fertile that the 
alhcs are neither needed nor defired as 
manure; but if converted into foda would 
become a very valuable article of exporta- 
tion, which certainly could be made ealier 
and cheaper here than in any part of North 
America. When we exprcfled our furprifc 
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that this had not been attended to^ we were 
anfwered that the country was too much in 
its infancy to afTord leifure from the more 
preflTing labours of agriculture and the erec« 
tion of convenient dwellings j and that, as 
(hipbuilding was but a recent undertaking, 
they had not thought it worth while to 
manufidure articles which they could not 
fend to a market of their own fceking. 
Now that thcfe difficulties are removed, pot 
and pearl afhes will moft probably be made 
in large quantities for exportation^ 

To thcfe items may be added raw and 
tanned hidesi and vaft quantities of excellent 
peltry. 

Th£ advance upon goods in the State of 
Ohio is from 50 to 75 per cent, except at 
Cincinnati, where it is generally 40 per 
cent. 

jintiquUlesS\ The vaft mounds and walls 
of earth, difcovercd in various parts of this 
weftern region have excited the aftoni(h« 
ment of all who have feen or heard of them. 
When, and by whom, they were conftrud- 
ed, and for what purpofe, are queftions 
which have hitherto baffled the refcarches 
of the moft inquifitive antiquarians. The 
prcfcnt race of Indians retain no traditions 
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tliat can lead to any difcovery. Their hil'-^ 
tory 18 loft in the oblivion of ages. The 
uniform regularity and prodigious extent 
of the works are convincing proofs that 
they were ereftcd by a people, not only 
numerous, but well acquainted witli the art 
of fortification and defence. The large 
trees with which thefe long-deferted monu- 
ments are overgrown, apparently of the 
fame age %vith the furrounding forefts, inti- 
mate the length of years that the whole has 
remained an uncultivated wafte, and add 
the teftimony of remote antiquity to thcfc 
venerable works,* AH feryes to furprife 
and to embarrafs the mind. 

These works are fcattered , over the 
whole face of the country. You cannot 
ride twenty miles in any diredion without 
finding fome of the mounds, or veftiges of 
the ramparts. As thofe at Marietta have 
been moft accurately examined and meafur- 
ed, I (hall be more particular in my defcrip- 
tion of thcm^ which I (hall compile princi«

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pally from the account gtven of them bj 
the Rev. Dodor Cutler,* and Capt J. 
Heart ;t ^^^^6 '^^ mcafurement of Gen* 
end RuFUS Putnam, and taking the lib* 
crty of blending with their ftatcments fuch 
remarks as I made myfelf on the fpot. 

The fituation of thefe works is on an 
elevated plain, above the prefent bank of 
the Muikingum, on the eaft (ide, and about 
half a mile from its jundion %vith the Ohio. 
They confid of walls and mounds of earth 
in direct liiHis, and in fquare and circular 
forms* 

The largcft square port, by fome 
called /Z^r town^ contains forty acres, encom* 
pafled by a wall of earth from 6 to 10 feet 
high, and from 25 to 36 feet in breadth at 
the bafe. On each fide are three openings, 
at equal diftanccs, rcfembling twelve gate- 
ways, llie entrances at the middle are the 
largcft, particularly that on the fide next 
the Mufkingum. From this outlet is a 
COVERT WAY, formed of two parallel walls 
of earth, 231 feet diftant from each other, 
mcafuring from centre to centre. The 
\Yalls at the moft elevated part on the in«

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tide are 21 feet iu height^ and 42 in breadth 
at the bafe, but on the out(ide average only 
5 feet high* This forms a paflage of about 
360 feet in length, leading by a gradual 
defcent to the low grounds, where it prob- 
ably at the time of its conftrudlion readied 
the margin of the river. Its walls com- 
snence at 60 feet from the ramparts of the 
fort, and increafe in elevation as the way 
defcends towards the river ; and the bottom 
is crowned in the centre, in the manner of 
a well-formed turnpike road. 

Within the walls of the fort, at the 
northweft corner, is an oblong, elevated 
fquare, 188 feet long, 132 broad, and 9 
feet high ; level on the fummit, and nearly 
perpendicular at the lidcs. At the centre 
of each of the fides the earth is projeded, 
forming gradual afcents to the top, equally 
regular, and about 6 feet in width. 

Nkar ttie fouth wall is another elevated 
fquare, 150 feet by 120, and 8 feet high ; 
fiinilar to the other, excepting that inftead 
of an afcent to go up on the fide next the 
wall, there is a hollow way 10 feet wide 
leading 20 fpct towards the centre, and 
ihtn rifmg whli a.gradual flope to the top. 
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At tho foutheaft comer is a third derate 
ed fquare, 108 by 54 feet^ with afcents at 
the ends j but not fo high nor perfed at 
the two others* 

A LITTLE to the fouthweft of the centre 
of the foot is a circular mound, about 30 
feet in diameter and 5 in height} near 
which arc four fmal! excavations at equal 
diftances, and oppofite each othen 

At the fouthwcft corner of the fort is a 
femicircular parapet, crowned with a mound^ 
which guards the opening in tlic wall. 

Towards the foutheaft is a smaller 
FORT, containing twenty acres, with a gate- 
way in the centre of cacli fide and at each 
corner. Thcfc openings are defended with 
circular mounds* 

On the outfide of the fmallcr fort is a 
MOUND, in form of a fugar-loaf, of a mag- 
nitude and height which (Irike the be- 
holder with alloninuucnt* Its bafe is a 
regular circle 1 15 feet in diameter ; and its 
perpendicular altitude is 30 feet. It is fur- 
rouiidcd with a dhcli 4 feet deep and 15 
wide, and defended by a parapet 4 feet high, 
through ^vhieh is an opening or gate-way 
towards the fort 20 feet wide. 
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There are other wal^ moundsi itiil 
«xcavatioiM| lefs confpieuoui and eiitirei but 
exhibiting equal proofs of art and defigm 
Thefe, and other particulars^ will be beft 
underftood by the annexed drawings* 

The places called graves, are fmall 
mounds of earth, from foine of which hu« 
man bones have been taken* In one were 
found the bones, in their natural pofition, of 
a man buried nearly eaft and weft, with a 
quantity of ifinglafs^ on his bread* In the 
others the bones laid promifcuoufly, fome 
of them appeared partly burnt and calcined 
by fire, alfo (lonea evidently burnt, charcoal^ 
arrow-heads, and fragments of a kind of 
earthen ware* 

An opening being made at the fummit 
of the great conic mound, there were found 
the bones of an adult in an- horizontal pofu 
tion, covered with a flat ftonc* Beneath 
this ikeleton were thin ftoncs placed ver« 
tically at fmall and dlfiercnt diftaiices, but 
no bones were difcovered. That this ven« 
erable monument might not be defaced, the 
opening was clofcd without farther fcarcluf 

It b worthy of remark that the walltj 
and mounds were not thrown up from

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tlitcheSf but raifcil by bringing the earth 
from fomc diftancei or taking it up uni« 
formly from tlic furface of the plain* Tfie 
parapets were probably made of ecpial 
height and breadth, but the wafte of time 
has rendered them lower and broader ia 
fome parts than others* 

It is in vain to eonjcAure what tools or 
machinen were employed in the eon(lrue<» 
tion of thefe works ; hut there is no reafon 
to fuppofe that any of the implements were 
of iron. Plates of eopper have been found 
in fome of the mounds, hut they appear to 
be parts of armour. Nothing that would 
anfwcr the purpofe of a iliovel has ever 
been difcovered. Adverting to this eircum- 
(lance, hriw a(loni(hing mud be the con- 
llancy and paticnte neccflary to endure the 
tcdioufners and overcome the difficulty of 
fuch labours, and fucceed in fpite of the 
Uniitncfs of the inftiuments that were em- 
ployed ! 

At the commencement of the fettlcment, 
the whole of ihcfe works was covered with 
a protligious growth of trees. "When I 
arrived" fays Dr. Cutler, ** the ground 
was in part cleared, but many large trees 
remained on the walls and mounds. The 
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only poifible data fbr fomung any probable 
conjedure refpedtng the antiquity of the 
works, I conceived, mu(l be derived from 
the growth upon them. By the concen- 
tric circles, each of whicli denotes the an- 
nual growth, the age of the trees might be 
afcertained. For this purpofe a number of 
the trees were felled ; and, in the prefcnce 
of Governor St. Clair and many other gen- 
tlemen, the number of circles was carefully 
counted. The trees of the greateft fize 
were hollow^ In the largeft of thofe which 
were found, there were from three to four 
hundred circles. One tree fomewhat de- 
cayed at the centre, was found to contain, 
at lead, four hundred and ftxty-thrce circles. 
Its age was undoubtedly more than four 
hundred and fixty-thrce years. Other trees 
in a growing (late, were, from their appear- 
ance, much pldcr. Tlicre were likcwifc 
the ftrongcft marks of a previous growth as 
large as the prefent. Decayed (lumps could 
be traced at the furfacc of the ground, on 
different parts of the works, which meafur- 
cd from 6 to 8 feet in diameter. In one 
of the angles of a fquare, a decayed (lump 
mcafured 8 feet in diameter at the furfacc 
of the ground ; and though the body of the 
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tree was fo mouldered as fcarcely to be per- 
ceived above the furface of the earthi we 
were able to trace the decayed wood, under 
the leaves and rubbilh, nearly an hundred 
feet. A thrifty beech, containing one huiw 
dred and thirty-fix circles, appeared to have 
firfl vegetated within tlie fpace that had 
been occupied by an antienc predcbeflbr of 
a diflfcrent kind of wood. 

"Admitting the age of the prefent 
growth to be four hundred and fifty years, 
and that it had been preceded by one of 
equal fize and age, which, as probably as 
othcrwife, was not the firft, the works have 
been dcfcrted more than nine hundred years^ 
If they were occupied one hundred years, 
they were ereded more than a thoufand 
years ago/* 

The works at Marietta, although very 
capacious, arc not comparable either in 
height or extent to Tome others that have 
been difcovcrcd. About ninety miles far- 
ther up in the country, on a large plain, 
bounded by one of the weftem branches 
of the Mufkingum, are a train of antient 
works, nearly two miles in extent j the 
ramparts of which are yet. in fome places 
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upwards of eighteen feet perpendicular 
height. 

At Licking are very cxtenfivc works, 
fome of them different in conftntdion from 
thole at Marietta ; particularly fcveral cir- 
cular forts with but one entrance. They 
are formed of a parapet from 7 to 1 2 feet 
in height, without any ditch ; the interior 
being of the fume level with the plain on 
which they arc raifed. Forts of this kind, 
which are alfo found in other places, are 
from 3 chains to 15, and more, in diameter. 

Tin: RE are, alfo, large walls and mounds 
on the Great Miami and on the Scioto. 

On a fide !iiil at Wakkatomaka arc cir« 
cular bread-works and redoubts, rifing one 
above anolhcn 

That thcfc parapets were ercdlcd for 
defence, I think very probable ; indeed this 
has been a prcvuilinpj opinion. It is true, 
their prcfcnt height i;; not fuch as to fecure 
the bcficgcd from niilFile weapons ; but 
two circumflances have contributed to lowt 
cr them fcveral feet : il\, the gradual wafli-i 
ing away of the earth of which they arc 
compofed ; and idly, the filiing up of the 
interior, and the accretion of foil over the 
vyJiolw* lin r.icc of the pkiin by the annua\ 
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depofit of leaves and the decay of timl)er« 
Tlus accretion is evidenced by finding lop^s 
completely covered^ and the utcnfils^ l<c. 
of the anticnt pofleflTors 4 and 5 feet below 
the furfacc. Tliefe utenfils^ which lie 
pretty much on the fame Icvel^ are entirely 
diflcrent in kind and (hape from the (lone 
tools and flint arrow-heads of the northern 
Indians, which arc frcc|ucntly picked up on 
the furfacc : they undoubtedly belonged to 
a people better acquainted with the arts, and 
feem to have l)een made for other ufes than 
thofe of the later poffcflbrs of the region^ 
It is not unlikely, alfo, that thcfe ** fenced 
cities,** were rendered fecure by a wooden 
wall or palifadc on the top of the parapet ; 
and that the pafTages were gate-ways, pro- 
tcded by towers built over them. From 
one of thcfe to another is about two arrow* 
fliots ; fo that the archers in the towers 
would be able to defend the whole diftance 
of the wall between them j while thofe in 
front could ward oil'' the aflailants at the 
paflage. The ckvatcd fquarcs might be the 
foundations of larger towers and arfenals. 
Their vicinity to the walls agree with fuch 
a conjciliire* The excavations, or cavcs^ 
\vcrc lUuUubtcclly wells, now filled up; 
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vratcr being an eflcntial article in a befteged 
place.* Some of thcfe arc above 40 feet 
in diameter^ and about 5 feet in depth. 

1 KNOW that fome have conjedured that 
thcfe works were only sacred enclos* 
URES; and that the dcvdted fquares were the 
area of temples^ or places of sacrifice: 
and it mud be confcflcd that thcjr bear con* 
fidcrable rcfcmblance to thofe dcfcribed by 
Clavigero^ to which anticnt accounts in 
Mexico have attributed that appropriation. 

On a fubjcik where all is conjcchire, it 
is impofTible to form a decided opinion. 
That ophuon muft have the preference which 
has the mod probaoility in its favour. 
Allowing thcfe works to have been eredtcd 
by emigrants from the north of Afia, which 
I think has more than the fupport of proh* 
QhiUt)\ from the attcftation of correfpondcnt 
Jlrudluns in the country they lcft| and the

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intifiiations of Hjftory in the region where 
they finally fettled ; I fay, allowing them 
to have been eredcd by Afiatic emigrants, 
they mnft have been places of defence; 
for the journeying of thefe hordes was not 
the excurfion of a colony in fe^irch of a fct- 
tlement^but the flight of a difcomiitcd pco« 
pie before their purfuers. The Mexican 
annals teftify this. 

The fmaller mounds on the great plains 
are filled with bones, laid in various dircc« 
tionsi in an equal (late of decay, and appear 
to be piled over heaps of flain after fomc 
great battle. Whereas the larger mounds, 
near the fenced cities, are compofcd of ftrata, 
if I may fo fay, of bones in more regular 
order, of full-grown people and of infants, 
and in different (lages of decay ; and fcem 
formed of the bodies of fuch as died of fick- 
nefs, or were killed in occafional (kirmilhcs, 
at different times, and with intervals, per« 
haps, of fome years. In fome have been 
found plates of copper rivetted together, 
copper beads, various implements of (lone, 
and a very curious kind of porcelain.* 

* ^ Faom the great number of artiSciat mounds of 
eanh to be fcen through the fett]emcnt of the Natchcr, 
h mull at fome former period have been well populated. 
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None of the Indians who now inhabit thc^ 
regions have the art of making earthen ware^ 
much more of melting metals and forming 
them into ornaments ; nor have they any 
di(lin£t tradition tliat tlicir anccllors had. 
They regard ihcfe things when they find 
them, with the fanie fiirprife and curiofity 
as we do. It is true that in the voyage of 
Captains Amadas and Barlow to the 
coaft of Virginia in 15841 mention is made 
of earthen pots ufcd by the natives *• very 
large, whhe and fwcct s**^ but 1 fufpc^ 
they were not of their own manufudurei 
but the relics of a former and more liighly 
civilized race. This may alfo be true of 
the eopper beads which the Indians worc^ 
as related by Ve razz A no in liis voyage 
to Florida in I524.f Whereas it is well 
known that the Mexicans were (killed

I HAVE mentioned that the relics of the 
antient inhabitants are found fevend feet be* 
low the furface. While at Marietta I was 
careful to obferve the appearance of the foil 
where workmen were digging cellars ; and^ 
in feveral inftances^ found at the depth of 4 
and 5 feet fome evidences of former fet* 
tiers ; particularly in one inftance a well* 
laid hearth of flat ftones, with cinders of 
pit-coali cbarcoali ficc. At Watcrford, at a 
place where the river had undermined the 
bank, under the roots of a Sycamore (lump 
* whofe diameter was more than 4 feet, and 
5 feet below the furface^ I alfo difcemed a 
hearth. The ground on which the llones 
were laid was reddened by the heat, and 
coal and bones were above. The time for 
fuch an accumulation of foil, and for the 
growth of fo large a tree, muft have been 
many centuries. 

Among the antiquities of this territory 
(though without the limits of the State of

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Ohio) may alfo be mentioned tlie'-iNSCiiiP^ 
TIONS engraven on a large Ikatum of 
rocks, on the foutheaft fide of the river 
Ohio, about two miles below the mouth of 
Indbn or Ktng^s Creek, which empties into 
the Ohio fifty miles below Pittlburg. The 
greater part of the rocks lie nearly in a hor<« 
izontal direction, and fo clofe to the edge of 
the river, that at times the water entirely 
covers them« At the diftance of a few 
yards, however, from the bank of the river 
there are fcveral large mafles of the fame 
fpccics of rock, on which arc infcriptions 
alfo* Thefe, it is probable, have been for- 
merly attached to the horizontal ftratum, 
and have cither been removed by the hand 
of man, or by fome violent inundation of 
the river* It is, at lea(l, certain that the 
infcriptions upon both are of the fame kind, 
and there can be little doubt that they have 
both been engraven at the fame time.* 

Having given this (ketch of the anti*. 
quitics of this part of the country, I will 
endeavour to throw fome light upon their 
origin and authors.

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The Abbe Clavioero commences his 
hiftoiy of Mexico^ with an account of the 
Tohccasi the oldcft nation of which there 
is any account in that part of the world. 
He dcfcribes them as celebrated for their 
fupcrior civilization and fkill in allronomy 
and the arts* He fays that they undcrllood 
the method of calling gold and filvcr into 
whatever forms they pleafed^ and that they 
acquired the greateft reputation for the cut« 
ting of all kinds of gems* 

From the anticnt hiftorie paintings and 
traditions of this nation it appears, that, 
baniflied from their native country, they 
began an emigration in the year L Tecpatl, 
that is about the middle of the fixth cen- 
tury«f In the courie of their emigration 
they fomctimcs rcAcd but a (hort time at a 
place, and at other times tarried long, ere£t« 
ed them houfcs, and attended to the con* 
corns of agriculture. In this wandering 
manner did they travel, always foutbwards^

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for the (pace of one hundred and four years, 
till they arrived at a place to which they 
gave the name of Tollantzinco, about fifty 
miles to they eaft of that fpot where, fome 
centuries after, was founded the famous city 
of Mexico.* 

They appear to be a very numerous, 
enterprifing and powerful people. It may 
fcem, indeed, that one hundred and four 
years is hardly fufiicicnt for fo long a peri* 
{^rlnation, and for the crcdion of works of 
fuch extent and magnitude as thofe found 
through all the continent of America, as 
far as it has been difcovered, from the Lake 
of the Woods to Mexico, Let it, how- 
ever, be obfervcd, that the limited time, 
depending partly upon tradition and partly 
upon heiroglyphical annals, not accurately 
underftood eight hundred years after they 
were commenced, may not be cbromlogically 
cxad. The fact, however, of an emi- 
gration, at an early period^ from a more 
northern region, of a numerous and war- 
like people, cannot be doubted. That they 
ercded the fortifications and mounds as 
ihey progreffed onwards, feems highly 
probable. Like works and tumuli are

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found in Mexico ; and by the antient lii£> 
toriant are afcribed to the Toltecas. Being 
of a more recent date than thofe we have 
been dcfcribing, their contents are more 
perfect ; the vafes and other implements 
are more entirci and the bones are not fo 
much decayed. Like the mounds in the 
more northern regions, they contain a ya« 
riety of valuable articles which were inter* 
red with the dead. Hence the hiftorians 
of the difcovery of America remark that 
^*the infatiahle avarice of the conquerors 
of Peru and Mexico, rifled the antient In« 
dian fcpulchrcs of the gold and jewels [bi« 
joux] of which they were full.*** 

Admitting the date given by Clavigero 
as an authority, and fuppoHng the journey 
to have commenced in the year of Chrift 
544, and that they reached the Muikingum 
53 years afterwards ; we fliall be carried 
back 1209 years from the prefcnt, (1803.) 
The calculation of Dr. Cutler upon the age 
of the trees makes 900 years, which allows 
309 years for the ibreft to have darted up 
after the places were forfaken. 

As the fcpulchral mounds of the antient 
Mexicans rctcmbled thofe of which we are

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treating, fo their fortifications are of the 
fame flrudture, Qavigero declares, •* It it 
certain and indubitable from the depofitions 
made by Cortez and all thofe who faw the 
antient cities of that empire, that the Mex« 
icans and all the neighbouring nations liv* 
ing in fbcieties, raifcd walls, baflions, pali« 
fades, ditches, and intrenchments for their 
defence. It is true fuch fortifications were 
not comparable to thofe of the Europeans, 
becaufe neither was their military architec- 
ture perfeded, nor had they occafion to 
cover themfelves from artillery, of which 
they had no experience or conception : but 
they gave plain proofs of their induftry in 
inventing many difiercnt kinds of expedi- 
ents to defend themfelves from their native 
enemies/'* Speaking in another place of 
the Mexican antiquities in the rojral ar* 
moury at Madrid, he fays, ** We are cer* 
tain, from the teftimony of all the writers 
of Mexico that thofe nations ufed fuch 
plates of copper in war, and that they cov- 
ered their breads, their arms, and thighs 
with them to defend themfelves from ar- 
rows;*' Differs vi. 
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In conaexioQiinth the warlike chander , 
md military gemus of the Toltecas, it may 
be mentioned that^ ^ Tendille, a Mexican^ 
remarking a partly gilt bclmet of one of 
Cortez*8 fddiers^ obferved that it refembled 
one which had belonged to their ancellors^ 
and which was placed on the head of their 
god Huitzilopochtli ; and therefore exprelT- 
ed a wi(h to carry it to Montezuma* Ac- 
cordingly Cortcz gave it to him/** 

Having defcribed the elevated mounds^ 
fquarcs, and forts ii> the weftera parts of 
North America, and in Mexico ; it may 
be well to inquire if Aich are found in any 
other part of the world, and whether we 
may not thus difcover whence America was 
firft peopled. For this purpofe I have coU 
ledted the following documents. 

Thc moft early accounts which hiftory 
affords of thefe kind of tumuli, is in the 
Melpomene of Herodotus, c^jk Where 
it is faid that ^^ the fepulchrcs of the Scythian 
kings are in the country of the Gerrhians, 
who live in the remoteft parts of Scythia, 
where the Boryfihenes is firft known to be 
navigable.** ** They lay the king in the 
fcpulchre prepared for him, upon a bed,

gether with the cup-besu'er, the cook^ the 
groom, the waiter, his horfes, and the 
choiceft of his effeds. To thcfe they add 
eups of gold ; for filver and brafs are not 
ufed among them. This done, they throw 
up tbe earth with great care, and endeavour 
to ratfe a mound as high as pojftble^^ Here 
we receive the beft and moft antient account 
of the Scythian mode of fepulture ; and it 
refers us to the very regions where multi- 
tudes of thefe mounds exift at this day. 

Olaus Wormius fays, thefe fepulchral 
barrows are works of no flight labour or 
fmall expenfe. The length of time, the 
number of people, aiid the toil beftowed 
upon their conftrudion, rude as they may 
appear, mark ftrongly tlie zealous efforts 
which they employed to do honour to the 
deceafed, and to perpetuate the glory of 
their princes, heroes, and benefadlors.^

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PbrINCSKIOLD defcribes feveral of the 
(ame kind in Sweden, particularly a large 
one at Upfal, one hundred and fifty yards 
in circumference, and thirty yards high ; 
the anti<iuity of which he fuppofes to be at 
Jcaft three thoufand years.* 

M. CociiERELL gives an account of 
a Gaulilh monument of fimilar flrudurc 
and contents in Normandy. Stone axes, 
wrought to the fined edge ; fpears, lances, 
arrow-heads, &c. were found among the 
bones it contained. f 

Tor FEUS relates:): that Odinus brought 
the firft urns into the northern regions, in- 
troduccd there the cuftom of burning the 
dead, of putting the mod valuable things 
of the deceafed into the grave with their 
alhes, and of ere£ting monuments and of 
laying ftones over the fepulchrcs of the mod 
eminent perfuns. On this occafion he 
quotes SxtPHANUS in thefc words : *VPri- 
mitus namque dcfunflis juda folvituri in 
campo [flano, juxta Reg^am, aut dcfundi

defcription both as to the ftones and the 
dimenftons* 

^^Thb Ruflians call thefe fcpulchres 
Bogri or Mnlignll ; and vaft numbers of 
them are found in Siberia and in the deferts 
which border on that government fouth* 
wards. In thefe tombs are found all forts 
of velTels^ums, ornaments, trinkets^ cime* 
tars, daggers, plates, medals, and jewels of 
gold, filver, &c* The graves of the poorer 
fort have likewife fuch things in them of 
copper and brafs, arrows, ficc/* 

^^ As to the graves themfelves they are of 
diflerent ftrudures. Sortie are only raifed 
up of earth as high as houfes, and placed 
fo near together and in fuch number on the 
fpacious plains, that, at a didance, they ap« 
pear like a ridge of hills. Others are fet 
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iottiidwltlifougli1iewiiftDiiei,aiidfomewitli 
iqiure free-ftonet* and axe other of an oIh 
long or a triangular form. In ibnie placet 
thefe tombs are endrely butit with ftone.— 
Hence we find in the antient maps of Tar- 
tary the Greater a number of pounds called 
** the pjrramidical fepulchres of the Tarta- 
rian kings ;*' by which they muft needs 
mean thefe monuments, though they are 
not fo properly pyramids.*** 

In the 5th volume of the French trsnfla- 
tion of the travels of Profeflbr Pallas is 
a long and ctrcumftanttal account of thefe 
antient monuments.t 

M. Db Stehlin, fecretary to the Impe> 
rial Academy at Peterfburg, declares that 
there is not one inftance of the tumuli be- 
Sng found tO the northward of latitude 58*. 

They are of all dimenfions. The cir- 
cumference of fome is 30 Ruffian toifes, 
others 50, 1 00, and even 500 toifes. Thek 
altitudes are atfo various ; firom 5 to 6, is,

Historians and JournaUds make men* 
tion of tlicfe tumuli, wiili fcveral particulars 
concerning them. 

M, STRAiiLENDUitOi in his Hi(lory of 
RufHa and Tartary, p. 4, relates that, in the 
year 1720, fome RufFian regiments, being 
fcnt from Tobot(ki| the capital of Sibcriai 
up the river Irtilh, to the great plains, or 
deferts, found in the tumuli there many 
ornamental antiquities, as they like wife did 
on the weftern boundary of the defert, be- 
tween the rivers Tobol and Ifchim. He 
farther mentions, p* 235, that Scythian 
antiquities arc annually brought from the 
pagan tombs which lie on each fide the river 
Irti(h,on the dcfcrts of theCalmuckTartars } 
and in p. 330, that a vaft number of molt- 
en images, and other things, in gold, filver, 
and other metals, have been brought from

the Slberlkn and Tartarian tombi ) fomt of 
i¥hlch he has engraved In hli Hiftory* 

Mr* BsLLt in vol L p* aop of his jour^^ 
ney from Peteriburg to Pekin, informs us 
that eight or ten days journey from Tomiky 
fituate on the river Tom, (which falls into 
the Oby and empties itfclf into the Frozen 
Oceani in latitude 53 and 54 northf and 
which makes the northeaft boundary of the 
great dcfcrt mentioned above by Strahten* 
burg) are found many tombs and burying- 
places of anttcnt heroes as reported, who 
probably fell In battle ; but when and bc« 
tween whom, and upon what occafion thefe 
battles were fought is not fo certain* The 
account which Mr. Dell received from the 
Tartars in the Daraba, is that Tamerlane 
had many engagements with the Calniuck 
Tartars in this country, whom he in vain 
attempted to fubdue* Many perfons go 
every fummcr from Tomfky to thcfe tu- 
muli, and find confidcrable quantities of 
gold, filvcr, and brafs, and (bme precious 
ftoncs, among the aflies and remains of dead 
bodies ; alfo hilts of fwords, armour, oraa« 
ments for faddles and bridles, and other 
trappings ; with the bones of thofe animals 
to which the other belonged, among which 
are the bones of elephants. 



From thefe circumftances it appean that 
when any Chief, or perfon of diftihdion, 
was interred, it was ufual to bury in the 
iame tumulus with him his arms and fay« 
ourite horfe, &c And this euftom, which 
b reputed to be of great antiquity, prevails 
at this day among the Calmucks and other 
Tartarian hordes. 

The borderers upon thefe deferts hare 
for years continued to dig for the treafure 
depoAted in thefe tumuli, which ftill how* 
ever remains uncxhaufted. The Ruffian 
Court being informed of thefe depredations, 
fent a principal officer with fuificient troops 
to open fuch of thefe tumuli as were too 
large for the marauding parties to under- 
take, and to fccure their contents. The 
officer, upon taking a furvey of the hum« 
berlefs monuments of the dead fpread over 
this vafl defert, concluded that the barrow 
of the largefl dimenfions mod probably 
contained the remains of the Prince or 
Chief; and he was not miflaken ; for, after 
removing a very deep covering of earth and 
ilones, the workmen came to three vaults 
conflrudted of flones of rude workmanfhip ; 
containing the bones, habiliments, and rich 
ornaments, armour, &c, &c. of the Chief* 
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A particular account of this tumulus by 
Mr. Dbrmidopp at PeteHbui|;» accompa* 
nied with four large drawings of the anti« 
qutties, is infcrted in the iecond volume of 
the Archeologia. 

The fituation^ conftrufkion^ form^ and 
general contents of thefe Aliatic tumuli and 
the antient American mounds^ are To fim- 
ilar that there can be no helitation in afcrib- 
ing them to the fame people. 

Other ftrong reafons for believing that 
the aborigines of America were defcendants 
from the antient Scythians; and pafled into 
this continent from the eaftem parts of 
A(la^ arc9 that many of the cuftoms of the 
Scythians are ftill in ufe among the Indian 
tribes ; in particular that oil fcalplng their 
prifonerS) and of putting them to death by 
a variety of ingenious and protraAed tor* 
tures* They have many things^ alfo^ in 
common with the Tartar tribes of Afia ; z% 
the fabric and (Irudure of birch canoes ; 
the method of marching in what we call 
** Indian file ;" and the conftruAion of im«* 
plements of war^ and inftruments of the 
chafe. Whereas the northern na« 
TiONSi by whom they fecm to have been 
encroached upon and gradually expelled 
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from the firft fettlements they made^ till 
they were finally driven into Mexico and 
Peru, mod probably migrated from the 
northweft parts of Europe. This feems 
probable from the different cliaraAer and 
pliyfiognoray difcoverable in the people 
who have emigrated from the northeafl ex-> 
tremity of the American continent 

CuriofitlesJ\ In the bank of the Ohio 
river, about one hundred and thirty miles 
above its jundion with the MiHIfippi, is a 
large Cave called by the Indians ** the bab^ 
Italian of the Great Spirit. ^^ The following 
defcription of it was taken on the fpot by 
a gentleman of obfcrvation. •* For about 
three or four miles before you come to tliia 
place, you arc prcfcntcd with a fcenc truly 
romantic. On the Indian fide of the river 
you fee large ponderous rocks piled one 
upon another, of difFcrcnt colours, fhape, 
and fizes* Some appear to have gone 
through the hands of the moll fkilful artift j 
fome reprefent the ruins of antient edifices ; 
others thrown promilcuoufly in aild out of 
the river, as if nature intended to fliew us 
with what cafe Ihc could handle thofe 
mountains of folid rock« You fee again 
purling flreams winding their coiirfe down 
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their nigged front ; whofe appearance in 
a moon-light nighty added to the murmur- 
ing noife they occadon, is tndy beautiful^ 
though it rather difpofcs the mind to To- 
Icmnity : while others project fo far that 
they fecm ahnofl difpoicd to leave their 
doubtful fituation. After a fmall relief 
from this fcene, you come to a fecond^ 
which isfomcthing funilar to the firfl ; and 
herC| with llriiSk fcrutiny you difcover the 
cave. Before its mouth ftands a delightful 
grove of c>T)refs trces^ arranged immedi- 
ately on the bank of the river. They have 
a fine appearance, and add much to the 
cheerfulncfs of the place. The mouth of 
the cave is but a few feet above the ordi- 
nary level of the river, and is formed by a 
fcmicircular arch of about eighty feet at its 
bafc and twenty-five feet in hcijjht, the top 
projeiSking confiderably over, fornung a reg- 
ular concave. From the entrance to the 
extremity, which is about one hundred and 
eighty feet, it h.i8 a regular and gradual af- 
cent. On either fide is a folid bench of 
rock ; the arch coming to a point about the 
middle of the cave, \v!iere you difcover 
an opening fufficiently large to receive the 
body of a man, through which comes a

fmall ftream of very dear and welUtafted 
wateft which is made ufe of by thofe wha 
vilit this place. From this hole a fecond 
cave is dUcovered^ whofe dimenfions^ 
fomii &c. are not known. The rock is of 
lime-ftone. The fides of the cave are 
filled with infcriptions^ names of perfons^ 
datesi &c** 

The immenfe Prairies may be clafled 
among the natural curiofities of this coun* 
try. They are of two kinds : Fir^y large 
level fpots of ground, where for feveral ' 
miles there is no rife of the furface, nor 
any other vegetation than weeds, a coarfe 
grafs, and cane. Thcfe grow luxuriantly^ 
often higher than a man^s head. The foil 
is deep and rich ; but, being of a clayey 
nature, retains the water after heavy rains, 
fo as to appear flooded. In feme are little 
clumps of trees on higher ground, which 
are called iflands. Herds of Buffaloes are 
feen grazing oh thele plains; fometimes 
more than a hundred head together. 

These prairies may have been occafioned 
by the exciccation of lakes or vaft moraflcs. 

The fecond kind are fimilar level fpots, 
but not in the low lands : Thefe are rather 
immenfe plains, of a black foil, which at 
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cmee tbfocbt the rain tlut Ms upoa it, fo 
at never to be muddf. Thefe entirely re- 
femble the "^^Jieppes in the upper parts of 
RuiSa and Siberia, which are defcribed as 
** exteniive plains, dry, elevated, and defti- 
tute of water ; there is not a folitary ihiub 
to be feen on them, much lefs any wood, 
but they are covered with a coarfe kind of 

There are alfq found open cleared fpou 
on the fummits of hills^ called ^ Buffaloe 
heatsl^ becaufe fuppofed to be occafioncd 
by the refort of thofe animals thither in fly 
time. 

The vaft flights of pigeons in this coun- 
try feem incredible. But there is a large 
foreft in Waterford^ containing feveral hun- 
dred acres, which has been killed in conie- 
quence of their lighting upon it during the 
autumn of i8oi. Such numbers lodged 
upon the trees that they broke oflf large 
Umbs } and the ground below is covered, 
and in fome places a foot thick, with their 
dung, which has not only killed all the un-

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dcrgrowtliy but all the trees are as dead as 
if tlicy had been girdled.* 

In eonnexion with tliU I may mention 
a large coMcdion of fcathcrB, found within 
a hollow tree, which I examined with the 
Rev. Mr. Story, May i8, 1803. It is 
in the upjKT part of Waterford, about two 
miles dillant from the Muikingum. A 
very large fycamorci whichi through age, 
had dct'aycd and fatkn down^ contuincd in 
Its hollow trunki live and a half feet In 
diameter and for nearly fifteen feet up- 
wards, a mafs of decayed feathers, with a 
fmall admixture of brownilh du(l and the 
exuvies of various infcdls. The feathers 
were fo rotten that it was impoflible to de-

They were lefs than thofe of the pigeon | 
and the largcft of them were like the pinion 
and tail feathers of tlie fwallow. 

I EXAMINED earcfuUy this aftonifliing 
colle£kion| in the hope of finding the bones 
and billsi but could not diftinguifh any. 

Tub treci with fomc remains of its an- 
tieut companions lying around^ was of a 
growth preceding that of tlic neighbouring 
foreft. Near iti and even out of its mould- 
ering ruinS| grow thrifty trees of a fize 
which indicates two and three hundred 
years of age. 

One circumftance which niakes me fup« 
pofe thefe the plumage of one vaft flock of 
birds which took up winter quarters in this 
trcC| and perifhed there ; and not the moult« 
ings of annual vifitors^ is, that the feathers 
at the top were as much decayed as thofe 
at the bottom. As the trunk had fplit in 
falling down, I was able to examine the 
whole mafs and found it of uniform appear* 
ance throughout. We judged thefe were 
enough to have fdled two waggons. 

The /alt licks are among the naturiat cu« 
riofitics of this country. I tailed of fcveral 
which I thought much ftrongcr than fca« 
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watcn Thofe near the Scioto are copieiMt 
and the falt-works they fupply are very 
produdive. 

It is in the neighbourhood of Aich licki 
that To many of the hones of the Mammoth 
arc found. There arc fimilar falt-fpringt 
in the northern regions of Afia^ and there 
alfo are found the bones of the huge ani* 
ma! whofc hidory has excited fo much 
fpccuIation« 

The petrifying qualities of fome fprings 
near the rapids in tlic Oliio liave already 
been mentioned. 

G6t;^r///^^/r/.] Previously to becoming 
a feparatc State^ the Territory was tinder the 
jurifdiftioii of a Governor, appointed by 
Congrefs, whofe commiflion was to con« 
tinue in force for three years ; a Secre« 
TARY, appointed alfo by Congrcfs for four 
yearSi who was to make a record of all the 
Laws, A As, &c. paifed by the Lcgiflature, 
atid tranfmit authentic copies of them every 
fix months to the Secretary of Ck>ngrefs { 
and a Court, confiding of three Judges, 
with common law jurifdiAion, and com« 
mifllons to continue in force during good 
beha^otir. 
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Thi GoTcraor and Judges^ or a major* 
ity of them might adopt and publifh in the 
Di(lri£t Aich laws of the original States^ 
criminal and civil, as were deemed ncccf- 
fary and bed Aiitcd to the eircumftancei of 
the Ditlrifky and report them to (longrcfst 
whichi if approved^ (hould be in force. 

Tub Governor wan Commander in Chief 
of the militia^ and had the appointment and 
commiflion of all officers below the rank of 
General officers } the latter being appointed 
and commiffioned by Congrefs. And^ pre* 
vious to the organization of the General 
AfTcmbly, he had the appointment of all 
fuch magiftrates and other civil officers in 
each county and townfhip as were necef^ 
fary } but after the General AfTembly was 
organizedi the powers and duties of magif* 
trates and other civil officers were regulated 
and defined by them* He was alfo to lay 
out towns and counties. 

The General Assembly confided of 
the Governor^ Legiflative Council of five 
members to continue in office five years, 
and a Houfe of Reprefcntatives. The Le- 
giflative Council were clewed by the Houfe 
of Reprefcntatives and commiffioned by 
Congrefs. The General Aflembly made 
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laws, &C. and elcded a member to Con« 
grcfs.* 

This Territorial Government was over 
the whole Territory northweft of the Ohio, 
including the three States planned bjr Con* 
grefs ; and the Territory was to be admit«« 
ted as a State into the Union whenever it 
ihould contain 60^000 free inhabitants. 
This adniiflion took place April 28, i8o2.f 
In confequcnce of this, the State of Ohio 
formed and adopted a CoNSTiTUTiONf 
which is printed in the Appendix. 

HiJloryS\ On the 2d of January, 1781, 
the LegiHature of Virginia made a ceflion to 
the United States of the territory belonging 
to that State north wed of the Ohio ;:|: with 
the following refervations : i. That the 
French and Canadian inhabitants and other 
fettlers of the Kaflcafkias, St. Vincents, and 
the neighbouring villages who had profeffed 
themfclves citizens of Virginia, fhould have

thdr pofleffions and titles confinned tlienu 
8. That CoL Geofge Rogen Claike, and 
tlie officers and foldiers who planned and 
executed the fecret expedition hy which the 
Britifh pofts were reduced, ihould recdve 
for that iervice a grant of land, not exceed- 
ing 150,000 acres, on the northweft Hde of 
the Ohio ; and 3. That in cafe the quan- 
tity appropriated for the Virginia troops on 
the foutheaft of the Ohio, upon the waters 
of Cumberland river, and the Green river 
and Tenneflee river, prove infufficient for 
their legal bounties, the deficiency be made 
up and laid off in good lands on the north- 
weft fide of the Ohio, between the rivers 
Scioto and Little MiamL 

This ceflion of the Territory, with the 
refervations aforefaid, was accepted by Con- 
grefs, Septembor 13, 1783. 

In the following year peace was made 
between the Indians and the United States 
at Fon M*IntoIh ; in which the Indians 
gave up the country upon the Muikingum, 
Sdoto, and Great and Litde Miami riven, 
as a confideration for former difagreements 
and to produce future tranquillity. 

An ordinance of Congrefs was pafled. 
May 20, 1785, for funreying a number of 
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townflups, of fix miles fquare to be defig«* 
tutted by lines ranning due north and 
fouth^ and others croffing thefe at right an«« 
gles. The iirft north and fouth line was to 
begin on the river Ohio9 at a point eorref* 
ponding with the fouthem boundary line 
of the State of Pennfylvania ; extending 
thence to Lake Erie. Agreeably to this 
Jevcfi ranges of town/bips wtrc laid out 

The Map I have given of the Military 
Traff^ is a furvey of the lands granted by 
Congrefs in the Refolves paflfed on the i6th 
and 1 8th of September, 177^9 ^^^ ^^ the 
lathof Augufti 17809 to certain officers and 
foldiers of the late continental army; and 
on the 22d of September^ 1780, to certain 
officers in tlie hofpital department 

The Virginia Refervation contains the 
tra£k which that State rcferved to itfclf for 
a compenfation to the officers and foldiers 
^^ in the late revolutionary war, when it ceded 
its claims to the weftera territory to the 
United States* Thefe lands are defined in 
the Ad^ of Congrefs pafled AuguH lo, lypo, 
and the Amendment June 9, 1794* 

On the 25th of January, 1786, Generals 
Putnam and Tupper of the late Ameri- 
can atm^i inferted ia the public prints an 
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tddrds to the officers and foldien who were 
by an A€t of Congre^ entitled to a militarf 
grant of land in the territory northweft of 
the river OhiO| and to others who might 
be induced to become fettlerSt propofing 
an ailbciation by the name of ^ The Ohio 
Company,** to unite in a petition to Con* 
grefs for a location of their lands. In 
confequence of which a general meetings 
compofed of delegates from feveral coun« 
ties in Maflfachufetts, was held in Bofton, 
March i, 1 7861 when the propofed alTocis^ 
tion was formed. They voted to raife 
a fund in continental certificates to the 
amount of one million of dollars^ in order to 
purchafe lauds in the weftem territory of 
the United States: and five Diredors, a 
Treafurer and a Secretary, were appointed 
to manage the bufinefs of the afibciadon. 
Apiplication having been made to 
Congrefs in behalf of the Company for the 
purchafe of lands by the Rev. Manasseh 
Cutler and the Hon. Winthrop Sar« 
OBANT, Efq. a contraift was executed and 
figued at New-York on the ayth of Novem« 
her, lySji They were to have 1,500,000 
acres for a million of dollars, in what was 
called final fcttlement certificates } one half 
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of the purchafe money to be paid down^ 
and a patent to be given on the payment 
of the othor moiety. 

The traft of land thus purchafed was 
bounded eaft on the weft boundary of the 
feventh range ; foutherly on the Ohio river ; 
wefterly on the weft boundary of the feven- 
teenth range ; and to extend north fo far 
that an eaft and weft line for its north 
boundary fhould include, over and above 
the lands to be paid for, the following trads, 
▼iz. two complete townfliips for the founda« 
tion of an Univerfity ; a fedion, or mile 
iquare in each townfhip, or fradional town« 
ihip, [viz. Na i6.] for the fupport of pub* 
lie fchools within the fame ; fedion No. 29, 
for the fupport of religion ; and fedions 
No. 8, 1 1, and 26, referved for the future 
diljpofition of Congrefs. 

Provision was nude in the contraft 
for the Company^s immediately entering 
on 750,000 acres ; bounded as follows; 
viz. Eaft oh the weft boundary of the 
fevendi range ; foutherly on the Ohio ; 
weft on the weft bound of the fifteenth 
range ; and extending northerly as afore- 
laid for quantity. 
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Cm account of the rife of public fccuritict 
a number of the fubfcribers declined mak* 
ing thdr payments. This with other cir* 
cumftances induced the Diredors in March^ 
1 79^1 to petition Congrefs for a modifica* 
don of their contrad ; and, by an AQ» en- 
titled ** An Ad authorizing Uie grant and 
conveyance of certain lands to the Ohio 
0>mpany of afTociates,** pafled the 21ft of 
April following, the Prefident of the United 
States was authorized to ifliie letters pattint 
for three feveral trads, viz. Firft, for the 
750,000 acres, bounded as before nientipn* 
ed, ^* bcfides the feveral lots and parcels of 
land in the (aid contrad re(ervcd and appro- 
priated to particular purpofes.*V Secondly, 
a trad of 214,285 acres, to be paid for in 
army bounty rights. Thirdly, 100,000 
acres to be given to adual fettlers in lots of 
100 acres each, &c. The two lad trads 
to be laid out within the boundary of the 
1,500,000 originally contraded for. 

In purfuance of this Ad, the Diredors 
of the Company paid the army land war* 
rants into the Treafury, and Uie Prefident 
iffued letters patent for the three trads, 
bearing date loth of May, 1792. 
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In November, 17871 arrangemenu were 
snude for fending forward, at the expenfe 
of the Company, furveyorni arttlicen, and 
common labourers, amounting to forty^fix 
men, under the fuperintendence of General 
RuFUS Putnam, for the purpofe of com- 
mencing tlie furvey, ercding places of 
defence, if found ncceflary, and providing 
houfes or cabins for the reception of the 
iirft fettlers« Part of this detachment eol« 
le£tcd at Danvers, in the State of Maflachu* 
fctts, and began their march the beginning 
of December. Another party aflcmbled at 
Hartford in Connecticut the lirft of Janu- 
ary, 1788. Sumriirs ferry on the Y«hi- 
ogany river, thirty miles above Pittfburg, 
was pitched on to build their boatSt The 
winter wat* very fcverc, and they were not 
able to dcfccnd the river until the lilt of 
April. They arrived at Marietta the 7th j 
cleared the ground, and pitched their camp 
on the eaft bank of the Muikingum at its 
confluence whh the Ohio. 

Tins is the commencement of the fettle- 
mcnt, not only of Marietta and the Com- 
pany's purchafe, but of what now forms 
the State of Ohio. 
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Thbrb wu before this time a garriTon 
of foldiers on the weft bank of the Muf^ 
kingunii but there were no fettlcri or in« 
habitants in the State of Ohio except In-* 
dian% two Moravian towns^ and a few trc& 
paflers on public lands* 

In the months of May and June Gov« 
ernor St. Clair^ Judges Parsons and 
Varnum^ arrived and entered upon the 
duties of their refpedive oflices. Two 
families, alfo, arrived within this period^ 
with a number of men for the purpofe of 
preparing for the removal of their families. 

In September the 6rft Court of Quarter 
Seflions and Common Pleas was held* 
And, by the firft of December, befidcs (in- 
gle men, and others for the purpofe of 
building cabins for the reception of their 
families, about twenty families had arrived. 

In December, 178B, the agents of the 
C«ompany rcfolved that 100 acres out of 
each right (hould be appropriated for the 
purpofe of eftablilhing fcttlements in the 
diflcrcnt parts of the purchafe } to be grants- 
cd in 100 acre lots to fuch pcrfons as (hould 
ered block^houfei, &c« and make certain 
improvements. Under thefe regulations, 
by the 3otli of OAober, 1789, when aliout 
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ninety families had arrived^ nine diftinft 
aflbdations^ amounting to two hundred and 
fifty fettlers, had been formed : and by De« 
cember, 1790, fettlements had commenced 
or improvements been made in all but 
one. That is to fay, two fettlements at 
Bellepr6, one at Newbury, (now a part of 
Bellepr^,) and one at Wolf Creek. 

In the year 1 790 a fcttlemcnt commence 
ed at the forks of Duck Creek ; one at the 
mouth of Mcig^s Creek, thirty miles up the 
Mulkingum ; one at Big Bottom, ten miles 
farther up that river, (dcRroycd January a, 
1791,) and one at Amberfon^s Bottom, 
about forty miles down the Ohio. 

The 100,000 acres granted by Congreft 
10 1792 for donation purpofes, prevented 
the Company from making any facrificc of 
land ; and alfo in fome meafure, it may be 
prcfumed, ferved as an inducement to per* 
fons to remain in the fettlements and others 
to come into it However, in July, I793> 
when the Diredors of the Company made 
an aiTignment of donation lands to the 
adual fettlers, there were found but two 
hundred and thirty males of eighteen years 
old and upward within the Company^ 
purchafe, except the French people and a 
few others at Gallipolis. 
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ttt die yor 1 8o3» the taxable potti, yAL 
nakt dr twenty-one yean of age and ttp> 
ward, within the Compan/t puixhaii^ 
amounted to 1073. 

Shtcb oftbt Wan and trtaiut vnth the 
fudiatts,*} Although pardal treaties of 
conventions were formed with ibme of the . 
northern and weftem tribes in the years 
1775 and 1776, yet thofe treaties were too 
feeble to relift the powerful impulfes of a 
contrary nature, arifing from a combination 
of circumiUuccs at that time ) and accord* 
Ingly all tlie various Indian nations, (the 
Oneidas, Tu(caroras, and a few individuals 
of the Delawares excepted) lying on our 
frontiers from Georgia to Canada, armed 
againft us. 

As foon as the war with Great Britain 
ceafed, meafurcs were taken for efieding a 
peace with the hoftile tribes. 

In 1784 a treaty was held and peace 
concluded with the Six Nations, at Fort 
Stanwix ) and in the month of January of 
the following year another treaty was form*

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ed with the weftem tribeSf (the Wyftndotff^ 
Delawafe8|Ottawa8, and Chippewas) at Fort 
M^Intofliy on the Ohio. During the fame 
year (1785) treaties were concluded at 
Hopewell on the Keowee, with all the 
powerful tribes bi the fouth, (the Chcro* 
kees^ the Chodlaws and Chippewas) except- 
ing the Creeks : and in January, 17861 a 
treaty was made with the Shawanefc, at 
the confluence of the Great Miami with 
the Ohio. But in confcquence of fome 
uneannefles and complaints excited among 
the IndianSi Congrefs dircded, October 5, 
1787, that *• a general treaty fliould be held 
with the tribes of Indians within the limits 
of the United States, inhabiting the coun- 
try northweft of the Ohio and about Lake 
Erie; for the purpofe of knowing the 
caufes of their diflatisfadtion, of regulating 
trade, and amicably fettling all affairs don- 
eerning lands and boundaries between them 
and the United States.** 

To defray the cxpenfes of this treaty, to 
procure by well-authenticated conveyances 
the extindion of the Indian claims to lands 
they had already ceded to the United States^ 
and to extend the purchafe l)eyond the 
limits agreed upon in former treaties, Oon« 
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greft appropriated the Aim of aoiooo doU 

lars in addition to 14,000 granted before. 

Accordingly new treaties were held 

at Fort Harmar the latter part of tlie year 

1788, and concluded on the 9th of January^ 

1789, with a reprefentation of all the Six 
or nortlicm Nations, the Mohawks except* 
ed ; and with the Wyandots, Delawares, 
Ottawas, Chippewas, Pottiwattamies, and 
Sacks. 

According to thcfe treaties the bound* 
ary line between the United States and the 
Indian pofleflions is thus defcribcdi ^ bcginp» 
ning at the mouth of the Cay ahoga (which 
falls into the fouthemmoft part of Lake 
Erie) and running up the river to the pprt« 
age between that and the Tufcarora (or 
noftheaft) branch of the Muikingum ; then 
down the faid branch to the forks, at tlie 
crofling place above Fort St. Lawrence; 
then wedwardly toward tlie portage of the 
Great Miami, to the main branch of that 
river; then down tlie Miami, to the fork 
of that river next below the old Fort, which 
was taken by the French in 1752 ; thence 
due weft to the river De la Panfc (a branch 
of the Wabath,) and down that river to 
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theWabaflu*** To the trad comprehends 
cd within th«fe Umits the Indians letioK 
quiihed all claim { and admitted that thdr 
title to the lower country, between the Wa- 
bafh and the Illinois, was formerly ceded 
to the French. 

We mud, however, recoiled that though 
meflages were fent to the Wyandots and 
Pelawares, in 1784, inviting them and theic 
neighbours the Miamis to meet the Conui 
milIioners,firft atCayahoga^ and afterwards 
at Fort M*Intoih, they did not attend. 

In the year 1785 thefe invitations were 
repeated ; but the meflengers, upoii their 
arrival at the Miami village, had theit 
horfes ftolen, were otherwife treated with 
Infolence, and prevented fulfilling their 
miifion. 

New endeavours were ufed in 1787 and 
17S8 to bring thofe Indians to treat ; they 
were urged to be prefent at the treaty ap« 
pointed to be held at Fort Harmar; but. 
thefe endeavours proved as fruitle^ as any 
of the former. 

At a Council of the tribes, convened in 
1788 at the Miami river, theMianu and 
Wabafh Indians were prefled to repsdr to

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tlie treaty with gcax caroeftacTs by the 
chiefs of the Wyaodou and DeUwares | 
the Wyandot chiefs particularly prefented 
them vnih a large belt of wampum, holding 
one end of it themfelves and offering the 
other to the hoftile Indians, which was re^ 
fufed* The Wyandots then laid it on the 
(houlders of a principal chief, recommend^ 
ing him to be at peace with the Americans ; 
but, without maldng any anfwer, he leaned 
himfelf, and let it fall to the ground* This 
fo difpleafed the Wyandots that they imrne* 
diately left the council houfe. 

In the mean time the frontier fettleinents 
were difquieted by frequent depredations 
and murders, as the complaints of their in* 
habitants of the pacific forbearance of gov* 
crnment were loud, repeated, and dillrefling* 
Their call for protedion was inceflant, till 
at length they appeared determined by their 
own efforts to endeavour to retaliate the \n^ 
juries they were continually receiving, aiid 
which had become intolerable. 

In this flate of things it was indifpenfable 
for government to make fomc deciftve tx* 
ertion for the peace and fecutity of the 
frontier. 
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NoTWiTHSTANDiNO the 111 fuccefs of 
former experiments^and the invincible fpirit 
of animodty which had appeared in certain 
tribes, and which was of a nature to juftify 
a perfuafion that no impreflion could be 
made upon them by pacific expedients, it 
was dill deemed advifable to make one 
more eflliy. 

Accordingly in April, 1790, Anthony 
Gamclin, an inhabitant of Poft St. Vin« 
cennes, and a man of good charadcr, was 
difpatched to all the tribes and villages on 
the Wabaih river, and to the Indians of the 
Miami village, with a meflage, purporting 
that the United States, were defirous of 
eftablifhing a general peace with all the 
neighbouring tribes of Indians and of treat* 
ing them in all refpeds with pcrfed'hu« 
manity and kindncfs ; at tlie fanie time 
warning them to abftain from farther depre* 
dation. 

The Indians in fbme of the villages on 
the lower part of the Wabafli appeared to 
liftcn to him, others manifefted a dlfTerent 
difi>orition, others confefTcd their inaliility 
10 rcftrain their young warriors, and alt re- 
ferred the nieflcngcrto the Indians at the 
\Iiami village. At this village feme ap- 
peared wcU-difpofcd, but the chiefs of the 
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Shawtnees returned the mefll^es tndbdt^ 
informing the meflenger^ howeveri that 
they would after confultationt within thirty 
nighty fend an anfwer to Poft Vincennes. 
The promifed anfwer waa never received*. 
While the meflfengcr was at the Miami vil« 
lage^ two negroes were brought in from our 
fettlemcnts, prifoners ; and» upon his return 
to L^Anguille, a chief inibrmed him that a 
party of feventy warriors from the more 
diftant Indians had arrived^ and were g;one 
againft the fettlements. 

In three days after his departure from 
tlie Miami village, a pri(bner was burnt 
there to death* Similar cruelties were tx^ 
ercifed at the Ouittation towns, about the 
fame time ; and in the courfe of three 
months, immediately after the laft men- 
tioned invitation, upwards of one hundred 
perfons were Idllcd, wounded, and taken 
prifoners upon the Ohio, and in the diflrid 
of Kentucky. 

It is to be remarked, that, previoufly to 
the laft invitation, the people of Kentucky^ 
who, in confequcnce of their injuries, were 
meditating a blow againft the hoftilc .In* 
dians, (as before intimated) were rcftraiAcd 
by the Prcfidcnt of the United States from 
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erofliiig the Ohio^ until the ttkSi of the 
fntnSif oTerture^ intended to be tnadei 
ihould be known* 

It 18 alfo to be obfefved^ that the Wfan- 
dot$ and Delawares^ after having frequently 
and fruitlefsly^ endeavoured to influence the 
Miami and Wabafh Indians to peace, upon 
mature convidion, finally declared, that 
force only could efTeA the object 

As an evidence that the condud of the 
hoftile Indians was occalioned by other 
motives than a claim relative to boundaries, 
it is to be obferved, that their depredations 
were principally upon the diftrid of Ken« 
tucky, and the counties of Virginia lying 
along the fouth (ide of the Ohio, a country 
to which they had no claim. 

It appears, by refpedable evidence, that 
irom the year 1783, until the month of 
Odobcr, 1790, the time that the United 
States commenced hoftilities againft thofe 
Indians, that on the Ohio, and the frontiers 
on the fouth fide of that river, they killed, 
wounded, and took prifoners, about fifteea 
hundred men, women, and children, be« 
fides carrying oflf upwards of two thoufand 
ihorfes, and other property to the amount 
of 50,000 dollars. 
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iTtaB particulars of the barliarities exer« 
dfed upon many of the prifoners, of differ* 
ent ages and fexes^ although fupported by 
indifputable evidence! are of too fliocldng 
a nature to be prefcnted to the public It 
is fufficicnt Upon this head to obferve, that 
the tomahawk and fcalping knife were the 
mildeft inftruments of death. In fome 
cafesy torture by fire and other execrable 
means were ufcd. 

But the outrages which were committed 
tipon the frontier inhabitants were not the 
only injuries that were fu(lained« Repeat* 
ed attacks upon detachments of troops of 
the United States were at different times 
made. The following^ from its peculiar 
enormity^ deferves recitaL In Aprils 1 790^ 
Major Doughty was ordered to the friendly 
Chickafaws on public bufmefs. He per*- 
formed this duty in a boat^ having with 
him Enfign Sedam, and a party of fifteen 
men. While afcending theTenneflee riv- 
er, he was met by a party of forty Indiians 
in four canoes, cohnfting principally of the 
aforelaid banditti of Shawanefe and Chero- 
kees. They approached under a white 
flagi the well known emblem of peace, 
lib 
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They came on board the Majorca boat^ re« 
ceived his ptefents^ continued with him 
nearly one hoWi and then departed in the 
mod friendly manncn But they had 
fcarccly cleared his oars, before they poured 
in a fire upon his attendants, which was 
returned as foon as circumllances would 
permit, and a mod unequal combat was 
fuftaincd for feveral hours, when they 
abandoned their dcfign, but not until they 
had killed and wounded eleven out of fif- 
teen of the boat^s crew. This perfidious 
conduct, in any age, would have demanded 
Exemplary punidiment* 

All overtures of peace fatting, and the 
depredations Aill continuing, an attempt at 
coercion was deemed indifpenfablc. Ac- 
cordingly the expedition under Brigadier- 
General Harmar, in the month of October, 
1790, was dircded. The event is known. 
After, this expedition, the Governor of 
the Wcftern Territory, in order that noth« 
ing might be omitted to eflcfl a peace with« 
out farther conflict, fent, on his arrival at 
Fort Harmar, in December, 1 790, through 
the Wyandots and Delawarcs, conciliatory 
mcflagcs to the Miamis } but ftill without 
eflcft. 
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Janvaut a^ 1 79 1 9 the Indians futprifed 
the block-houfe and broke up the fettlement 
on the Big Bottom ; killed fourteen perfons^ 
and took live prifoners. Upon which the 
inhabitants of the out-fettlements were 
advifed to remove to Mariettal A poft of 
defence was ere^cd at Wolf Creck^ and 
one at Bcllcpr^. At Marietta was built a 
ftrong ftockadci near the anticnt works; 
alfo a fortified cnclofure on the point of the 
confluence of the Ohio and Mufkingum % 
and Fort Harmar^ on the wcftem ihore^ 
was put in a Hate of defence. 

Tub Corn-i'lantcr^ a war chief of the 
Scnckas, and other Indians of the fame 
tribci being in Philadelphia in the month 
of February^ I79if ^^^^ engaged to under* 
take to imprefs the hollile Indians with the 
confequcnccs of their pcrfifting in their hof* 
tilitics^ and alfo of the juftice and modera« 
tion of the United States. 

In purfuance of this defign^ Col Prodor^ 
on the 14th of Marchi was fent to the Cora« 
Planter to haftcn his departure^ and to ac« 
company him to the Miami village ; and 
mcflagcs were fent to the Indians declara« 
tory of the pacifie fcntiments of the United 
States towards them. But both Col Proc«* 
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tor and the Com-Planter^ althoogh zealbuflj 
defirotts of deeming their miflion, encoun? 
tered iQfurmountable difficulties, and failed 
of their purpofe. 

In -the mouth of Aprils Major-General 
St Clair fent meflages from Fort Hacmae 
to the Dclawares agaiiif exprelfive of the 
paciBc defigns of the United States towards 
all the Indian tribes. As his overtures were 
rejededy he proceeded with the forces under 
his command into the Indian country to 
compel their fubmiifion ; but early on the 
morning of the 4th of November, 1791, he 
ivas unexpededly attacked by the Indians. 
A general engagement enfued, which laded 
four hours. His whole army was routed, 
and obliged to make a precipitate retreat^ 
Forty-fix officers vifere killedi and twenty <f 
five wounded ; and about fix hundred pri-t 
vates iyere killed, befides pack-horfe and 
bullock*driyers,. &c. Eight pieces of can*? 
noii and all. the baggage were left as plun*? 
dcr to jthc enemy. This engagement hap-f 
pened aboiit fifteen miles from the Miamil 
village/ thirty miles from Fort Jefferfon, 
and nirtety^eight from Fort Wafliington. 

Th£ army of Indians was fuppofed tq 
|>e between three and four thoufand, com« 
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minded by a Mi0a(ago cUe^ who had 
been in the BritUh ierviee in the lite war. 

Aft BR this unhappy defeat, General 
St. Clair, having, in confequence of ill 
health, refigncd bis comraii&on, the Preli- 
dent of the United States nominated and 
appointed Anthony Wayne, ETq. Major* 
General of the United States* army in the 
Weftcm Territory. 

March 5, lypSyCongreispaired an Aft 
for malung farther and more efTeftual pro* 
vifton for the protection of the frontiers, 
raifing recruits^ &c 

A TREATY was held at the Painted Poft 
by Col. Pickering, in June, 1792, with a 
part of the Six Nations, at which the hu* 
mane intentions of the general Government 
towards them particularly, were explained. 

Captain Hendricks, a refpedable In- 
dian, refidihg with the Oneidas, appearing 
zealoufly difpofed to attempt convincing the 
hoflile Indians of their miftakcn conduft, 
was accordingly fent for that purpofe, but 
was fruftratcd by unforefeen obftacles ia 
his laudable attcmptSt 

On the 27th of September, 1792, a peace 
was concluded with fundry tribes of the 
Wabafli and Illinois Indians by Brigadier- 
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General Rufus Putnam, and a meflage for* 
warded to the Shawanoes, Delawares, and 
other hoftile tribes, exhorting them to rec« 
onciliation. 

The chiefs of the Six Nations, who were 
deputed and commiflioned by the Preiident 
of the United States on a milTion to the 
hoflile tribes, alTcmbled in Council at the 
Miami village, happily fucceeded in bring- 
ing about a cefTation of arms to continue 
till June, 1793 ; and reported a willingnefs 
on the part of the Indians to enter into ne« 
gociations with Commiflioners on the part 
of Congrcfs for bringing about and e(lab« 
lifliing a firm and lading peace. 

At the fecond fcflion of the fecond Con- 
grefs, 1793, Benjamin Lincoln, £fq. of 
Maflachufetts, Beverly Randolph, Efq. of 
^Hrginia, and Timothy Pickering, Efq. of 
Fennfylvania, were appointed Conimiffibn- 
ers to treat with the Indians, But they 
were not able to eScdt a meeting with them. 
The Indians, however, by deputation, infift* 
ed upon the Ohio as the boundary line be- 
tween them and the United States, But 
io extend vc a conceflion was confidered as 
inadmiflible, as the lands had been fold by 
Congrefs, and people had fettled on them. 
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No rdaxttion of this demand being indi« 
cated^ the Commiflioners, who had been 
waiting at the mouth of Detroit river from 
the 21ft of July, 17939 left tliat place on 
the 17th of Auguft, and arrived at Fort 
Erie on the the ajd, on their return home. 
Tub tribes mod determined on war were 
the Wyandots, Delawares, Shawanocs, and 
Miamis. 

On the 20th of Auguft, 17949 the com« 
bined force of the Indians was completely 
routed by General Wayne in a general ac* 
tion, on the banks of the Miami, near the 
rapids* The favages abandoned with pre* 
cipitation all their fettlemcnts, towns, and 
villages, which were immediately burnt by 
the victorious army. After this, overtures 
of peace were made to them, which finally 
led to the treaty concluded at Greenville^ 
Auguft 3, 1795. This treaty has to it the 
fignature of eighty chiefs of all the tribes 
and nations which were in hoftitity with 
the United States, northweft of the Ohio* 
When it was concluded, prefenls were made 
to thei Indians of goods to the amount of 
20,000 dollars, and the treaty (lipulatcd the 
payment of 8,000 dollars yearly.

^nirJt Tm river Ohio is, at all feafpns of the years 
aiavigable with large boats, like the weft-country baige% 
rowed only bv four or five men 1 and from the month of 
February to April large ihips may be built on the Ohio^ 
and fent to fea, laden with hemp^ iron, flax^ (ilk, tobacco^ 
cotton, pot-aih, &c.

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« Fomikf FtovKt corn, beef, fltip-planlrt and oltieir nfeAil 
articles, can be fent down the arrant of the Ohio to Wcft^ 
Florida, and from thence to the Wc(l*InJia iflands, much 
cheaper and in better order, than from New York or FhiU 
adelphia, to thofe iflands. 

•* Fsflif Hemf, tobacco^ iron, and ftich bulky articles, 
may alfo be fent down the ftream of the Ohio to the fea, 
at lead 50 per cent, cheaper tlian tlicfc articles vrere erer 
carried by land carriage, of onlj fixty miles, in PcnnfyU 
Tanta ; where waggOnage is cheaper than in any other part 
cf North America* 

^Sixiif The ex pcnlc of tranfporting European manu* 
fafiories from the fea to the Ohio, will not lie fo much as h 
now paid* and mud ever be paid, to a great part of tlie 
countries of Pennfylvaitia, Virginia, and Maryland. When* 
erer the farmers or merchants of the Ohio (hall properly 
underftand the bufmefs of tranfportitiont they will build 
fchooners, floops, &c« on the Ohio, fuitable for tlie Weft* 
India or European markets ; or by having black walnutf 
cherry-trcct oiik, kt. properly fawcd for foreign markets, 
and formed into rafts in the manner tliat ii> now done by 
tlie fcttlers near the upper parts of the Delaware in Pcnn* 
^Ivania, aind thoreon (low their, hemp, iron, tobacco, >.e* 
md proceed with them to New Orleans. 

M It may. not, perhaps^ be amifs to obfcnre, that large 
quantities of flour are made in the diftant (weftem) conn* 
tries of Pennfjlvania, and fent by an expenflve land caF« 
riage to tlie city of Philadelphia, and from thence ihipped 
to South Caroltra, and to Eaft and Weft Florida, ihere 
being little or no whe.it ratfcd in tliofc prorinces* 

^Thk river Ohio fcems kindly de(ii;ned by nature, as 
fhe channel through which the two Floridas may be fup* 
pl'^ witli flour ; not only for their common confumptiouf 
but alfo for the carrying on an extenfive commerce with 
Jamaica, and the Spanilh fcttlements in the bay of Mexico. 
Milltlones in abundance are to be obtained in the hills near 
the Ohio; nnd the country is every where well watered . 
with large and con(lant fprings and ftreams for grift and 
other mills. 

'* The parage from Philadelphia to Pehfacola is feldom 
made in leiV than a month, and fixty (hillings pe** toUf 
ft eight, (confifting of fixtcen barreh») is ufually paid for 
flour, &c. thither. Boats carrying 800 or 1000 barrels of 
iour may go in about Uie fame time from Pitt(burg as froai 
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PhibJciphh to Pendcola* and for half Uie abote ficigbt; 
tlia Ohio mcrchanu woulJ bo ablo to ddiYer flotir» Lc 
thero m much better order than from Philaddpliiat and 
without incurring tlie domaj^e and delajr of the fira, and 
charm of infurance, &c at from thence to PenfiicobL 

^ This is not mere fpeculation i fi^ it is a faAt that about 
the year 17469 there was a great fcarcity of proviffon^ at 
New*Orleiins i and the French fettlcmcnu at the IUinois» 
(snail ai they tlivn wtrc» ftrnt ihitlier in one winter op\rai^ 
of eight hundred thou£ind weight of dour.**

^TfiE firft gathering of thofe Indians into a good d^ 
gree of civil and religious ordcrt was about thirty years 
9go» by means of one of thcni, named Papuhhank. Tko 
phce of their refidence at that time, was at Wihaloofingg 
on the Sufquthannahff about two hundred miles from PhO* 
adclphia. In the coiiverfatibn they had with fome ferious 
people* in a vilit to that city, about the year 17^6, at a 
time when tlic province was didrcfTcd by the Indian war» 
they appeared to have a filling fenfc of that inward change 
of heart which the gofpcl requires, and declared their par* 
ticular difapprobation of war, and fixed rcfolution to take 
no part therein \ apprehending it to be difplcadng to the 
Great Being, who, as one of &cm eipreflctl it, ^^Did tm^ 
PHih men /e Jf/iry menj tut to love anJ dJJ\ft each &tBer.** 
Yhey held a conference with the governor, in which they 
informed him, **That tliey remembered the old friendfkip 
which fubftftcd between their forefathers and ours | that 
they were g>eat lovers of peace, and had not uken any 
part in the war," 

M Th tv delivered three white prifoncrs which they had 
recovered from the other Indians, llicy defired that no 
Aronj^ drink ihould be given them, nor be lent to their town* 
^V ipcaker, P jpunbank, appeared ferious, as under a fenfe' 
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^f the Divine prefencet and eonduded with n foleran trxytTg 
with which the whote audience feemed much alTeAed. 

^ About thirteen yean pad, thcfe Indians meeting with 
difficulty* from an incrcafe of white iettlers near them, by 
^hich fpirituous liquors were brought to their towns i they 
removed to the Muflcingumt a branch of the Ohio* In 
their peregrination tlfJicr thev were accompanied by fomt 
of the MoravianSf who have long relided with them, and 
by their careful attention, both to their civil and religious 
concerns, never leaving them* even in their times of great* 
eft danger and difficuityt a near and (leady connexion be- 
tween them took place* 

** DuRiMG the late troubles, thefe Indians adhering to the 
principles they had long profeifed, abfolutely refufed to 
take any part in the war, notwitliftanding the threats and 
repeated abufcs they received on that account from other 
tribes, particularly thofe parties which paffcd tlj-ough their 
tou-ns, in their way to nur frontiers i whom they fonietimes 
difluadcd from their hoftilc intentions, and prevaiied upon 
to go back again i or warned the tnliabitanis of their dan- 
gen Hvis httmane conduA being confulcred as obflru^tive 
to the hoilile proceedings of the tribes at war, was at length 
made the pretence of carrying tliem off* . Accordingly, on 
the 4tli of Augud, i7^ii a Aiing of wampum was lent bv 
the chief of the Wvandots, who rcfidcd at Sanditiky, witli 
a meflirfge, letting them know, he was coming with a num-t 
ber of warriors ; but bidding tlR*m be not Hfraid, for he 
was their uicnd* In a few days iifter, tw^ilinndred and 
twenty warriors arrived, when calling a Council of the head 
men of the three Mpravian towns, they ucnuainted Iheni 
the/ were come to take them awayi rendering it for ti 
real'on, /*That they, and tlieir Indians, were a great ob« 
flruAion to them in iheir war-path/* '^y^y returned then 
thtsanfwer: *< That it was impotFible for them to removo 
at that tinier and leave their corn bcliihd tln.*m, left they 
and their* children (hould periih with huitger in the wilder* . 
nefs.'* To this the chief of the Wyandot*, at firfl, feemed 
to Attend.! but being inftigated by fome white men in their 
. company, they perfiAed in their rdolution i and after kill- 
ing many of tne cattle and hogs, ripping up tlii'ir beddingt 
and c^immitting many other olitragcs, on the 2Hth of Au«i 

Iruil and Sepieniber, forced fr(»m their three towns, tn all 
K'twcen three and four hundred pctronsi wIh» after a tedi« 
ou< joiirney in the wilJcrnefk, arrived at n branch of Kan- 
, duUy Crcekf where the body of tlicm were ordered to re- 
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milfu Some of their principal men were lent to Majer 
Arent Schuyler de Pejrfterf the Englifli commander at Fort 
Detroit* who commended tliem» at a peaceable people, and 
c&horted them to remain fnchi but added* that many 
complaints had been made of themt that they had f iven 
inteiligcnce to his encmicSf 5ce. he had feni for them ; but 
that hit inilruAiunt had been exceeded* in the ill treatment 
they had received i that iiowcver he would provide for 
them. Thus tlie matter refled till the fpring of I782t 
when thcfe Moravian Indiant finding corn fcarce and dear 
at Sandufky, dcfired libert}* to return to their fettlcments, 
to fetch fome of their corn, of which they had left above 
two hundred acres (landing; which whengrantedt many 
of them weiitf among wliom were feveral widows with their 
childrent iome of whom had b(i*en fubje^ed to fuch extremo 
want as to eat the carcafet of the dead cattle and horfes. 

** Whp.n the people at and about the Monongahela* un« 
dcrftood a number of Indians were at the Moravian towns 
they gave out* that the intention of thofe people was, to 
f.«ll upon the back inhabitants, which ought to be prevent* 
ed* Whereupon about one hundred and fixty men got to* 
^ethcr, and fwimming their horfet over the Ohio, cama 
luddenly upon the chief Moravian town* llie firft perfoQ 
who appeared, they iliot at and wounded, when comine up 
to him, they found he was an half Indian, fon to John lUill^ 
one of the Moravians by an Indian woman, to whom he 
it reiMilarly married t tlicv killed and fcalped him, and 
procmled to the town* The Moravian Indian«(« who wero 
mortly in the ficUU pulling corn, did not run ofT, as many 
of them mi';htt if they had Wen coiifcious of any cffvnce t^ 
but came of tlieir ov.n accord, into the town, at the call of 
the white people, who at firl), exprefled fiiendihip to tlcni t 
but foon after, violently fci/ed and bound them, when the 
Helpers,* of whom there were five of the moll rcfpc^alite 
in the company, and otluTs, exlu^rtcd the younger to r(il>« 
mifliou and paiiencf $ telling them, they thought their tri»u» 
bles in this world would foon Im* at an end, and they wouKl 
be with tlieir Savioiir. They then fiing and prayed to^vih. 
cr, till they were led out, one. after the other, and inhtt« 
manly fiaughtered i firll the men, and then the AVonien* 
Two hoys, }sho made their efi ape, related thele particulars. 
One of them lay in the heap ot the dead, in a lioiife, and

The dead bodies were afterwards burnt with 
the houfes. Before their death| they were alfo obliged ta 
Ihcw in what part of the woods they had concealed tlicir 
tVa&t, when tlie otlicr Indians (as before mentioned j tool; 
them away. 

••Thosk at the third town having fomc intelligence of 
m'hat pafled, made tlieir efcupe. One of the helpers, who 
cfcaped, relates tliat in a conference tlicy had with tho 
other hcljiers, when they ccmiidcred \i hat they (lumld do it) 
call* of an attack, either from the Amcricansi or the In- 
diana who luif taken part with the Englilli, fonie of whom 
chiirged them of having, through the intelligence they gav6 

. to the Virginians, been the occasion of tlic (laughter of 
their brethren, at Gofchaching ; the refnk of their confer* 
ffncc was, •*not to go away, aeverthelds to leave each one 

•to ack according to tlie feeling of his own heart." He 
added, •• tliat tliere \v;;s ih much love amongU tlnin, that 
he had never felt the like before." This is a funmiary of 
this dreadful trnnlaOion, as it is given by the ptincipal 
leader of thnfeiluit remain. 

•*THf acrcmut as it M.muIs in the Pennfylvania Oav.ette, 
of April )^th, 17K2, aft(!i- giving an atrount ot' the incur- 
fions of the Indians^ adds, "that the |MM;]>le being gieatjy 
#tlamied,' and having received intelligence diat the Indian 
towns on \bt Mulkiiigum, had not moved as they had been 
told, a ntmibcr of men properly provided, colleAcd and 

' rendcAV^iuled on the Ohio, opffoflte the Mingo Bottom, 
with ;a Ueflgn to furptiie the above towns, one hundred 
ahdT|3ity men fivam the river, and proceeded to the 
townfii| on die Muikingum, where the Indians had colle<ftrd 
a large ijuantiry of provilions to fupply their war pasties^ 
*J'liey:Mrived at the town in thw» night, uudifcoven^d, at. 
tucked the Indi.ini in tlicir cabins, aud lb completely fur* 
prized them, that they killed and fcalped upwards of 
ninety,* l>ut a few making ihcir efcape, about forty of which 
%ver^ wjirrit'i*. tliC 4e(\ old wouicn and cluldreu. About 
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fight? horfipft fell lAlo their hafids» which they loaded with 
tlie piiiiMltir» the gfeatcit part furs and (kinsi and returned 
to tlie Ohio witliout tlie loft of one inztu 

^ It u allf}^d» in vindication of this deliberate maflacrci 
that forty ^ thofe Indians were warriorsy preparing to at«* 
tack our frontiers i but tins aflmion contradiAs itfelf : for 
had it been tlie cali% it is not likely they would lure 
brought tlieir wives with the widows and thirty-four chil* 
drcii who were flain with themt or have fuffered tliem with 
themfelves, to be thus murdercdf without making the leaft 
reliflance or hurt to their murderer;. 

** Soon after the death of thcfe Indians, about five bun* 
dred men, probably encouraged by this eafy conqueftf 
aiTembled at the Old Mingos on the weft fide of the Obio^ 
and being equipped on liorfeb;ick, fet on for Sanduflcyt 
where the remaining part of the Moravian Indians fefidedf 
in order to deftioy that fcttlement, and other Indian towns 
!n thofe parts t but the Wyandots and other Indians, hav* 
ing fome knowlcilge of their approach, met tliem near 
Sanduflcy, when an enpagcmcnt enfued, in which fomc of 
the aflailants were killed, and fevcral taken prifoncrs» 
amongft whom was the commander CoL Crawlbrd, and 
his fon in law. The Colonel the Indians put to a cruel 
death, and killed the mhrr witli other prifoners. 

*<DouaTLCss the. crueUy exerciled on the Colonel and 
the death of Ihc prifoners taken at SanJuiky, vras in a 
great rocafure owing to the murder of the ])eaccable Mora* 
vian Indiani, at which they explored muc!i dirpleafiire. 

•* This grievous trunf.i(5\ioiv appears in a yet more aiBiA- 
ing point of view, when it h con! iJercJ, th.it thougli many 
thrthits had been thrown out aguinll tliofc Indians^ both by 
the Englilli and Amrricanst* yet they took no rtcp for 
fhcir fccurity, trutiiti^ in the care of lleuvcn, and tl;e pro«

years with due fubmUIion. But fuch it the corrupting na^ 
lure of v/art that it gradually hardens the heart» to a fear*

An Ordinance for afccrtaining the Mode of difpof 
ing of Lands in the Wc/hrn Territory. 

^ BE ii erdatiuJ by the UtutcJ States im Congrefs aJfemUed% 
That the Territory ceded by individual States to the United 
States, which has been purchafed of tlie Indian inliabitantSy 
fliall be dtfpofcd of in the fiillowing manner : 

«< A sv&vsYOR from each State fliall be appointed by Con* 
CTcfs, or a Committee of the States, whti ihall take an oath 
tor the faithful difcharge of his duiy, liefore the Geographer 
of the United States, who is hereby empowered and direct* 
ed to adminider the fame ; and the like oath iliall be ad* 
miniftered to each chain*carrier, by the furveyor under 
vhom he aAs. 

««The Geographer under whofc dire^ion the furveyors 
(hall aA, Ihall occalionally ibrm fuch regulations for their 
condufl, as he (liaU deem noceifary ; an J fliall have author- 
ity to fulpend them for niilcon duel in niTice, and fliall make 
report of the fame to Congrefs, «ir to the Committee of the 
Sutcs ; and he fliall make report in cail* of fickncfs, death, 
or refignution of any furvcyon 

**Tme furveyors, as they are refpeJlivcly qualified, fliall 
proceed to divide the faid Territory into townfliips of flx 
miles fquare, by hues rmming due noiUi and fouth, and 
others eroding tlicie at right angles, as near as may be, 
unlcfs tlie boundaries of we late Indian purchafcs may 
render the f ime impracticable, and then tliey ihall depart 
from tills rule no further than fuch particular circumdances 
may te(|uia*. And each furveyor Ihall be allowed and 
fiaid at Uie rate of two dollars for c%'ery mile in length, he 
Jh.dl rua, including the wages of chain-carriers, markerif 
and every other expcnfc attendin5; the fame. 

«*Th£ firft line runnini; north and iimth as aforefaid, 
fliall begin on the river Oiiio, at a point that Ihall be found 
to Ih; due n4>nh from the weflern termination of a line 
ivLich has been run as the fbuthcm boundary of the State 
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of Pennfylvania i and the lirft line ruimtng caft and veil, 
fliall begin at the fanie point, and (hall extend throughout 
the whole 'Icrritory : PravideJt tliat notliing herein fliall 
be conftrued as fixing the weftem boundary of the State 
of Pennfylvania. llie Geographer ihall defignute the 
townfliips, or fm^ional parts of townlhips, by numbers 
progrc*flively from fouth to north ; always beginning each 
range with No. i ; and the ranges (liall be dilUnguiihed bf 
their progrcfllve numbers to tlie wcftward. The foil 
range extending from the Oliio to tlie Lake Erie, being 
marked No. i ; the Gcograplier fliall perfonally attend to 
tlic running of the iirft call and wxH line ; and fliall take 
tlie latitude of the extremes of the Hrll north and fouth Iine^ 
and of the mouths of the principal rivers. 

««THe lines fliall be nicafured wiih a chain; fliall be 
plainly maiked by chaps on tlie trees, and exa^ly dcfcribed 
on a plat, whereon ikall be noted by the furveyor, at tlieir 
proper dirtanccs, all mines, fait fprings, fait licks, and mill- 
feats, that fliall come to his knowledge ; and all water* 
ci>iirfes, mountains and other remarkable and permanent 
tilings, over and near which fucli lines Ihall pafs, and alio 
the cfuality of the lands. 

•• Th e plats of the toviifliips rcfpeaively fliall be marked 
by fiibdivilions into lot^ of one mile fquare, or fix hundred 
nnd forty acres, in the fame dire^ion as the external lines» 
and iiuniU'rcd from i to 36 j always beginning the fuc- 
ceedin*^ range of the lots with tlie numlier next to that 
with wliicli the preceding one concluded. And where* 
from the caiifes iKi'ote mentioned, only a fraAional part of 
a townlhip fliall In* furveycd, the hns protratfted thereon 
ihall bear the fame numlnTs as if the townfli?ps had been 
entire. And the fnrveyors in running the external lines of 
the townfliips Ihall, at the interval of every, mile, mark 
cornets for the lots which are adjacent, always defignating 
the fame in a diiferent manner from thofe of tlie town* 
ihips. 

««TiiE Geographer and furvryort fliall pay the utmoft 
attention to tlie variation of the magnetic needle; and 
fliall run and note all lines by the true mcriilian, certifying 
with every plat, what was the variation at the times of run^ 
ning the lines thereon noted* 

** As foon as leven rangers of townfliips, and fra^ional 
parts of townlhips, in the direction from foutli to north, 
Ihall have been fuiveycd, tlie Geographer ihall tranlmic 

Pd 
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plats thereof to the Board of Treafury, who fliall record the 
iliinc, widi the report* in well bound books to be kept for 
thiit purpofe. And the Geojrraphcr iliall make limilar re- 
turns from time to time, of every feven ranges as thej 
may be furvcyed. The Secretary at War Ihall have re- 
courfe thereto, and fluU take by lot tlicretrom a number 
of to\vn!hips and fraiflional parts of townihips, as well from 
thofi? to be fold entire, as Irom thole to be fold in lots, as 
will be equal to one feventh part of the whole of fucli 
ibvcn ranges, a< nearly as may be, for the ule of the laio 
Continental army ; and he Ihall make a linular draught 
from time to time, until a fullicient quantity is drawn to 
fatisfy the fame, to be applied in manner liereaftcr dire<fied. 
The Board of Treafury Ihall, from time to time, caufc the 
remaiain.i:; numbers, as well diofe to be fold entire as thofc 
to be fold in lots, to be drawn for in tlie name of the thir- 
teen States rcfpeilively, according to their quotas in the lall 
preceding requilition on all the hiates ; i^ro Wiv/, that in 
cafe more land than its proportion is allotcd for fale, in 
any State, at any dillribution, a deduction be made tlicre* 
for at the next. 

**Tnc Board of Treafury fliall tranfmit a copy of the 

original plats, prcvioufly noting thereon, the townlliips, and 

fradional parts of townthips, which iliall have fallen to tlie 

fevcral States, by the diilribution aforcfaii, to the Ccmi* 

mitlloncrs of the Loan-oilice c»f the fevcral States, who, 

after giving notice of not Icfs than two nor more than fix 

months, by caufing advertifemcnts to be pofted up at the 

Cimrt houies, oi" i^iher noted places in every comity, and 

to be inlerted in one news-paper, pnblilhcd in llie States of 

their iciiJence refpeclively, Ihall pjoceed to fell the town* 

liiips, or fractional parts of touiUliips, at pul)lic vendue, in 

the following manner, viz, Tlie townlhip or fractional part 

of townfliip No. I, in the firil ranx^e, iliall be iold entiie, 

and No. 2, in the fame range, by lots i and thus in alter* 

iiatc order thn»ugh tlie whole of the firft range. The 

townlhip, cr I'ra^ftional part of townfliip No, i, in the* 

fecond range ihall. be fold by lots; and No, 2, in the fame 

range, entire ; and fo in alternate order through the whole 

of tile fecond range; and the third range ihall be fold in 

tlie fame manner as the iirft, and the itiurth in the fame 

manner as die fecond, and tlius aliomately throughout all 

.tlie raiigcf; provtdcif^ that none cf the lands, within the 

faiJ tcrritoryi be foU under tlie price of one dollar tlie 
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acrtf to be paid in fpccie» or Loan-office cfililficates» t«u 
Uuccd to fpccie value, by the fcak of depreciation, or cer* 
tificates of liquidated debts of the United States, including 
intereft, befidcs the ex|icnfe of tlie fnnrey and other charges 
thereon, which are laTcby rated at thirty-fix dollars the 
townfliip, in fiiccie or certificates as aforesaid, and fo in the 
Cime propurtion for a fradicnal part of a towntbtp, or of 
a lot, to be paid at the time of fulcs ; on faihire of which 
payment, the faid lands Ihall lie again oflercd for fale. 

**T»URR ihall bo rcfervcd for tlie United States, out of 
every townlhip, the four lots iKMng numbered 8, 1 1, a6, 29* 
and out of every fractional part of townfliip, fp many lots 
of the fann.* numbers as Ihall be found thereon, for future 
falcs, Tliere Ihall be nfeived the lot No. 16, of every 
townfliip for the maintenance of public fchool:^ with the 
faid townfliip ; alfo one tliird pait of all gold, filver, lead 
and copper mines, to be fold, or other wile difpofcd of as 
Congrefs rtiall lK»reafter dircifl^

An Ordinance for the Government of the Territory 
of the United States nortlnvejl of the river Ohio. 

BE it or Joined ly the United Staies in Congrefs ajftmlled^ 
That the faid Territory, for the purpofcs of temporary 
government, be one dillri^ ; fithje^ however to be divid- 
ed into two diAri^s, as future circumflanccs muy, in the 
opinion of Conjrrcfs, make it ev|H.'dicnt. 

Bi, it i^rJaineJ by the authority aforefaidt That tlu* eflates 
both of rciident and non«rciidcnt proprietors in the faid 
Territory dying intclUtc, fliall dcfcend to, and be dillribut- 
cd among tlieir children, and die dcfccndunts of a dccea&rd 
child in equal parts ; the dcfcendants of a deceafed child 
or grand-child, to take the (hare of their deceafed parent 
in e<|ual parts among them : And where there (hall be no 
children or. dcfcendants, then in equal parts to the next of 
kin, in equal degree ; and among coUateruU, the children 
of a deceafed brother cr iWler of the inteilate ihall have in 
equal parts among them their deceafed parent's lliare ; and 
tliere Ihall in no cafe be a di(lin<5tion between kindred of 
the whole and half blood ; faring in all cafes to the widow 
of tl:e intcftate, her tliird part of the real eftate for life, and 
one third part (i* the pcrl'cnal ellate; and tliis law relative 
to dcfcents and dower, ihall remain in full force until al« 
teicd by tlic Legiflaturc of tlic dillriA. And until the

nci^hbt)uring villages, who have heretofore profeifed thenw 
felves citizens of Virginia, their laws and cuftoms now \n 
force among diem relative to the defcent and conveyance of 
property. 

Jl/i ii wrJainrJ hy the auihwfj HtoreJ(uit That there fliall 
be appointed from time to time, by Congrefs a Governor, 
whoftt conimUTion tliall continue in force for the term of 
three years, unlefs fiNmer revoked by Congrefs : He (hall 
refide in die didriA, and have a freehold efl;ite therein in 
one thoufand Hcres of l.ind, white in the exercife of his ofTice* 

Thers Aiall be appointed from time to time, by Congrefs, 
a Secretary, whofc conimiflion ihatl continue in force for 
four years, unlefs fooncr revoked \ he Ihall refide in the 
diftriA, and liavc a freehold elhttc tliereiti in five hundred 
acre*» of land, wliile in the exercife of his otitce : It Ihatl i»e 
his duty to keep and prcferve the Afts and Laws pafleJ 
by the Legifl'ttufe* and the public records of die diftriA, 
and proceedings of tlie Governor ia his executive depart* 
hient ; and tranlmit atithentic copies of fuch A As and pro* 
cecdiiigs, every fix months, to the Secretary of Congrefs: 
Hierc lliall alio lie appointed a Court to confitt of three 
Judges, any two of wluim to form aCourt* who ftiall lavf 
a common«taw jurif.ti<^tion, and refide in the difiriA, and 
have each dierein a freehold cllate in five hundred acres cf 
land while in the exercile of their oflices ; and dieir com* 
mifTionsihalt continue in force during good liohaviour.

For the prevention of crimes and injuries, the laws to 
be adopted or made (hall have force in all parts of the diC* 
tn<Stf and for the execution of procefs, criminal and civil, 
the Governor (ball make proper divillons thereof: And he 
(hall proceed from time to time, as circumftances may 
require, to lay out the parts of the diftriA in which the 
Indian titles (hull have been extingui(hed, into counties and 
town(hips, fubjedl however to fuch alterations as may there* 
after be made by die Legiflature. 

So foon as there (hall be five Uioufand free male inhab* 
itants of full age, in the diflriA, upon giving proof thereof 
to the Governor, they (hall receive authority, with timo 
and place, to ele<5l reprefentatives from their coitnties or 
townlhips, to rcprefent them in the General Ailbmbly ; 
provuledf that for every five hundred free male inhabitants, 
thcfre fliall be one rcprefentitive, and fo on progreffively 
with the number of free male inhabitants fliall the right of 
reprefentation increafe, until the number of reprefematives 
ihall amount to twenty«five; after which the number and 
proportion of reprefentatives (hall be regulated by the Le« 
giflattu^ : Pravidfif, tliat no perfon be eligible or qualified

Thi reprefcntatives thus cleAed, (hall fenre for the term 
of two years I and in cafe of the death of a reprefcnuttve* 
or removal from ofiicc, the Governor Ihall imie a writ to 
tlie county or towntbipi for which he was a member, to 
elcA anotlier in his (lead to fervc for the relidue of the term. 
Ths General A(rcmbly or Lcgiflature (hall confift of 
the Governor* Legiflattve Council, and a Houfe of Repns 
fentatives. The L.egiflative Council (hall confia of fivi 
membersi to continue in o(Hce five years, unlefs fooner re» 
moved by Congrefs i any three of whom to be a quorum i 
And the members of the Council (hall be nominated and 
appointed in tlie following manner, to wit : As foon as 
reprclcntatives Ikall be eleAed, the Governor Ihall appoint 
a time and place for them to meet together, and when met, 
they (hall nominate ten perlbns, refidents in the diftriA, and 
each polTcfTcd of a freehold in five hundred acres of land, 
and return their names to Congrefs } five of whom Congrefs 
(hall appoint and commiflion to ferveas aforefaid; and 
whenever a vacancy ikall happen in the Council, by death 
or removal from office, the Houfe of Reprefentatives (hall 
nominate two perfcms qualified as aforclaid, for each va« 
cancy, and return their names to Congrei's ; one of whom 
Congrefs (hall appoint and commiflidn for the refidue of 
the term. And every five years, four months at Icaft be* 
fore the eipiration of the time of fervice of the members 
of Council, tlie faid Houfe (hall nominate ten perfons, quaU 
ified as aforefaid, and return their names to Congrefs ; five 
of whom Congrefs Ihall appoint and commiHion to ferve as 
members of the Council A^c years, unlefs fooner removed.

The Governor, Judges, Legiflative Conncil» ^Secretary, 
and Inch c«dier ofTicers as Congreis Ihall appoint in the dif* 
triifl, Ihatl tal;e an oatli or alKrmation ot. fidelity, and of 
cfiice } tlie Governor More the Prelidcnt of Congrefs, and 
all other oflicers t>cfore tlic Governor. As foon as a Legif* 
latnre (hall he formed in thcdiftnJt, the Council and Iloufe 
aifcmbled in one room, ihall have authority, by joint baU 
l«>t, to elect a delegate to Cin;Trers, who Ihall have a feat 
in Congrefs, witli a right of debating, but not of voting, 
during this temporary government. 

And for extending the • indamental principles of civil 
and religious liberty, Which form the bafis wliereon thcle 
republics, their laws and coniUtutions are ere<5lcd ; to fix 
and eftablilh tliofe principles as tlie b:dis of all laws, eon« 
ttitutions and governments ^vhich forever hereafter ihall 
be formed in the fuid Territory : To provide alio for tlie 
cllabliihment of States, and permanent government therein, 
und for their adniiinon to a iliare in tlie federal councils, 
on an equal footing witli the original States, at as early 
periods as may be confiltent with the general interell :

Ohio, and St. Mary's river, which is a branch of the Miami, 
which runs into Lake Erie | thence a wefterly courfe to 
Fort Recovery, which (lands on a bninch of the Wabafli } 
thence fouthwellerly in a dire^ line to the Ohio, fo as to 
interfcA tliat river oppofite the mouth of Ke ntucke or Cut* 
tawa river. And in confideration of the peace how edab* 
Iifhed ; of tlie goods formerly received from the United 
States t of thofe now to lie delivered, and of the yearly 
delivery of ^oods now Aiputated to be made hereafter, and 
to indemniiy the United States for the injuries and expcnfet 
they have (ttdaincd during tlie war i the faid Indian trilies 
do hereby cede and relinquifh forever, all their claims to 
the lands lying eaftwardly and fouthwardly of the general 
boundar}' line now dcfcribed ; and thefe lands,, or any part 
of them, fliall never hereafter be made a caufe or pretence, 
on the part of the faid tribes or any of them, of war or in* 
jury to the United States, or zny of the people thereof. 

And for the fame confiderations, and as an evidence of 
the returning friendlliip of the faid Indian tribes, of their 
confidence in the United States, and defiro to provide for 
their accommodation, and for that convenient intercourff 
which will lie beneficial to both parties, the faid Indian 
tribes do nlfo cede to llie United States the following pieced, 
of land I to wit. (i.) One piece of land fit nille^ fouar/f 
at or near Womic^i Acre before mentioned! (2») One 
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piect two milet fqtiare at the bead of tlie n^gabk water 
or landing on the 8c* Mztft rivert near Giftj's town i 
{%.) one piece fix miles fquare at the head of the navigaUo 
water of the Au Glaixe rivers (4.) One piece fix miles 
fquare at the confluence of the An Glaize and Miami tirtn^ 
where Fort Defiance now fiandss (5*) One piece fix milet 
fquare at or near die confluence of tiie rivers Su Mary^s 
and St* Jofcph'st where Fort Wayne now ftands, or near 
it: (6*) One piece two miles fquare on the Wabafli river 
at the end of the portage from Uie Miami of the lakcf and 
about eight miles wcdward from Fort Wavnes (7.) One 
piece fix miles fquare at the Ouatanon or Old Weea towns 
on the Wabafli river : (8«) One piece twelve miles fquare 
at tlie Drttilh fort on the Miami of the lake at the foot of 
the rapids ; (9.) One piece fix miles fquare at tl;e mouth 
of tlic faid river where it empties into the bke: (la) One 
]>iece fix miles fi|uare upon Sandufl^jr lake, where a fort 
formerly ifood : ( 1 1.) One piece two miles fquare at the 
lower rapids of Sanduficy river : ( 1 x.) The poft of Detroit 
and all the hind to the iiortli, the weft and the foutli of it, of 
which the Indian title has been extinguifhed by gifts or 
grants to the I'Vench or Knglifli governments i and lo much 
more land to be annexed to the diftriA of Detroit as fiiall 
be compa*Iiendcd lietween the river Rofine on the fuuth» 
Lake St. Clair on tlic north» and a line, tlie general courie 
whereof fliall be fix miles diftant from the welt end of Lake 
Erie, and Detroit river: (13.) The poft of MichilUmacki* 
naCf and all the laud on the ifiund, on. which that poll 
Aands, and the ni;iin land adjacent, of which the Indian 
title has 1)ccn extin;;itifhcd by gilts or grants to tlte French

One piece twelve miles 
fquare at or near the mouth or the Illinois river, emptying 
Into tlie Mifliiippi t ( i6«) One piece fix miles fi^uare at the 
Old Pioria» fort and village, near the fiiuth end ot the Illinois 
lake on faid Illinois river 1 And whenever tlie United States 
(trail think proper to fun'ey and mark thelioundaries of tlie 
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lands hereby ceded to them» thejr (hall give timclf notice 
thereof to the faid tribci of Indiansi that tliey may appoint 
tome of their wife chiefs to attend and fee that tlie Unes are 
run according to the terms of this treiity. 

And tl)c iaid Indian tribes will allow to the people of 
the United States a free pafTige by land and by waUTf as 
one and the other (hall be found convenient, through their 
country, along tlie cliain of pods herein before mentioned ; 
that is to fay, from the commencement of the portage 
aforefaid at or near Loromie*s (lore, tlience along Uie faid 
portage to tlie St. Mary's, and dovi'n the fame to Fort 
Wayne, and then down the Miami to Lake Erie : Again 
from tlie commencement of the portage at or near Loro- 
inie*$ (lore along the portage from thence to tlic river Au 
Glaize, and down the fame to its jundllon with the Miami 
at Fort Defiance: Again from the coninienccmeiit of the 
portage aforefaid, to Sandufky river, and down the fame to 
Sandufky bay and Lake Erie, and from Sanduflcy to the pod 
which Ihall be taken at or near tlie foot of the rapids of the 
Miami of the lake; and from thence to Detr oi t ; Aeain 
from the mouth of Chikago, to the commeiWHB^nt of the 
portage between that river and tlie Illinois, an4.down the 
Illinois river to the MilUfippi, alfo from Fort Wiyne along 
the portage aforcf.iid which leads to the Wabalh, and then 
down the Wabalh to the Ohio* And the faid Indian 
tribes will alfo allow to the people of the United States thd 
free ufe of the harbours and mouths of rivers along the 
lakes adjoining the Indian lands, for (lieltcring veflels and 
boats, and li^rty to land their cargoes, where neceiTary 
for their fafety. 

ARTICLE IV. 

In confideration of tlie peace now eftabliflied and of the 
cedions and relinquifliments of lands made in the preced- 
ing article by the faid tribes of Indians,, and to manifeft 
the liberality of the United States, as the great means of 
rendering tliis peace ftron? and perpetual ; the United 
States relinquifh their claims to. all ojther Indian lands 
northward of tlie river Ohio, eaftward of the Mifliftppi^ 
and well ward and fouthward of the great Lakes and the 
waters uniting them, according to tlic boundary line agreed

Ohio, which has been adigned to General Clark, for the ufe of 
himfclf and his warriors, ad. The poll of St. Vinceniies» 
on the river Wabafli, and the lands adjacent, of ¥4iich tho 
Indian title has been extineuiflied. 3d. l*he lands at all 
other places in pofleflion of the French people and other 
white fettlers among them, of which the Indian title has 
been extinguiflied as mentioned in the third article; And 
4th. The pod of Fort Maflac towards the mouth of the 
Ohio. To which fcvcral parcels of land fo excepted, the 
fatd tribes rclinqui!h all the title and claim which thej or 
any of litem may have. 

AiiD fur the fame confiderations and with the fame 
views as above metitioucd, tlic United States now deliver to 
the faid Indian tribes a quantity of goods to the value of 
twenty thoufand dollars, tlie receipt whereof they do here* 
by acknowledge; and henceforward every year forever 
tlie United States will deliver at fome convenient place 
nortliward of the river Ohio, like ufeful goods, fuited to 
tlie circumftances of tlie Indians, of the value of nine thoo* 
fand five hundred dollars ; lecLoning tliat value at the firft 
coft of the goods iu the city pr place in the United States* 
where they ihall be procured. The tribes to which thofe 
goods are to be anivually delivered, and the proportions in 
which they are to be delivered, are the following : 

iH. To the Wyandots, the amount of one tboufand doU 
lars. li. To the Delawares, the amount of one thouiand 
dollars, jd. To the Sluwanefe, the amount of one thou* 
fund dollars. 4th. To the Minmis, the amount of one 
thoufund dollars. 5th. To the Ottawas, ^he amount of 
one tboufand dollars. 6th. To tlie Chippewas, tlie amount 
of one tlioufund dollars. 7ih. To the Putawatimes, tlie 
amount of oiie tlioufand dollars. 8th. To the Kickapoo, 
Weea, EeUriver, Piankafliaw and Kalkaikias tribes, the 
amount of five hundred dollars each. 

PkormF.tff That if cither of the faid tribes (hall hereafter, 
at an annual delivery of their ihare of the goods aforefaiJ, 
dcfiretliat apart of their annuity fliould be furnillied in 
domedic animals, implements of huibandry, and other 
utcnfils convenient for them, and in compenfution to ufeful 
artificers who may refide with or near them, and be em* 
ployed for tlieir benefit, the fame ihall at the fubfequent 
annual deliveries bt* furniihed accordingly. 
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^ ARTICLE V. 
To fvreirent July tntrundcrftanding about the Indian landt 
telmquiihed by tlic United Sutcs in the fourth articlci it is 
now explicitly declared, that the meaning of tliat relin* 
outlhment is this t The Indian tribes who have a right to 
tnofe lands, are quietly to enjoy them, hunting, planting, 
and dwelling thereon fo Ion? as they pbafe witliout any 
moleftation irom the United States ; but when thoic tribes, 
or any of them, fliall be difpofed to fell their lands, or any 
part o£ them, tliey are to be fold only to tlie United States ( 
and until fuch fale, the United States will prote^ all the 
£ud Indian tribes in the quiet enjoyment of tlieir lands 
againft all citizens of Uie United States, and againil all 
other white perfons who intiudc upon the ilime. And the 
laid Indian tribes again acknowledge tliemfelves to be un« 
dor the protedion of tl^ faid United States and no otlier 
power whatever. 

ARTICLE VI. 
If any citizen of die United States, or any other white 
peribn or ^ifons, Ihall prefume to fettle upon the lands 
now relinquiOied by the United States* fuch citizen or other 
pcrfon fliall be out of the prote^ion of the United States | 
and the Indian tribe, on whofc land tlic fcttlcment iliall be 
made, may drive off the fettler, or punilh him in fuch nian« 
ner a* they fliall. tliink lit; and becaufe fuch fcttlemeuts, 
made without the confent of the United States, will be inju« 
rious to them as well as to the Indians, the United States 
fliall be at liberty to break them up, and remove and punifli 
the fcttlers as ilicy fliall think proper, and fo ciTedl Uiat pro* 
tedioh of the Indian lands herein lH*fore Ripulated. 
ARIICLK VII. 
This (aid tribes of Indians, parties to this treaty, fliall 
V ^t liberty id liunt within the Tcrritbry and kinds which 
they have now ceded to the United Sutcs, witliout hin« 
diance or moleitation, fo long as they demean themfelves 
peaceably, an^ 4>irer no injury to the people of th^ United 
States. 

i ARTICLE VIII. 
TtADE fliiiillbe opened with the faid Indian tribes ; and 
they do hereby refpedlively engage to afford protedion to 
Itich ))erfc»ns, whh tlieir property, as fliall be duly licenfed 
to.relide amnng tliem for the purinife of trade, and to Uieir 
agents and fcrvants ; but no perfon ihall be permitted to 
tefldc at any of their towns or hunting camps as a trader, 
who is not fuiiiilhed with a liceiife for that purpofe, under 
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the hiiiid and feal of the fupcrmtendint of the depaitinent 
iKNthweft of the Ohioi or luch other pcrfon as the PMident 
of the United States flull authortae to gnmt fuch licenTcs i 
to the end that the faid Indians max not be impoled on in 
their trade. And if any licenfcd trader (haU ahuib his 
privilm hf unfair dealing, upon compbunt and proof 
thereof his licenfe Ihall be taken from bini» and he Ihall 
be further puniihed according to the laws of tlie United 
Sutes* And if any perfon Iball intrude himfelf as a 
trader wttliout fuch licenfet the faid Indians (hall take and 
bring. him before tlie fupcrintcndant, or his deputy, to be 
dealt with according to iaw« And to prevent impofitions 
by forced licenfes, tlie faid Indians lh;Jl at leaft oAce a 
year give information to the fupcrintcndant, or his deputies^ 
of the names of the traders rcfiding among thenu 
ARTICLK IX. 
LtsT the firm peace and friendfliip, now eftabliflied» 
(hould be interrupted by the mi!condu<5l of individuals, tho 
United States and the faid Indian tribes agree, that for in* 
juries done by individuals on either fide, no private revenge 
or retaliation (hall take place ; but indead thereof, com* 
plaint (hall be made by the party injured to the odiers 
By the faid Indian tribes, or any of diem, to the Prefident 
of the United States, or the fuperintenJant by him appoint* 
ed I and by the fuperintendant or other perfon appointed 
by the Prelident, to the principal chiefs of the Indian tribes 
or of the tribe to which the offender beloncs; and fuch 
prudent mcafures (hall then be purfued as (h;ul be ncceffary 
to prefcrve the faid peace and friendfhip unbroken, until 
the Lcgiflature (or Great Council) of die United States, 
(hall make fithcr equitable provilion in the cafe, to the fatis* 
faAion of both parties. Should any Indian tribes medi« 
tate a war againii the United States, or either of tliem, and 
the fame (hull come to the knowledge of the before men* 
tioned tribes, or eiilicr of them, they do hereby engage to 
give immediare notice tliereof to die General or oHicer 
commanding th6 iroc^ps of the tT^iited States, at die nean.*il 
po(i« And (hould any tribe, with liofiilc intentions againft 
the United Sutes, or either of them, attempt to paft 
through their country, they miU endeavour to prevent the 
fame, and in like manner give information of fuch attempt^ 
to the General or officer commanding as foon as polCble^ 
that all caufcs of miilmft and furpicion may be avoided 
between them ami the United States In like manner the 
United States iliall give ni^tice to die faid Indian tribes of 
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any hatm that mtj be inediuted againft thenii or either of 
thenit that (hall come to their knowledge i aAd do all in 
their power to hinder and prevent the fame, that the friend* 
fhip between them maj be uninterrupted. 
AK'IICLE X. 
All other treaties heretofore made between the United 
States and the faid Indian tribes, or any Of diem, fmce the 
treaty of 1783, between the United Sutes and Great Btit* 
mn, tliat come within . the purview of this treaty, ihall 
henceforth ceafe and become void. 

Done at Grecneville, in the Territory of the 
United Sutes, northweft of the river Ohio, 
on the third of Auguft, one thoufand feven 
hundred and ninety*five.

WE tlic People of the eaftem dtvifion of the Territory 
of the United States not thwcll of the river Olilo, liavin^

Scot* t. Etery perfon who fliall be chofen or appoint- 
ed to any office of truft or profit under the authority of 
this State, (hall, liefore entering on tlie execution thereof« 
take an oath or afltrniation to iupport the Conftitution of 
the United Sutes and of tliis State, and alio take an oath 
of office. 

Sfct. !• Any eleftor who (hall receive any gift or r^ 
ward for his vote in meat, drink or money, or otherwile* 
Ihall fuffcr fuch puniihmcnt as the laws (ball direct ; and 
' any perfon who (hall direflly or iodlrcAly give, pmmife or 
bclt()w any fuch reward to be ele^ed, (hall thereby be 
rendered incapable for two years to fcrve in the office for 
which he. was eleAcd, and be fubjeA to fuch other p\mi(h* 
mcnt as (hall he dircAed by law. 

Sect. 3. No new coitnty (hall be cHahliflied by the 
General AiTcmbly, which Ihn'l reduce the county or coun* 
tics or either of them from whicli it (hall be taken, to lefs 
content! than four htmdied fquare miles, nor (hall uiry 
county he laid off of Icfs contcrts. Every new county, at 
to the right of reprefcntation, (hall be coiiiidered as a part 
of the county or counties from which thL7 (hall have becii 
taken, until they dull be entitled to tl.e right of rcjn^* 
lentation. 
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SfCTf 4* Cliillcotho fliiiU be the feat of Goremmeiit 
ttiitil the year one tluHirancI eight hundred and eight. No 
money flull be raifi^d until the year one thou£tnd eight 
hundred and nine* by the Legiflaiurc of this State» for the 
purpole of ereAing public buildings for the accommodauon 
of the Legiflature. 

Skct. 5* That after the year one thoufand eight hnn- 
dred and fix» whenever two thirds of the General Aflembly 
(hall think it neccflUry to amend or change this Conftitu* 
tion« they lliall recommend to the electors at the next elec* 
tion for Memlicrs of the Oeiwral Aflembly* to vote for or 
agsiinll the C«>nvcniion ; and it' it ihall appear that a ma* 
jotity of the citizens of this State* voting for Keprefenta* 
tives have voted for a Convention, tlie General AlFembly 
Ihall at tlicir next fcirion call a Convention, to confin of as 
many mcmk^ri tii tlivre tliall htf In thu Ooneral AflvmMyt 
to U^ tUufvw In il»^ liifiitf m»MMi4^ri mi thM IUiik* pUit^t mmU by 
lliM l»«niwli'»lM4 lliul cluMiralhe Uent^ral Alfi'mblyt who 
ihall meet within three months after the faid clcdion, for 
the purpole of reviling, amending, or changing the Condi* 
tution ) but no alteration Ihall ever take puice fo as to io^ 
troduce llavery or involuntary fervitude into this Sute. 

Sect. 6* Vluit the limits aud boundaries of this Sute 
be afccrtalncd, it is declared, they (hall be as hereafter men* 
t toned, that is to lay, bounded on the call by the PcnnfyU 
vania line, on the fouth by the Ohio river to the mouth of 
thcf Great Miami river, on the weft by a line drawn due 
north from the mouth of the Great Miami aforcfaid, and 
on the north by an eaft and weft line drawn through the 
foutherly extreme of Lake Miciiigan, running eaft« after 
interll'Aing the due north line aforefaid, from the mouth 
of the Great Miami until it Ihall interfea Lake Erie or the 
territorial line, and thence with the fame through Lake 
Erie to the Pennfylvania line aforcfaid i froviJiJ alwap^ 
and h U hi re f>y fully umtn^ccitt ami it is JrcLred hy this Con* 
vfntioth that if the foutherly, bend or extreme of Lake Miclii* 
gan (hotild extend lb far fcmth, that a line drawn due e-.ift 
from it Ihoiild not intcrfeA Lake Erie, or if it Ihould inter* 
feA the faid Lake Evie eaft of the moutli of the Miami 
river of the Lake, then and in that cafe, with tlie alFent of 
Congrefs, the northern boundary of this State Ihall be eftaln 
lilhed by, and extended to a dircA line running from tlic 
fonthern'exiremitv of Lake Michigan, to ♦he moft north- 
itly cape of tlie Miami bay, alter die iaterfc^ling the d*<»

aforefaid* thence northeaf the territorial liuct and hj 
the fatd territoiial line to Pennfylvania line. 
AlU JLE VIII. 

That the general, great and efllntial principles of liberty 
and free government may be recognized and forever unaU 
terably eftuhliflied* wc declare : 

. Sect. i. Thnt all men are born equally free and inde* 
penderiti and haVe certain natural inherent and unalien^ 
able rights, amongft wliich ate the enjoying and defending 
life and liberty, acquiring, poirctling and proteding prop, 
erty, purfuing and obtaining happinefs and iiifety; and 
every free, republican government being founded on their 
fole authority «nd orguni7ed for the great purpofe of pro* 
tcAing tlicir rights and liberties, and fccuring their inde* 
pcndcnce ; to eflfcdl thefc ends, they have at all times a 
complete power to alter, reform or abolilli their govern* 
ment whenever they deem it ncccfl'ary. 

Sect. !• There fliiill be neither fl.ivcry nor involuntary 
(er\'itude in this State, otherwife than for tlie punilhment 
of crimes, whereof the party Ihall have been duly convift* 
ed ; nor Hiull any male perfon, arrived at the age of twenty* 
one years, qr female perfon, arrived at the age of eighteen 
years, be held to ferve any perfon under pretence of indvn* 
ture, or otherwife, iinlcfs luch perfon fliall enter into fuch 
indenWre.when in a pcrfe^ (late of freedoni, and on con- 
dition of a bona fide confideration, received or to here* 
ccived for tlieir lervices, except as before excepted ; nor 
ihall any indenture of any negro or mulatto herc;ifter made 
and executed out of the State, or if made in the State 
where the term of fervicc exceeds one year, be of the lead 
. validity, except thofe given in the cafe of apprenticeiliips. 

Sect. 3. That all men have a natural and indefeafible 
ri^ht to worfliip Almighty God, according to the di<Hates 
ot confcience ; that xid human authority can in any cafe 
V^hatever control or interfere with the rights of confcience ; 
that no rnan Ihull be compelled to attend,. cre<5l or fupport 
any phtcc of worfliip, or to maintain any miniilcr againft 
his confent ; and that no preference (liall ever be given by 
Liw to any religious focicty or mode of worfliip ; and no 
religious teil fliall be required as a qualification to any 
office of trufl or profit. But religion, morality and knowU 
edge being elFcntially necclHtry to good government and tho 
happinefs of maulind, fcliools and tlie means of iullruiflioti 
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tujl forerer b« encouraged by k|^llatift proYtfioftt not in* 
tonfiftent with the righu of confcience. 

SiCT* 4* Private property ought and fliall be hdd in* 
violate, but always fubfehrient to the public welfare» pro* 
Vided a compenCition in money be made to the owner. 

SiCT. $. That the people (hall be fecure in their per* 
fonst houfes, papers and pofleilionsp from unwarrantable 
Icarches and fcixures, and that general warrants whereby 
an oliicer may be commanded to (earch fufpe^ed places* 
Without probable evidence of the fad committedt or to 
feize any peribn or |)erfons not named, whcfe offences are 
not particularly defcribed and witliout oath or afEmiatiOQt 
arc dangerous to liberty and ought not to be granted. 

Sect. 6. That the priming-pretTes (hall remain open 
j^nd free to every citl/.cn, who wiihcn to examine die pro* 
cccdings of any Branch of Covemmcnt, or the conduct of 
any public o0iccr ; and no law ihiill ever retrain the right 
thereof. Every citizen has an indilputable ri^ht to f|>rak» 
\vrite or print upon any fubje<Sl as he thinks proper, bctng 
liable for the nbuic <»f that lilierty. In prolecution for any 

{mblication refpciHing the official condud of men in a pub* 
ic capacity, or where the matter ptibliflied is proper for 
f>ublic iufoimation» the truth thereof may always be giveti 
n evidence ; and in all indi<flments for libels the jury IhaU 
have a tight to determine the law and the fafis, under the 
din*Aion of the Court, as in other cafes. 

Sect. 7. That all Courts (hall be open, and etcry per* 
fon for an injury done him in his lands, goods, perfon or 
<^eput:ition (hall have remedy by the due couHe of law^ 
and right and jullice be adminiAered without denial or 
delay. 

SkCT. 8. That the right of trial by jury (hall be invio* 
lab1e» nor (hall any law veA authority in any man or fet of 
men, which (hall in any' cafe prevent at common law, or 
Othcrwife where the value ia controvcrfy (hall exceed twenty 
dollars, the right of trial by jury, and no fad tried by a 
jury (hall be oiherwifc re-examined. 

Sect. 9. That no powder of fufpending laws ihall b^ 
exerctfed unlefs by the Legiflature. 

Sect. to. That no peiftin arreAed or confined in gaol 
(hall be treated W'ith unnece(rary rigour, or be put to aiw 
fwer any criminal charge but by prefentment, indiAmcnt 
or impeachment. 

Sect, f i. That in all criminal profecutions, the accnfed 
hath a right to be heard by hlnUtlf and his eounfel| to d** 
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snand the nature and cauie of the accnfiuioii againit hioit 
and to haire a copj thereof, to meet the witncSes face to 
face ; to have comt>uUbry proccfs for obtaining witneflef 
in his favour, and in profecutions by indiAment or prefent* 
ment, a fpeedjr public trial, by an impartial jury in th^ 
county or diftriA in tvhich the offence ihall have l>een com* 
mitted, and Ihall not be compelled to give evidence againft 
himfelf, nor (ball he twice be put in jeopardy for the fame 
offence. 

Sect« 1 3. That all perfons fliall be bailable by fufRcient 
furctics, unlefs for capital ofTcnccs vrhcre the proof is evt« 
dent or the prefumntion great, and the privilege of the writ 
of habeas corpus mail not be fufpcndcd, unlcls in cafe of 
rebellion or invadon the public fafcty may reouire it« 

Sect. 13. ExceflTive bail fhall not be required, exccflive 
fines fliall not be impofcd, nor cruel and unufual punilh* 
ment infli^ed. 

Sect. 14. All penalties (hall be proportioned to the 
nature of the offence. No wile Icgiflature will aflix the 
fame punifliment to the crimes of theft, ftTgcry and tlie 
like, which they do to tlvat of murder and troaibn. When 
the fame undiftinguifliing feverity is excrciled againft all 
offences, the people. are led to forget the real diftin^ion in 
the crimes thcmfelves, and to commit the mod flagrant 
with as little compun^ion as they do the liglitcft ollences* 
For the fame rcafons a multitude of fanguiniiry laws are 
both impolitic and unjuft ; the true defign of all punith* 
ments being to reform and not to exterminate mankind. 

Sect. 15. The perlbn of a debtor, where there is not 
ftrong prclbmption of fraud, (hall not continue in prifon 
after delivering up his cftate for the benefit of his creditor 
or creditors, in fuch manner, as ihall be prelcribed by law. 

Sect. 16. No cxpoll fa^o law, nor any law impairing 
the valiuity of contraAs, Ihall ever be made, and no con« 
nriAion fliall work corruption of blood nor forfeiture of «f* 
tate. 

Sect. 17.. That no pcrfon fliall be liable to be tranf^ 
ported out of this State for any offence committed within 
this State. 

Sect. iS. That a frequent recurrence to the funda* 
mental principles of civil government, is abfolutcly nccef* 
far)- to prefcrve the blefllngs of liberty. 

Sect. 19. That the people have a right to affemble to* 
gcther, in a peaceable manner, to coiil'ult for their common 
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Mod» to bftniA their Reprdentaiivvs, and to tpplj to dit 
LegULitiire for a redrdt of grievances. 

&KCT. tOb That tlie pcopk have a right to bear arms 
for the defence of thcnilclves and tlie States amd as Aand* 
ing armiety in time of peace* are dangerous to Uberty» tbcf 
ihall not be kept upi and that the military llull be kept un* 
der Arid ftibordination to the civil power. 

Stcr. 31* That no perfon in this State* except fuch as 
are employed in the army or navy of the United St;Ate$» or 
militia in adual fcrvtcc* Ihall be fubjcA to corporal punillf 
ment under tlie military law. 

Skct. a a. That no foldicr in t!me of peace, be 
quartered in any houte, without the cunfcnt of the 
owner, nor in time of war, but in the manner pre* 
fctibed by Uw. 

Skct. 33. That the levying taxes by the poll, is 

Eievous and opprefllvc, therefore the Legiflaturc 
all never levy a poll tax for county or State pur* 
pofes. 

SiCT. 34* That no hereditary emoluments, privi* 
leges or honours Ihall ever be granted or conferred by this 
Stiue^ 

Skct. t$* That no law (hall be paflcd to prevent the 
poor in the fcvcral counties and townfliips within this 
State from an equal participation in the fchools, academies, 
colleges and univcrfitics within this State, which arc en* 
dowed, in whole or in part, from the revenue ariring from 
the donations made by tlie United States for the (upport 
of fchools and colleges ; and the doors of tl:c faid fchooli, 
academics and univerfitios lb;Ul be open for the rrcepticn 
of fcholars, Undents and teachers of every grade, without 
any diftin^ion or preference whatever, contrary to 
the intent for which the faid donations were made. 

Sect. 26. That laws (hall be paifcd by the Legiflaturc, 
which fccure to each and every denomination of religious 
focteiics, in each lurveyed townlhip which now is or may 
hcreaficr be formed in ihis State, an equal participation ac* 
cording to their nnmhcr of adherents, of the prcfits arifing 
from the lands granted by Congrcfs for the.luppcrt of re» 
ligion, agreeably to the ordinance or a^ of Congrels, niak- 
ing tlte appropriation. 

S fc c T • 3 7* That any aflToctation of perfons, when regu* 
larly formed within this State, and having given themlelves 
a nam?, may, on application to the LegiiUture, be entitled 
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to receive ktten of incorporattoBt to eiuibte them tif 
hold their eftateif real and perfoimlf for the ftipport 
vt their fchookf academieif coUegcif uiiivcrritscff and 
other p»irpofef# 

SfeCT. 28* To guard againft the tranrgrcOioni of the 
high poi^vrs which we have delegated, we declare, 
tliat all powers, not hereby delegatedi remain with the 
people*
